Dear Sir:- 


I am attaching hereto for your information copy of 
a letter just received from Mr, Indian Agent Frost, of Port 
Alberni, with regard to the septic tank system in connection 
with the Alberni Indian Residential School whie it is ex- 
plained is not functioning properly, civing considerable trouble, 


As this matter required immediate attention I have 
asked lr, Webb, of the Dominion Water Power and Reclamation 
Branch, to have one of his staff proceed to the School without 
delay and make an examination of the system to see what the 
trouble is and if necessary to afford any immediate relief that 
he may deem proper and to let me know at as early date as possible 
as to what the cost will be to put this system in proper shape. 
I will then inform you by wire and request that authority be 
given to have the necessary work undertaken. 


Apparently, the trouble seems to have been caused 
by allowing all the rainwater from the roofs as well as th 
water from the laundry and baths to go through the septic tank 
with that from the toilets which, I understand, is not the 
proper thing to do if such systems are to function properly. 
At the Kamloops, Lyttom and Alert Bay Schools, 1 believe they 
have a separate drainage system for the carrying away of the 
water from the laundry, rainwater from the roof and the baths 
and only that coming from the toilets is allowed to enter the 
septic tanks. It may, therefore, be that the Engineer in his 
report will state a separate drainace system should be con- 
structed at the Alberni School.

Chief sngineer at Vancouver, that he has been asked by 
Mr. Dirchburn to make an examination end report of the 
sewerege disposal system at the Port Alberni Indian 
school. 


4 preliminary exemination has been made 
and it hes be found necessary in the first place to 
heve tenk cleaned out and e@ temporary cess- 
pool constructed to serve while the septic tank is 
out of commission. A report will be prepared recommend- 
ing certain changes in order that the system may function 
satisfactorily in the future. In order to do this, Mre 
Webb asks to be supplied with any plans thet may be 
aveilable showing details of septic tank installetion 
and particularly the cisposal of roof drainage. From 
the examination made it would appear that some of the 
roof dreinage may pass through the septic tan sreatly 
over-taxing its capacity in rainy weather. Mr. Webb 
stetes that there is no way of determining this 
definitely on the ground without digging up the 
dreins. 


I shall be obliged therefore if you will 
supply me with copies of any plans showing the informa- 
tion requested for transmission to Mr. Webb.

Sir: 

Having received your instructions to 
make an examination of the septic tank at Alberni 
Indian school, this installation was first 
visited on March 31st ani again on April 16th. 


DESCRIPT OF CONDITION OF TANK 
Qn the former date the tank was found 
completely filled with sludge which was 60 cOom- 
pacted that it was diffioult to force a pointed 
stake down through it to the bottom. Both the 
settling chamber and the syphon chamber were 
fouml to be in this condition. As it was, of 
course, impossible for the automatic syphon to 
, function, all the liquid part of the sewage was 
flowing over the surface of the sludge and out 
through the emergency oerflow pipee At some 
time previous to my visit this pipe had been 
broken off and the sewage from the tank then 
flowed on the surface of the ground down the hill- 
side to the lower flat. 


PREL |ARY RECO) DATIONS 


As it was urgently necessary that steps 
be taken immediately to remedy the conditions 
described, a memorandum was given to Mr. Frost, 
Indian Agent, recommending that the tank be 
Cleaned out, the sludge buried and while this 
was in progress that the sewage be diverted to a

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temporary cess pool. The cost of this work was 
estimated at $200.00, While it was realized at 
this time that the filter beds below the tank were 
quite probably blocked with solid sludge no attempt 
was made to ascertain their condition, it being 
considered that this could best be done when the 
flow from the tank was again diverted to these beds. 


SEC INATION OF & 

Notification having been received from 
Mr. Frost that the tank had been cleaned out and 
was ready for inspection, a second visit was made 
on April 16th. On my first visit it had been 
impossible to obtain the dimensions of the two 
chambers of the tank and this information was now 
obtained. It was found that the tank had been very 
thoroughly cleaned out at a cost approximately as 
estimated and was ready to be again put in use. 
On ¢xamination of the system below the ‘tank out- 
let it was then found that alterations to this 


system would be necessary as hereafter described. 


CONDITION OF FILTER BEDS 
At the time of my first visit the only 


information available as to the filter beds was 
contained in a block plan of the school and grounds 
on file in Mr, Frost's office, On my second visit 
information became available that the filter beds 
as originally installed on a steep side hill 
functioned for only about one year. At the end 

of this time many of the pipes had washed out and 
were lying on the surface of the hillside. The 
filter bed was then abandoned and a pipe line 

laid leading directly from the syphon chamber to 


O, Volume 6433, File 877-5, part 3) 
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the Somass river without any intermediate filter- 
age, as shown on attached plm (Appendix No. 2). 

Unfortunately this pipe was laid with 
open joints and not to line or grade and with no 
manholes for cleaning purposes. On digging it up 
at various points 1+ was found that it was com- 
pletely blocked for at least 150 feet past the 
septic tank and probably is blocked for nearly ite 
whole length and so is now useless as a tank outlet. 

When this was discovered, arrangements 
were made to install a temporary drain from the 
tank to the cesspool and to put the tank again in 
operation. This ainposal of the sewage will 
function satisfactorily for a few months pending 
the construction of a new outlet pipe to the 


Somass river which is hereinafter recommended. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


It 1s recommended that a new outlet pipe 
be constructed leading directly from the syphon 
chamber of the septic tank to the Somass river 
ag shown on plan (Appendix No. 1). Flanged 
vitrified pipe 6 inches in diameter should be 
used and should be laid with cemented joints to 
accurate line and grade. At two points where 
Changes in line and grade occur manholes for 
Gleaning purposes should be constructed. A third 
manhole should be constructed where the sewage 
inlet pipe enters the septic tank and in this 
manhole there should be provision for temporarily 
turning the flow of sewage into the cess pool 
during periodical tank cleanings. The cost of 
this construction is estimated at $903.25 as 
itemized in Appendix No. 1 of this report. 


Irdian Affairs. (RG 10, Volume 6433, File 877-5, part 3) 
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It is also recommended that during 
the next year the tank should be closely observed 
and the settling chamber be cleaned out when the 
solids on the bottom reach a depth of two feet or 
more. The period required for such accumulation 
will then be ascertained and the tank should there- 
after be cleaned out at the regular interval thus 
determined, Ordinary good practice is to clean 
these tanks once a year but as this tank is smaller 
than the standard size, special precautions are 


necessary 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONSs 
(a) Capacity of Septic Tank 

The settling chamber has dimensions as 
follows:- Length 12 feet, width 4.5 feet, 
height to overflow 4.5 feet. This gives a 
daily capacity of 15 gallons to each of 
the 125 occupants of the school as compared 
to a standard capacity for such installations 
of 40 gallons. Thus the tunk is apparcntly 
much too small for the purpose it serves. 
However, the fact that the tank has been 
in use for ten years without cleaning and 
without giving serious trouble until the 
present time indicates that with proper 
attention 1t should in future funetion satis- 
factorily. The figure of 40 gallons sewage 
per capita daily has no doubt been obtained 
from observations under different conditions 
than those here existing and is quite pro- 
bably an over estimate of the sewage from 


an institution such as an Indim school. 
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As far as I could ascertain wi th- 
out digging up the drains there is no 
roof drainage admitted to the septic 
tank. Laundry water, bath water and 
kitchen waste pass through the tank 
but it is mwobable that these wastes 
will be satisfactorily eliminated as 
there are no filter beds in connection 
with the disposal systen. 

If, however, after the system ig 
put into operation it should be found 
that these wastes are causing diffic- 
ulties in the operation of the septic 
tank separate plumbing will then have 
to be provided and this water disposed 
of in some other way, possibly in 
surface irrigation of the school gardens. 

(bo) Filter Bed Not Necessary 

As originally designed and in- 
stalled the effluent from the septic 
tank passed through a filter bed sit- 
uated on a hill side to the south of 
the tank. While no excavations were 
made at this point, the soil in the 
vicinity of the tank and in the flats 
through which the present outlet pipe 
passes is a fairly heavy clay and quite 
unsuitable for filtration purposes. 
From the time that this filter bed was 
abandoned to the present time the liquid 
tank effluent has been discharged dir- 
ectly into the Somass river. As the 
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point of discharge is within the area 

of tidal influence the water in this 
vicinity is not used for drinking pur- 
poses. When the tank is working properly 
the effluent is a liquid and is unobjeo- 
tionable in appearance or odor and 

does not create a nuisance along the banks 
of the river. Under these circumstances 
it was not considered necessary to make 
any alteration in the present system of 
Gisposal which has now gone on for 
several years without any local protest. 


(c) Mmintenance of Systen 


It should be remembered by those 
who are in charge of the maintenance of 
such systems that a septic tank install- 
ation is far from an ideal system of 
sewage disposal and will only function 
properly when it is carefully watched 
and prompt aétion taken to remedy any 
irregularities in operation as they arise. 
The following are the conditions most 
likely to cause trouble:- 

1. Excessive accumulation of solids in 
the settling chamber. 

2e Failure of operation of the autom- 
atic syphon. 

3. Clogging of the filter bed system 
(usually caused by condition Noel). 

The latter condition will not 
need to be watched in this case as no 
filter beds have been provided.

Sir: 

As instructed in your letter of June 4th, 
1930, I left Vancouver for Port Alberni on July 21st 
and commenced work on the installation of a new 
sewer outlet pipe for the Alberni Indian Mission 
School on July 22nd. From this date to August llth 
this work was continuously carried on with five men 
employed. Owing to the necessity of furnishing 
transportation for the men to and from their homes 
in Alberni, it was impossible to employ a larger 
number of men without providing an extra car for use 
on this work. 

The construction carried out followed 
closely that recommended in my report dated April 30, 
1930, the only variation being that in place of the 
manhole shown on the inlet side of the septic tank, 


a smaller concrete diversion box was constructed. A 


section of wrought iron pipe 2 feet 6 inches in length 


carries the sewage from the school across this box and 
into the septic tank. When it becomes periodically 
necessary to clean out the septic tank this pipe will 
be lifted out and the sewage will then drop to the 
floor of the diversion box and be carried through @ 
drain down to acess pool. This will allow the 
thorough cleaning of the septic tank which ,without 
some such provision, would be very difficult.

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Concrete manholes at stations 1 4 00 and 
3 4 00 are each 5 feet in depth and 3 feet 2 inches 
square on the inner dimensions. ‘The walls and base 
of these manholes are 6 inches in thickness. The 
inner and outer forms for these manholes were designed 
for easy removal and the same set of forms were used 
for both manholes and could have been used for further 
similar construction if such had been necessary. 

Photos showing these forms in place are appended hereto. 

Six-inch bell end vitrified sewer tile was 
laid from the septic tank to the river along the lines 
indicated in the original report. This pipe was laid 
exactly to the line and grade specified and after laying, 
4t was possible to see through the pipe from end to end 
between manholes. All joints were packed with jute and 
the collars then filled with neat cement grout. A ten- 
foot length of cast iron pipe was set at the Somass 
river outlet to prevent any chance of the drain being 
blocked through river erosion. {The drain discharges in 
tidal water between low and high tide mark. It was 
thought advisable to discharge the pipe above low tide 
mark as this makes the outer end available for cleaning 
purposes. 

After construction was completed the siphon 
chamber of the septic tank was flushed and as far as 
could be ascertained, the new drain was functioning 
satisfactorily. 

Appendead hereto is a detailed statement of 
the cost of this installation and also photos taken 
while the construction was under way.

He states there are 
28 beds in this room, while there is only sir space to accommo- 
date 22 girls. I would, therefore, request that you arrange to 
reduce the number of beds in this dormitory to 22. 


The Inspector also states that the junior boys* 
dormitory did not seem to be well ventilated, the beds were un- 
tidy and the toilet in the washroom attached to the dormitory 
was not properly ventilated.

In the repewst of Mr. Pragnall, Inspector of Indian Agencies, 
you will note his recommendation re some kind of refrigeration 
at the school. 


Dr. McDonald, Veterinary Inspector of Dairies for B.C., 
has also inspected last week and recommended that we should 
have some better way of cooling milk. 


In this climate we never have any ice except manufactured 
ice and the price is prohibitive for cooling pmrposes. In 
the winter it is about as difficult to keep meat as it is in 
the summer for during the rainy season it gets slimy and moulds 
quickly. Consequently, it is difficult to kill our own meat 
and to keep any quantity of it for more than a few days. 


The cost of an electrically cooled Frigidaire plant, built 
in would be between $650.00 and $700.00. The cost of a Nord 
electrically cooled cabinet would be $285.00 for medium size 
and $375.00 for the large size.

It may be pointed out in passing that the provisions 
of the Department's letter 1-1-5 dated February 5, 1932, are 
not being complied with in this regard. 

There is no direct exit from the senior dormitories to 
the fire escapes. The exit is in each case through a bath 
room, and then through a wash room. As recommended in my last 
report, boxes containing keys to the locked doors between the 
bathroom and the wash rooms in each case have now been provided. 
These boxes have glass fronts and are on the wall near the locked 
door on both the boys' and girls' sides of the school. 


I beg to recommend the supply of 12 small. mattresses and 
12 large mattresses, to take the place of an equal number which are 
now of no further use.

I found that the fire alarm battery, a 6 Volt Battery, 

was out of order. A hand bell was therefore rung for the alarm. 
It is impossible for me to understand how the Principal of a school 
where lives may be in danger at any time is content to leave things 
in this condition. A proper supply of large size dry cells would 
be far better than a 6 Volt Battery. They would not be as likely 
to run down; but in any case the fire alarm system should be 
regularly tested, and kept in proper working order. v

Dear Sir:- 


I visited the Alberni Residential School, 
and thoroughly inspected same. I found everything 
in the buildings and outbuildings very clean and tidy. 
In fact, though I searched thoroughly, I have no ad- 
verse criticism to make. There were one hundred and 
fourteen children in the school at the time of my 
visit. There had been a lot of influenza, but were 
all getting better. As it was a Saturday, the day of 
my visit, I did not hear the children in the class- 
rooms. They were having meat stew, potatoes and car- 
rots for their midday meal and bread and butter and 
beans for supper. I requested that the fire extin- 
guishers be refilled. I again took up the matter of 
the locked window screens to the fire escapes, and 
after talking it over with the Principal, and at my 
earnest request, he promised to substitute wax seals 
instead, which,I understand, has been done. I don't 
think he will have any trouble in this connection. 
The jacket heater is in very poor condition. What is 
required there is a small tubular boiler. 


The herd consists of from ten to fifteen 
dairy cows, with a well kept barn, and there should 
be plenty of milk for the children. 


The manual training is being carried out, 
but seems to be in rather the commencement stage; 
possibly it will improve, but I am not sure whether 
the instructor is first-class. I believe it is rather 
hard to get a good man. I will look into this at my 
next visit.

On August 16th, 1933, I made an inspection of the mechanical 
plant of this School, which consists of, 


One Horizontal return tubular high pressure boiler, 

Nos 43367 BeCe 66" diameter and 12' long, having 54 

12' x 4" tubes, longitudinal 2 double rivetted lap, 
ayes at 84 H,Pe, built in 1920, making it now 13 years 
old. 


The Leundry consists of one large washing machine and 
one 24" Hydro Extractor driven by a 5 HePe motor, and 
has a 7 HePe Z type Fairbanks-Morse gas engine as an 
auxiliary unit steam for the leundry water being 
supplied by the main boilere : 


Boiler Noe 43367 BeCe 


I gave this boilera careful inspection, hammer and Hydro- 
stetic test end found that the shell, stays ani rivets of 
the boiler in good condition. The tudes have a lot of pit 
blisters and pitting on the tubes is quite intense. Some 

of the pits are quite deep and in a short time several of the 
tubes will need renewinge 


I would recommend that before the firing season commences, 

two zinc plates be installed in the boiler 4" x 68" x 1" in 
size, one to be installed on the top and the.other in the 

bottom, suspended from the stays and placed near where the 

retum water from the system enters, also the use of 4 solution 

of Sal soda and lime water in the proportion of 1 1/2 Lb.

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of the Departmts 
letter of 25th instant calling for an explanation re purchase of 
fire fighting accessories for the Alberni Indian Residential School 
as shown in Voucher No 180,amounting to ¢ 13.80. 


I beg to advise the Department that on visiting the Alberni 
School during May I instructed the Principal to test all his fire 
appliances and make good any defects found,but I failed to instruct 
him to report to this office what defects were found,before he repl- 
aced tham. When testing the aparatus it wes found that 2 nozzles 
and some packing gaskets were defective and that 2 extra nozzles 
were necessary to fully complete the fire protection equipment for 
use,these were purchases by the Rev Principal at a cost of ¢ 10.05, 


Early in June,during my absence from Port Alberni,a 
logging slash was fired near the school which caused burning debris 
to fall on the roofs of school out buildings and as these are located 
some considerable distance from the school proper,all fire fighting 
aparatus was called into use,it was then found that 2 extra reducers 
were needed to enable exterion and interior hose lines of different 
sizes to be coupled up together ,ahfese were purchased by the Kev , 
Principal and the purchases reported to me on my return to office, 


Had the fire fighting aparatus hot been in serviceable 
condition,most probably,the out buildings would have been damaged. 


Under these conditions the purchases were made on my order 
to the Rev Principal,without first having obtained authority from 
the Department. Voucher No 180 is returned herewith for consideration.

The Department has received the report of the 
Engineer of the Public Works Department, regarding his 
inspection of the boilers and machinery at the Alberni 
Indian Residential School. He reports as follows concerning 
the condition of the boilers and the repairs, etc., required:- 


Oe 367- I would recommend that, before the firing 
season commences, two zinc plates be in- 

etalled in the boiler 4" x 8" x 1" in size, one to be 
installed on the top and the other in the bottom, suspended 
from the stays and placed near where the return water from 
the system enters, also the use of a s lution of eal soda and 
lime water in the proportion of 14 lb. sal soda to 4 gallons 
of clear lime water, using about 1 gallon of the solution 
per month. This will help to arrest the pitting, but I am 
afraid that it is gone too far in some places to arrest it 
before it has eaten through the tubes. Also, after the 
firing season, this boiler should be emptied ond thoroughly 
dried, opened up and a free circulation of air allowed to 
pass through it. 


"I also found that two of the rivets of the 
flange on the bottom of the boiler, into which the return 
from the heating system is screwed, sounded loose and had 
been slightly leaking.

The Engineer states that the carrying out of 
the above repairs would cost approximately $100. We 
have no funds to provide the cost, and the school 
authorities should, themselves, have the work done - 
the cost to be paid from per capita earnings and other 
receipts of the school.

Yours of Oct. 31st, #301/33/S1 received re repairs on 
steam boiler. 


In reply: The Engineering Firm who estimated repairs 
state thet it will take them et least three deys to do the 
work and that the heating plant would be out of use for that 
length of time. 


As the weather is now cold and damp end we have no other 
nethod of heating the school, it would be dangerous to the 
health of ell concerned to undertake this work et present, 
especially as there ie not likely to be any breskdown of the 
pipes mentioned in the repairs. The boiler ig not used for any 
engine and seldom carries more then 2 or 3 lbs. of steam. I 
understood from the engireer from the Public Worke Department, 
who made the inspection that there wee no immediate necessity 
of making the repsirs srd he geve me the certificate for oper- 
ation of the boiler till August 15, 1934. 


I therefore request the Department to sanction the deley 


in these repairs until the wermer westher in the Spring, unless 
® leak should occur that would necessitate immedisete ection.

He estates that the new return and blow-down 
pipes have been repaired but the 3 inch flange riveted on to 
the boiler must be taken off, thoroughly cleaned and re- 
riveted. It has the appearance of having been leaking for 
some time. This was caused by the rigid manner the 3" return 
pipe was embedded in the concrete, which has set up a 
shearing strain on this flange, iieting it slightly off on 
one eide, and a corrosion has set up between the flange and 
the plates, which, if not arrested, will eause a considerable 
weakening of the plates at that particular pl.ce. 


The Principal ehould arrange to have the flange 
re-riveted. The School authorities, themselves, should have 
the work done + the cost to be paid from per capite earnings 
or other receipts of the echool.

The laundry was quite clean. There is a very 

great need here for some better system of drying 
the clothes. In my last report I suggested a small room for 
this. Such a room could easily be partitioned off from the 
resent laundry in the N. W. Corner of that room. Steam 
pipes could be easily led into this partitioned off room 
from the boiler which is located under this part of the 
laundry. The cost would perhaps be in the neighbourhood of $250. 
As reported last year, this would provide a proper system of 
drying clothes. Should this be authorized, the question would 
arise as to who should pay for the work, and this would be 
a matter for the Department to decide. I have no special 
opinion with regard to the matter. 


The laundry machinery is worked by electricity. 
The extractor is reported as too small for the work to be 
done. I consider that it will take care of the necessary 
work for some time to come, even if it was too small a 
machine when placed here. As reported previously, the school 
supplied a laundry stove during the past two years. This 
is giving satisfaction. 


BOILER ROUM: This is as clean as it is possible to keep it. 


Water collects on the floor. This water comes 
in from the ground outside and at the back of the school. 
To drain this water away would be a very difficult matter. 
I understand that there is a drain. It is just possible that 
this existing drain is not working properly, though I have 
no particular reason to stata thet this is so. The boiler 
room here is quite differently arranged to those in our other 
Indian Residential Schools. It is open to the weather to a 
certain extent and that may account for the water now on the 
floor, as may the fact that a large quantity of wet cordwood 
is piled up here. 


Several pipes in connection with the boilers 
were renewed since my last inspection. This is one of the 
boilers inspected by Mr. T. J. Arnall.

I have the honur to refer to my wire 
of above date re water supply to the Alberni Indian 
ResidesBial School. 


The pipe across the Somass River was 
carried out by the present flood, and water for fire 
protection, washing, heating, cooking and sanatory purposes 
has now to be carried by hand. 


The present system was installed in 
August 1922, H. M. T. Hodgson was engineer in charge of the 
work. The approximate cost was $ 500.00. The distance 
across the Somass River was then over 300 feet. The pipe 
was 2 inch and was buried 2 feet at the deepest point and 
6 inches at the shallowest and covered with flat boulders, 
The river bed, below gravel, is blue Clay on north side and 
hardpan on south side. The depth of water at shore end of 
pipe on south side of river was then 4 feet at low water, 


It is necessary that provision be made 
@s soon as possible, for a temporary supply, as permanent 
repairs may not be possible until about midsummer, unless 
@ stretch of cold waather ocours before that time, to stop 
water from back in the hills, where there is a considerable 
depth of snow.

In compliance with your request, I made 
an examination of the pipeline supplying the Alberni 
Indian Sehool, on the 7th instant, which had been 
reported broken by Assistant Indim Commissioner 
Perry on the 5th instant and who had requested an 
examination. The following is a report of «7 inves- 
tigation. 

In company with Mr. Indian Agent Frost, 

I visited the achool and interviewsd the principal. 
An examination <f the pipeline was made bat I 

was unable to locate the point where the broak 
occurred in the river beds The Somass river is 
still very high after an abnormal flood and it wou 
be difficult, if not impossible, to repair the a 
break at the present time. The pipeline is reported 
to be buried a depth of 1.5 feet below the ved of 
the river which has an extreme depth at low water 
period of ebout four feet. ‘The maximum depth of 
water at present would probably be from 12>to 15 
feet with a velocity of 5 to 6 feet per seconis 

I am informed by local authorities that 
the river level may not materially lower before 
August or September. 

I am unable to determine the exact cause 
of the break but it is possible that o large tree

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cover was slight. As it is reported that the break 
occurred after the river level had fallen three or 
four feet my surmise is probably correct. 

At the present time water is being supplied 
to the school by means of barrels hauled by team 
from Indian wells nearby and the river, requiring 
such service throughout the day. equtrements prior 
to the break were approximately 7500 gallons a day. 

It is unlikely that the river level will 
drop sufficiently to permit of permanent replace=- 
went before the early fall. I would therefore suggest 
that a temporary service may be provided by holding 
@ pipeline in the bed of the stream by means of a 
cable, It would be necessary to install the pipe 
in short lengths with rubber connections so as to be 
flexible and with sufficient weight to hold it close 
to the bottom. ‘The cost of such installation would 
be approximately 375.00. The major portion of 
the material to be used temporarily could be salvaged 
for future use. 

Negerding the construction of a permanent 
installation to replace that washed out, Z would 
suggest that ao the present pipe has been in place 
approximately 13 years it would be desirable to 
replace it with new pipe and to bury it to a depth of 
from 2 to 3 feet, if possible. The cost of the 
permanent replacement would ve about $750.00. 

I should point out that the present pipe 
line when in use provided a service of only about 
50 gallons por minute at 30 lbs. pressure for fire 


protection, whereas « 4-inch pipe line to the school 
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would provide a fire service of 100 gallons per 
minute at 45-lba. pressure. while neither service 
is adequate for fire protection purpose it is the 
best which may be provided under existing conditions. 
It is possible that the city of Alberni 
may in the near future find it necessary to renew 
the existing pipe from which the school receives 
its supply and it is probable that the city would, 
1f requested, replace with 6" pipe in order to 
Onn 
provide a desirable service to ite best cus tomer. 
Sueh an installation would supply the 
school with a service of 225 @allons per minute 
at about 40-lbs. pressure. Considering future 
possibilities and the better fire service to be 
secured it would be desirable when »ermanent replace-

I have the honour to refer to the 
Department's letter of January 10th. re the leak or 
seepage into the boiler room at the Alberni Indian 
Residential School, and note it's contents. 


I have to advise the Department 
that the seepage is through the wall of the building. 
Which ie composed of rough stone, conorete and bricks, 
and as the floor of the boiler room is about 8 feet below 
the outer ground, surface and the existing drains, believed 
to be about the floor level, there is & feet of soil 
outside the boiler room walls through which it is believed 
this seepage occurs. Some change in the sutface drains 
were made about 2 years ago, to take care of this 
seepage, but it is still occurring. 


When the Dominion Public Works 
Bngineer of the Waterworks Department was at Alberni 
School (Mr. Warren) on the 7th. instant the matter was 
referred to him for suggestions for over coming the 
trouble. He advised that a new system of surface 
drainage be installed to take care of surface and roof 
water, but could not give an estimate of the cost that 
would be thus incurred. 


I will endeavor to obtain further 
data from the Department Engineers when they come to 
Alberni to repair the water system,and the Department will be 
further advised. A b necessary

I have the honour to enclose 
herewith, a copy, of a letter, received in this office 
from the Reverend Principal of the Alberni Indian 
Residential School. 


The letter, dealing with the water 
supply to that school is self explanatory, 


Further dealing with the pressure, 
I have seen the hoses turned on and the water has not 
reached the roof (eaves) by approximately fifteen feet, 
As thisschool is situated near a standing forest and in 
event of a fire catching in the trees, it would be imposs- 
ible to wet the roof of the building, except by buckets, 


It is the opinion of this office that 
the pipe line should be enlarged and a storage tank installed 
with a pump for fire fighting purposes. The pump could be 
used both for filling the storage tank and for fire fighting. 
Approximate figures for this work will be obtained and 
submitted for the information of the Department at a later 
date. 


If further work is to be done, this 
season, it would have to commence soon as with the fall 
rains the river would be too high for work in laying new 
pipe.

I beg to call your attention to the fact that when 
our water supply pipe for the Residential School was replaced last 
March after being torn out by the flood it was understood that the 
repairs were temporary owing to the high water and swift current, 


The repairs consisted of about 300 ft. of 2" pipe- 
the pipe lengths being connected by rubber hose and wired to a cable 
laid on the surface of the river bed. 


We get our water supply from the City of Alberni and 
pay by the cubic foot with the meter on the far side of the river. 
Twice since March these hose connections have slipped and caused a 
heavy leakages So much so that the City generously discarded the 
meter and jumped the account. 

the if 

It is now/time of low water and/work is to be done 

in the river it should be done soon, 


I greatly fear that the present pipe will not stand 
the winter rains and consequent swift current. In this connection I 
wish also to call your attention to the fact that the school stands 
fully 75 ft. above the bed of the river. The building is about 50 ft. 
highe With a &" pipe we do not get pressure enough to put water on 
the roof of the building, 


Engineers Warren of Vancouver and Arnall of Victoria 
and Inspector Barry have reported the fire protection to be inadequate. 


Would it be possible to have the Department look into 
Ghis matter before permanently fixing the water supply pipe?

In accordance with instructions rec- 
eived from you on October 30th, I proceeded to 
Alberni on October 31, 1935, for the purpose of 
earrying out certain repairs to the Alberni 
Indian School water supply system as recommended 
by Mr. W.C.Warren in a report by him regarding 
this subject dated February 9, 1935, and in this 


connection would report to you as follows: 


WORK CARRIED OUT 
Repairs to the above water supply 

system consisted of the installation of 610 lineal 
feet of 4" diameter wood stave pipe and 340 
lineal feet of 4" diameter galvanized wrot steel 
pipe across the Somass river to replace the old 
2" diameter galvanized wrot iron water pipe 
formerly used, as follows: 
1. The installation of 4" diameter wood stave 
pipe from a point on the Alberni-Central Lake 
highway near where the old 2" diameter school 
water pipe connects with the City of Alberni's 
4" diameter water main, west for a distance of 
110 feet to the east bank of the Somase river. 
2. The installation of 340 lineal-feet of 4" 
diameter galvanized wrot steel pipe beneath the 
bed of the Somass river from a point on the east 
bank of the river to a point on the west bank. 
3. The installation of 4" diameter wood stave

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pipe from a point on the west bank of the Somase 
river west for a distance of 500 lineal-feet to 
connect with the school 2" diameter water main 
immediately outside the school buildings. 

All of the above wood stave pipe was 
laid at a depth of three feet beneath the surface 
of the ground while the 4" diameter wrot steel pipe 
which extends across the Somass river was laid at 
a depth varying from three feet to five feet below 


the bed of the stream. 


METHODS OF WORK AND MEN EMPLOYED 

The excavation for and the installation 
of all wood stave pipe on this project was carried 
out by hand, local Indians being employed exclus- 
ively for this kind of labour. The excavation for 
and the installation of the 4" diameter wrot steel 
pipe beneath the bed of the Somass river was 
carried out by means of a gasoline driven donkey 
engine operating a 1/2 oubic yard capacity orescent 
bucket, and when the excavation for the above pipe 
line was finally completed the assembled pipe was 
pulled into place by the donkey engine from the 
east bank of the river. White operators were 
employed for the operation of the donkey engine, 
the local Indians being unable to supply experienced 


men for this type of work. 


TESTING OF PIPE 

Upon completion of the above work all 
4" Giameter wrot steel pipe laid beneath the bed 
of the Somass river was tested by air to a pressure 
of 125 lbs. per square inch, when all joints in 


game, which are of the Vitaulic type, were found 
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to be tight and in good order. This test press- 
ure of 125 lbs. per square inch is 30 lbs. per 
square inch in excess of which the line will 
normally have to sustain, the normal working press- 


ure in the line being 95 lbs. per square inch 


WAGES PAID 
Standard wages were paid for all types 
of labour engaged on the above project, both to 
the Indians and white men employed, as follows: 
Labourers 40 cents per hour

TIME OCCUPIED 

Work on the above project, which was 
rendered somewhat difficult owing to weather con- 
ditions and the prevailing high tides, occupied 
a period of 19 days, commencing on November 4th 


and being finally completed on November 23, 1935+ 


CONNECTION TO CITY OF ALBERNI WATER MALIN 

Upon completion of the above installation 
the new 4" diameter pipe was connected by the 
City of Alberni to their 4" diameter water main 
at the same point em the old 2" diameter pipe and 
a new 4" water meter was installed in the line 
by the City of Alberni immediately east of the 
Alberni-Central Lake Highway to replace the old 
2" diameter meter formerly used. 
cost 

The cost of the above project, including 
the purchase of all material and installation 
of same, amounted to $1,427.46 against an estim- 


ated cost of $1430.00.

SALVAGE OF OLD 2" DIAMETER PIPE LINE 

Upon completion of the installation of 
the new pipe line, the old pipe line across the 
Somass river consisting of 320 lineal feet of 2" 
diameter wrot iron pipe, together with 16 Brass 
hose type couplings, which is ina comparatively 
good state of repair, was salvaged from the river 
and is now stored at the Alberni Indian School 
ready for future use or for gale according to the 
instructions of the Department of Indian Affairs. 


REMARKS 

The above installation, when finally 
completed and inspected by me, was in good order 
and operating satisfactorily and should, in my 
opinion, continue to supply the Alberni Indian 
Sehool with water for domestic purposes wi thout 
any further trouble.

Sir: 

In accordance with instructions reo- 
eived from you, I carried out an investigation 
having reference to improvements necessary to the 
fire protection system at the Alberni Indian 
School near Alberni, B.C. and in this regard 


would report to you as follows: 


ALBERNI INDIAN SCHOOL 
The Alberni Indian School which has 


accomodation for 125 children is a four-storey 
wooden structure, 52 feet in height, 100 feet in 
length by approximately 75 feet in depth. It has 
a net value of approximately $80,000 and is sit- 
uated on the west bank of the Somass river, 3% 


miles northwest of the City of Alberni, 3. C. 


PRESENT WATER SUPPLY 
The Alberni Indian School obtains its 
water at the present time, for both domestic and 
fire proteetion purposes, from the 4" diameter 
City of Alberni water main which extends along the 
east side of the Alberni-Central Lake highway 
approximately 1,000 feet east of the Alberni Indian 
School, water being carried from this main by 
means of a 4" diameter wood-stave and steel pipe 
line recently installed by the Department of Indian 
Affairs, across the Somass river for a distance 
C.E.Webb, Kaq.CeEe,

Dom.Water Power & Hydrometric Bureau, 
VANCOUVER, B.C. 
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of 950 lineal feet to connect with the school 
buildings on the opposite side of the river (see 
accompanying plan). 


WATER SURE 

The static pressure in the City of 
Alberni's water main at the point where the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs 4" diameter pipe connects 
with same, is 95 pounds per square inch ani the 
static pressure in the fire hydrants immediately 
in front of the school buildings, which are at an 
elevation of 38 feet above the City of Alberni's 


water main, is 78 pounds per square inch. 


EXISTING OUTSIDS FIRE PROTECTION SYSTEM 

The Alberni Indian School is protected 
from fire at the present time by four 2" diameter 
stand-pipes connected to the old 2" diameter 
water main which surrounds the school building. 
This old 2" diameter water main has now been 
connected to the new 4" diameter water pipe 
recently installed across the Somass river and 
which, as previously stated, connects with the 
City of Alberni's 4" diameter water main situated 


on the opposite side of the river. 


AMOUNT OF WATER AVAILABLE AT THE PRESENT TIME IN 


CASE OF FIRE 


Owing to the restricted size of the 


City of Alberni's water main (4" diameter) the 


total amount of water which it would be possible 

to obtain at the Alberni Indian School in the 

event of fire would be approximately 100 U.S. 
gallons per minute at 4 working pressure of 30 lbs. 
per square inch and while this amount of water 
would be of help in extinguishing o emall blaze 
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it would be practically useless in the event of 
any serious outbreak of fire. 

In addition to the above the old 2" 
diameter water main which surrounds the school 
building and to which two of the present standpipes 
are connected, is now so badly corroded in the 
inside that at certain places its effective 
internal diameter is not more than one-half its 
original size i.e. 1" diameter in place of 2" 
diameter, and the standpipe heads or valves, which 
are of an old type, are themselves in a poor state 
of repair. Out of four standpipes available for 
use, only three are actually equipped with stand- 
pipe heads and of these three standpipe heads, 
only two of same are equipped with 2" to 1%" 
reducers which are necessary to enable the 14" 
diameter fire hose supplied to this school to be 


connected to them in the event of fire. 


EXISTING INSIDE FIRE PROTECTION SYSTEM 

In so far as inside fire protection at 
the Alberni Indian School is concerned, except 
for the small amount of water at present available 
(100 U.S.G.P.M.) the installation is quite satis- 
factory. The building is well piped on the inside 
for fire protection purposes, with sufficient 
outlets on each floor to ensure a proper degree 
of safety in the event of fire. Moreover each 
outlet is properly equipped with a hose and nozzle 
attached to the outlet and stored on racks nearby, 


ready for instant use. 
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fhe building is also provided with an 
adequate number of chemical fire extinguishers for 


use in case of an emergency « 


AMOUNT OF WATER NECESSARY FOR FIRE PROTECTION 
The minimum amount of water necessary to 


aafely take care of any serious outbreak of fire 
which may occur at the Alberni Indian School, is 
500 UsSs GePeMe 1e@e two standard fire streams of 
240 UsS. GePeM. delivering water through 1-1/8" 
diameter nozzles and with water delivered in the 
main at a pressure of 60 lbs. per square inch when 
two hydrants are operating simultaneously. 

In order to supply the above amount of 
water it will be necessary to inerease the capacity 
of the present school water system very materially 
and owing to the fact that the City of Alberni's 
water system is of limited capacity, together with the 
fact that the City is in no way considering the 
renewal or enlargement of their existing 4" diameter 
water main along the Alberni-Central Lake highway, 
no improvement to the present supply can be 
expected from this source. For this reason, if any 
improvements are to be carried out it will be 
necessary to obtain water from the only other 
available supply, which is by pumping from the Somasa 


river nearby. 


PROPOSED FIRE PROTECTION SYSTEM 
In view of the above consideration and 


in view of the fact that the present supply of 
water (100 U.S. GsP.Me) is entirely inadequate for 
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fire protection purposes at the above institution, 


I would hereby recommend that a complete new system 
of fire protection be installed, water being obtained 
from the Somase river by means of a gasoline oper- 
ated fire pump and motor, delivering water to the 
school fire mains through a separate system of 
delivery pipes as outlined below and which would 


require: 
1. ‘The installation of 1 - 500 U.S. G»P.M. Centrif- 
ugal pump operated by 1 50-60 H.P. gasoline engine 
& situated on the west bank of the Somass river and 
housed in a wooden pump house having conorete floor 
and foundations and which would obtain water from 

a concrete intake well connected to the Somasa river 


by means of a 14" diameter Vitrifical supply pipe. 


2. ‘The installation of 480 lineal feet of 6" diam- 


eter wood stave delivery pipe to deliver water 

from the proposed yvire pump at the edge of the Somass 
river to the school fire mains immediately surround- 
ing the school buildings. 

a 3. The installation of 200 lineal feet of 5" dia- 
meter and 270 lineal feet of 4" diameter wood stave 
fire main which would surround the school buildings 
on three sides and to which the hydrants would be 
connected (see accompanying plan). 

4. The installation of four standard 24" diameter 
fire hydrants situated so that one hydrant would 

be placed at approximately each corner of the school 
buildings and at a distance of not less than 50 feet 
from the nearest wall, these hydrants to be so 
arranged that a fire in any part of the building 

@ can be immediately covered by two standard fire 
streams, two of these hydrants should be of the stand- 


ard monitor type (i.e. Javing a swivel nozzle attached 
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permanently to the hydrant standard and operating 
from the hydrant without the use of fire hose) 
while the other two hydrants should be of the 
standard fire hose type each equipped with 150 
lineal feet of 2%" diameter rubber lined fire 
hose. All four hydrants should be equipped with 
standard 1-1/8" diameter smooth nozzles. 

fhe above fire hydrants should be placed 
around the school buildings alternately so that 
each side of the building can be covered if neo- 
essary by one monitor type and one standard fire 
hose type hydrant. 

The use of monitor type hydrants as 
described above will allow a fire stream to be 
played upon any portion of the outside of the school 
buildings immediately a fire is discovered without 
the necessity of running out any fire hose, which 
in itself is of great advantage at an institution 
such as the above where it may be expected that a 
minimum of trained help will be available for work of 
that kind. 

In addition to the above I would point out 
that whereas the proposed new fire pump is intended 
to supply water to the outside fire mains, while 
the existing 4" diameter pipe connected to the City 
of Alberni water main will continue to supply water 
to the inside fire hydrants, I would recommend that 
a@ connection between the two systems be made so that 
the outside fire mains may be kept full of water 
from the city main for immediate use in the event 
of fire until such time as the fire pumps can be 
started, and that a check value be placed in this 


connection so that water from the fire pump cannot 
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pass from the outside fire main into the inside 
fire main with a subsequent possible contamination 


of the domestio supply. 


cost 

The cost of the proposed fire protec- 
tion system including the purchase of both pump 
and motor, the construction of the pump house and 
well, the installation of all delivery pipe, fire 
mains eto. together with the installation of all 
hydrants, fire-hose, fire-hose houses, fittings 


eto. will amount to $3,600.00. 


REMARKS 

In view of conditions outlined in the 
above report and the fact that the Alberni Indian 
School, which houses approximately 120 children, 
ie without an adequate supply of water at the present 
time for fire protection purposes, I would hereby 
recommend that the above proposed fire protection 
system be installed and that in order to ensure 
its proper maintenanee and operation frequent fire- 
drills with this pump be carried out until such time 
as the personnel who will be required to operate 
game in the event of fire are thoroughly familiar 
with its use. In addition to the above I would 
recommend that all equipment relating to fire pro- 
teation at the above institution be periodically 
inspected and tested by @ responsible officer of the 
Department of Indian Affairs.

I have your letter of the 14th instant, relative 
to improvements to the fire protection system at the 
Alberni Indian Residential School and transmitting copies 
of correspondence which you have had in the matter. 


In this connection I have to inform you that the 
Department received, from the Director of the Dominion 
water Power and Hydrometric Bureau, the report of their 
District Chief Engineer on the improvements necessary to 
place the fire protection system in satisfactory condition. 
It is noted, from the Engineer's report, that the cost of 
the scheme, as outlined by him, would be $3,600. The 
Department has not arranged to provide funds for this 
purpose in the Approprietion for the coming fiscal year 
and therefore does not iatend to authorize proceeding with 
the work. The school authorities will have to carry on 
under present conditions, and they should exercise every 
care to see that all fire hazard is overcome as far as 
possible. The Department is aware of the need of arranging 
for the installation of adequate fire protection for this 
school, end this will be kept in mind, but I am unable to 
state at the present time when funds can be provided for 
the purpose.

Referring to your letter of the 15th 
instant with reference to the non-payment 
of Mr«Tredcroft's time during the month of 
November last, amounting to $1435.23, 1t has not 
been our prectice to include engineer's salaries 
in estimates of cost prepared for the Department 
of Indian-Affairs, it being generally assumed 
that the engineer's salary will te paid from 
the general appropriation. It is only when 
an additional engineer is required such as in the 
ease of Mr.Tredcroft, that this particular ques- 
tion may «rise. 


Your letter of August 15th, your file 
2543A, quoting a letter from the Department of 
Indian Affairs authorizing Mr.Tredecroft's employ- 
ment on the Nanaimo I.KReNoed dyking project, intim- 
ated that his salary was not to be paid from the 
appropriation ana when his employment was subseq- 
uently continued for the Alberni job we took it 
the same contention woulda exist iee. his mlary 
would be paid from Vttawa and not from the approp- 
riation of $1430.00 received here. In any event 
the work was carried out as expeditiously as poss~ 
ible and in a satisfactory manner and it is fortun- 
ate it was undertaken when it was as heavy rains 
occurred when the work was nearly finished and 
the Somass river rose considerably which would 
have caused considerable trouble had the work not 
been advanced as far as it was. #8 you know this 
work was rather precarious and called for the 
laying of a pipeline in the bed of the Somass rivere 
Our estimate of cost was baged on the assumption 
that the work would be done during the extremely 
low yater stage. When the authorization for the 
work game this stage had passed for 1935- While 
the river was not high it was considerably above 
its lowest stage prolonging the time required for 
the installation. Some years low water extends

While installing the pipeline for the 
domestic water supply system to the achool, at the 
request of the Indian Department officials I had 
Mr. Tredcroft make an investigation into the poss- 
ibilities of improving the fire fi,;hting facilities 
at the school which have been reported as unsatis~- 
factory.

His time 
for the one cay in October and twenty-nine days 
in November was sent, as customary, to Ottawa for 
payment, all other expenditures being charged 
against Behe5855e The total cost of the work 
exclusive of ‘redercft's salary, amounted to 
$1427-46. When authorisation to pay Tredcroft for 
the three addit'onal days whic! he worked over 
the 30 days, was reoeived, he was ory by cheques 
here, $2054 being charged to Hels3855 closing out 
the account and the balance $15.57 taken from Indian 
General funds. 


Tredoroft was paid by Departmental cheque 
Noe2/848 received with your letter of November 29th 
last, for one day's work in October on tiis jobe 
He therefore has coming to him payment for 29 
days in November, the sum of $178-83 which paylist 
was sent to you under date of December 4th (note: 
this paylist was in error resding $178.34 instead 
of the corrset figure 4178.83. 


It was only when your letter of Decmmber 
lst arrived enclosing only MeNaughton's cheque 
that we realized there might be some misunderstandiny:

2. Our Indian Generel Fund has been set up to cover 
the cost of ineidental investigations and emergency 
minor repairs. It was essential that this work ve 
undertaken when it was. lad it been necessary to 
delay its commencement awaiting authorization for 
Mr.Tredcroft's employment it could only have been 
carried out at an extremely high cost and possibly 
not at all until lower water conditions obtained 
next yeare In the meantime the Indian school might 
have been without water had a break occurred in the 
temporary pipeline laid on the bed of the sireams 
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In view of these extraordinary circumstances it 
would appear there is ample justification to pay 
for this additional cost charge of $178.83 from 
the Indian General fund and if approved I will 
issue a cheque to Tredcoroft from this fund.

Sir: 


I have the honour to submit my report on the fire 
at the Alberni Residential School, which destroyed this building 
on February 21st, 1937: 


Discovery of Fire. 


The fire, which apparently started in the storeroom 
above the girl's dormitory, was first discovered by iss Audrey 
Mills, teacher who was at that time in the girl's dormitory. 


She reports hearing a roar, and on investigation saw 
smoke coming from the upper landing. 


Mies Mills immediately rang in the alarm from the fire 
station, and went in searoh of the Prinoipal. 


Immediate Action. 


Mr. Pitts states that he ran upstairs, and saw smoke 
iseuing from under the locked door of the store room. He opened 
the door and found the smoke too dense to enter. He looked the 
door again, and went down for a chemical extinguisher, but was 
unable to do much good. 


Eaghting of Fire. 


The Alberni Fire Department were notified, and 
responded, arriving about 20 minutes after the fire started. 


The fire engine of the Alberni Pacific Lumber Company 
also arrived to assist, but were unable to do much good, owing to 
trouble with their engine. 


Progress of Fire. 


The fire was very soon out of control, chiefly owing 
to lack of water pressure. The supply for this purpose is drawn 
from the Alberni City reservoir, and supplied to the school by 
gravity flow, 


By 10:30 A.M. the school wae completely destroyed. 


Evacuation of Building. 


The Reverend Principal does not appear to have a very 
clear recollection as to how the ohildren left the building, but, 
from what I can learn from the teachers, they simply walked out. 


The girls each brought a blanket with them, and were 
subsequently taken care of by Mrs. Sainsbury. 


The older boys assisted in removing furniture, eto., 
from the building, and dispersed to various parts of the nearby 
reserves. 


~ Notification 
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I was notified of the fire at 12 noon, by a 
constable of the B.C. Provinoial Police, and immediately 
proceeded to the scene. 


I was not notified in any by the — 
Principal or by any member of his staft, ak though 
phones in both office and residence. 


Action of Agent. 


On arrival at scene of fire, I endeavoured to 
locate the ohildren, and to care for any without shelter. 


All the ohildren were housed 8 p.m. The 
following morning, the greater majority of se not wesident 
in Alberni were sent home in care of their parents, or relatives.

Fire Loss. 


The main wusidine of the school is completely 
destroyed, only the stone foundation being left. 


The large chimney, which was still standing, was 
leaning at a dangerous angle, and this I had dropped, as it 
was a menace. 


Practioally all of the school equipment was 


destroyed, as was most of the clothing of both staff and 
children. 


Salvage. 
Some furniture was saved from the lower floor, 


ohiefly property of Mr. Pitts, plane, sewing machines, desks, 
and bookcases, eto. 


Remaining Puildings. 
Buildings not damaged by fire were: 
The large barn containing 33 head of cattle, 
Agricultural Instructor's cottage, 


Primary Classroon, 
Small Cottage, 


inveatigation. 
Capt. @ H. Barry, Inspector of Schools, arrived 


on Monday evening, February 22nd, and rendered valuable service 
in investigation of matters, 


- Accompanied 
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Accompanied by myself, he visited the site of the 
ecFoot, aa questioned members of the staff, as to the cause 
of the fire. 


fhe answers were given very unsatisfactorily and 
contradictory, except those given by teachers, Mies Howe and 
Mise Mills, dealing with the discovery of the fire and alarm. 


As to the cause, I have no reason to believe it was 
other than accidental, possibly from overheated chimney. 
Evasive answers were ie by the kitchen staff as to the 

bable cause, but it was found that a pan of grease took 
fire in the oven about 7:45 A.M., the time of the fire. 


Gare of Children. 


All school children, exoept those of the Cowichan 
Agency, have been sent to their homes, and these will be 
leaving on February 23rd. 


A ents are being made to send some neglected 
and orphan children to Ahousaht Sohool. These will be taken 
on the oy Launch. To date, no expense has been 
popes n connection with the evacuation of the sehool 

iildren. 


The Reverend Principal and staff are remaining at 
the school, until final arrangements oan be made, and will 
care for the stook, which consists of 33 head of cattle, 


together with the buildings before mentioned, and, of course, 
the farm.

In the foregoing report, I have endeavoured to cover 
bm subject as thoroughly as olroumstances permit at thie 
time.

Miss Mille immediately rang in the alarw from the fire 
station, and went in searoh of the Prinoipal. 


Immediate Aation. 


Mr. Pitte states that he ran upstairs, and saw smoke 
isauing from under the locked door of the store room. He opened 
the door and found the smoke too dense to enter. He locked the 
door again, and went down for a chemical extinguisher, but was 
unable to do much good. 


Fighting of Fira. 


The Alberni Fire Department were notified, and 
responded, arriving about 20 minutes after the fire started. 


The fire engine of the Alberni Pacific Lumber Company 
also arrived to assist, but were unable to do much good, owing to 
trouble with their engine. 


Progress of Firs. 


The fire was very soon out of control, chiefly owing 
to lack of water pressure. The supply for this purpose is drawn 
from the Alberni Oity reservoir, and supplied to the school by 
gravity flow. 


By 10:30 A.M. the school was completely destroyed. 
Kyaquation of Building. 


fhe Reverend Principal does not appear to have a very 
clear recollection as to how the ohildren left the building, but, 
from what I oan learn from the teachers, they aimply walked out. 


The girls each brought a blanket with them, and were 
aubsequently taken care of by Mrs. Sainsbury. 


The older boys assisted in removing furniture, eto., 
from the building, and dispersed to various parte of the nearby 
reserves.

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I was notified of the fire at 12 noon, by a 
constable of the B.C. Provinoial Police, and immediately 
proceeded to the scene. 


I was not notified in any way by the Reverend. 
Principal or by any member of his staff, although I have 
phones in both office and residence. 


Action of Agent. 


On arrival at scene of fire, I endeavoured to 
locate the children, and to care for any without shelter. 


All the children were housed S p.m. The 
following morning, the greater majority of those not pesident 
in Alberni were sent home in oare of their parents, or relatives. 


Owing to fire coourring on Sunday, it was not 
ssible to communicate with the Department by tele: ph, but 
}° phoned to Viotoria and informed Mr. 0. 0. Perry, seietant 
Commissioner, of the matter, 


Fire Loss. 


The main wat cine of the school is completely 
destroyed, only the stone foundation being left. 


The large chimney, which was still standing 
leaning at a dangerous angle, and this I had dropped, as it 
was a menace.

Practically all of the school equipment was 
destroyed, as was most of the clothing of both staff and 
children,

on Monday evening, February 22nd, and rendered valuable service 
in investigation of matters.

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Accompanied by myself, he visited the site of the 
gofool, and questioned members of the staff, as to the cause 
of the fire. 


The anewers were given very unsatisfactorily and 
contradictory, except those given by teachers, Miss Howe and 
Miss Mills, dealing with the discovery of the fire and alarm. 


As to the cause, I have no reason to believe it was 
other than accidental, possibly from overheated chimney. 
Evasive answers were given by the kitohen staff as to the 
probable cause, but it was found that a pan of grease took 
fire in the oven about 7:45 A.M., the time of the fire.

in the front of building, 
of iron construction, to which the children have 
access from all dormitories through the wash rooms. 
Wash rooms have concrete floors, and windows leading 
to escapes are kept on latch easily opened. Escapes 
are kept in good order. School was emptied under 
two minutes at inspection. 


Pyrenes and There are 3 five gallon, 
Axes. and 6 small pyrenes placed 

at various parts of the 
building, also fire axes on each floor. 


Fire Alarm. Large gong, electrically 

operated from box on each 
floor. In good working order, and sufficiently loud 
to arouse the whole school. 


Stand Pipes Stand pipe extends through 
an OSC. the centre of the building, 
and hose connections with 


hose attached on each floor. There is also a hydrant 
outside of the building, with hose attached. 


Water Pressure. The water pressure is about 

80 lbs., and sufficient to 
throw a stream over the roof. Water is supplied from 
the City reservoir, by gravity. Due to small storage 
capacity, the pressure could not be relied upon for 
any great length of time. 


Fire Drill. The children are well 
disciplined, and understand 

their stations in case of fire. The staff also have 

their appointed stations, and drills are well conducted. 


Generel. This school is well equipped 
to meet emergencies, and fire 

| escapes are placed in that part of the building least 
likely to suffer from fire. Pyrenes, hose, alarms, 
and axes are placed at advantageous points, and the 

| staff and children acquainted with their use. With 
the addition of the watchman, it is considered that 
present facilities are sufficient and the school well 
protected. No further expenditure is reconmended in 
fire appliances for this school. This opinion is also 
shared by the Reverend Principal.

Immediate steps were taken to 
rectify this but unfortunately due to m being up 
the Coast at the time the work had been started, the 
purchases mentioned had been made, and Walter Adans 
and J. W. Georgeson had already done considerable 
work. I understand that Mr. Pitts commenced the work 
as it was necessary to get the outside painting done 
during the dry weather...

ACTIONS TAKEN BY INDIAN AGENT: 


Mr, Indian Agent Ashbridge will render his 
own report; but I should like to say that when I arrived in 
Port Alberni he had the situation well in hand. 


I shali remain for a few days to render 
Mr Ashbridge any help in my power, and to carry out any 
investigation which the Indian Commissioner may wish, but 
in the absence of definite instructions to the contrary I 
propose to return to Victoria at the end of the week or not 
later than February 26th. 


In addition to informing the Assistant Indian 
Comsissioner in Victoria by telephone of the fire by 2 P.M. 
on the 2lst Mr Ashbridge wired to the Indian Affairs Branch in 
Ottawa this morning as soon as the telegraph office was open. 
Mr Ashbridge also wired to the Principal of the Ahousaht Indian 
Kesidential School tO-day and learned tht the Principal, 
Mr A.E.Caldwell could accommodate up to twenty five children 
if he were give some extra beds and bedding. 


MOVEMENTS OF CHILDREN SINCE FIRE: 


At the time of | last inspection on 
December 10th 1936 there were 70 boys and 53 girls in the 
Alberni Indian Kesidential School, 


Since the fire yesterday morning some 45 
children from the local Indian Reserves have gone home to 
their parents. A number of children from more distant places 
are staying with relatives or friends on the local Reserves. 
Some 50 or more children have gone home to outside points 
with their parents in their own boats. 


There remain to-night some twenty to thirty 
children whose parents have not come for them and who in fact 
for the most part liven in different parts of the Cowichan 
Agency. Mr Indian Agent Ashbridge is arrangements with 
Mr Indian Agent Graham to move the remaining children to 
Nanaimo with a suitable escort. From Nanaimo it is hoped 
that Mr Graham will be able to arrange the movements of children 
to their own homes or to those of friends in one or two special 
cases. 

Mr Indian Agent Ashbridge and I are agreed 
that it is necessary to get the few children left on the school 
property home as soon as possible. Many of the children are 
only lately recovering from iliness, and there is no proper 
accommodation now at the school for these children. 


There is no need for the movement of these 
children to other Indian Residential Schools at the present time. 
Should such cases arise from special conditions no doubt the 
Indian Agents will communicate with the “epartment. I had 
thought that it would be necessary to move some at least of 
the children to Coqualeetza and to Ahousaht, but such ahildren 
as will in the end have to be sent there are being looked after 
for the present in the homes of friends or relatives, if not 
in fact at home. 

There are some 33 head of cattle on the farm 
attached to the school. A recommendation as to their disposal 
will be made in my next report. In the mean time there is a 
Farm Instructor to look after their needs.

HIGH SCHOOL PUPILS: 


There are three boys attending the Alberni 
District High School. These boys are living on the local 
Indian Reserve and are continuing to at.end the District High 
School under instructions from Mr. Pitts. 


RECENT DEATHS OF PUPILS: 


Mr Ashbridge has brought to my notice 
the fact that on or about the 14th of the present month 
three girl pupils of this school died in hospital. 

They all died from T.b.,Meningitis I am 
informed. The girls were:- 

MARY BOB Duncan 
BERTHA FRED Alberni 
VIOLET McKAY Ucluelet 


I also understand that some boys have 
been giving trouble at the school, but I have not had time 
to inquire into this yet. 


CAUSE OF FIRE: 
I wish to say .t once that I am not as 


jet satisfied that the cause of the fire was accidental. 
There are features that lead me to think that this fire 
might possibly have been caused by a pupil. 


WILLIAM and LOUE BOB Brothers of and 
GERTIE BOB Sister of the deceased Mary Bob should be I 
think investigated. The other dead children appear to 
have been without brothers or sisters at the school. 


The previous school here was burned 
on the 3rd of June 1917. 


NEW_ SCHOOL: 
The Reverend Principal has suggested to 
me that the right course to foliow would be for the Indian 
Affairs Branch to build a new Residential School to care 
for the children lately at the Alberni Kesidential School, 
and to absorb tnose now at Ahousaht,and the Uclulet Day School. 


I would most earnestly and with the greatest 
respect submit that great caution be taken in making any 
promise to the United Church of Canada with regard to the 
rebuilding of this school, 


I do not believe that the Alberni Indian 
Residential School is wanted as such, or that the expense in 
per capita grants here is justified, The Principal informed 
me to-night that he could not suggest any child who should go 
at once to another Residential School on the grounds of having 
poor home conditions. If this is so it is indeed hard to 
justify the presence of the children in any Residential School. 


I do gonsider that a large Indian Day School 
should be located on one of the Indian Reserves near Alberni 
and I would strongly recommend that,if not entirely too late, 
the sum of at least $5,000.00 be set aside in the Supplementary 
Estimates for the erection of such a gehod efore next September.

I am forwarding herewith my Preliminary

It is now after 2 A.M, on the cord anu 
i nave been at work on this report since Mr. Indian 
Agent Asnbridge left me about 10 P.M. Under the special 
circumstances I believe that you will be glad to have 
some particulars of the purning of this school at the 
earliest possible moment, but [ would ask you and the 
officials of tne Indian Affairs Branch who may read the 
report to forgive mistakes and errors as + am very tired 
indeed after a most difficult journeyand a number of 
interviews.

a further report on that visit and forw: it without delay. 


Very little help can be from the Reverend 
Mr, Pitts. As I have reported several times Mr Pitts is 
a very poor organizer and he appears to have lost his head 
completely. Mr. Indian Agent Ashbridge has excellent control 
of the situation. He is unhappy that he is unable to get 
a report off to you to-night, but trusts that tne attached 
report oi mine whicn he has pead will be sufficient till 
he and I complete our investigutions to-morrow. 


May I most strongly urge in this confidential 
letter that the United Church of vanada be not given any 
promise with regard to tne rebuilding of the Alberni Indian 
Residential School. An Indian Day School is requ-rea here 
with well trained teachers and not a badly managea Residential 
School such as the Alberni School has been for a number of 
years. I do not believe that tne Kesidential Schools are 
worth the large sums spent on them, though some will have 
to be kept in operation for various reasons. The Alberni 
Residential School is not one of these, what the Church may 
urge to the contrary notwithstanding.

Purpose of Report: 


Acting on the instructions of the 
Indian Commissioner for British Columbia, I left 
Victoria on Sunday, February 2lst, spent that night 
in Nanaimo, and arrived in Port Alberni at 4.45 P.M. 
this afternoon February «2, 1957. 


F rom 5 P.M. to 6 P.M. was spent in 
the office of Mr. Indian Agent Ashbridge. The Indian 
Agent gave me a clear account of what he knew of the 
destruction by fire of the Alberni Indian hesidential 
School on the morning of Sunday, February 21st 1937. 


The Principal of the school, the 
Rev. F..Pitts,B.A. was good enough to meet the Indian 
Agent and myself at the Somass Hotel from about 7.30P.M. 
to 8.30 P.M. this Monday evening. Mr Pitts was able 
to clear up a number of points with regard to which 
the Indian Agent had not been informed. 


The purpose of this report is to 
inform the Indian Commissioner and the Indian Affairs 
Branch at the earliest possible moment of the facts so 
far brought to light with regard to the burning ofthe 
Alberni Indian Kesidential School. I have arranged to 
visit the school property with Mr. Ashbridge to-morrow 
but this Preliminary Report has to be prepared to-night 
to catch the mail leaving early in the morning. 


A further report wilj be made when I 
have seen what is left of the school building, and 
interviewed scuie ofthe school staff, and such report 
will be mailed on the morning of the 24th. 


DISCOVERY OF FIFE: 


The Principal states that two teachers, 
Wiss Audrey S. Mills, and biiss Kathleen How, who were 
not present at early Prayers, and who reside on the 
second floor of the building saw smoke about 8 A.bi. 


They immediately rang the fire alarm. 
The children were at the time at 


breakfast. 


RESULT OF FIRE ALARM: 


The Principal states that the children 
left the builaing by the side doors. Two that were ili 
in bed appear to have got up, and walked out of the 
pbuilding. The Keverend Principal does not seem clear 
in his mind as to what did happen to the children. He 
tried to locate the actual fire, and found that there 
were flames and smoke around the locked door of the 
attic room on the girls! side of the school, He states 
that this attic was always kept locked and that only he 
and Mrs Pitts had keys of the Yale Lock on the door. 
He unlocked the door and found the attic in flames. 
He tuen ran down to the main floor and returned to the 
attic with a chemical fire extinguisher. He could not 
make much use of this as the smoke drove him away. 
In the mean time a Mr Shaw, the “arm Instructor, had 
turned on the water of the stand pipe and had tried to 
put water on the fire through the hose. He too was 
driven away by smoke. Alberni Central Telephone Exchange 
was informed of the fire by telephone at this time. 
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rT N_ WHICH FI PEARS TO HAVE STARTED: 


This attic was intended to be used as 
a Dormitory on the girls' side, but does not appear 
ever to have been used as such. 

The corresponding attic room on the boys! 
side was used for some time as a dormitory. 

The Principal states that the attic on 
the girls' side was used to store clothes and ex tra 
bedding. He denies that cleaning materials were kept 
there 

The Principal states that the main flues 
two, one being from the kitchen I understand, with two 
ventilation flues, one being from the kitchen, passed 
through this attic, and that there was 4 radiator in 
the ventilation flue, the latter in some way covered 
with beaver boarding or some such material. He thinks 
that dust in the ventilating flue may have become ignited 
with sparks from the kitchen, This appears to me to be 
just a wild guess, but I shall make further investigation. 
The ventilation flues opened on each floor. I rather 
wonder if burning paper could have been placed in one 
of these on a lower floor, and I shall investigate this. 


The above mentioned smoke and ventilation 
flues were some six feet from the door where the fire 
was first seen. 


PROGRESS OF FIRE: 


The fire appears to have spread quickly 
through the attics under the roof. The action of the 
Principal in opening the door of the attic on the girls! 
side when he discovered that room to be on fire of 
course increased the draft and spread the fire. 


The school burned from the top downwards 
and took some hours to do so according to the Principal's 
statements. He is the only member of the staff that I 
have seen so far, and it is very clear to me that the 
Reverend Gentleman completely lost his head. 


NOTIFICATION OF FIRE TO INDIAN AGENT: 


It would not appear that the Principal 
telephoned to the Indian Agent. 

Mr. Indian Agent Ashbridge informs me that 
the first he heard of the fire was when the B.C.Police 
informed him by telephone at about Noon on the 21st 
FOUR HOURS AFTER THE OUTBREAK and when the school had 
been destroyed. 
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CTU, NG OF FIRE: 


The Alberni City Fire Department arrived shortly 
after the outbreak, within perhaps the first half hour. 
No doubt the alarm to the Central Telephone Exchange caused 
the ringing of the town bell as the fire alarm, Some bell 
was rung. 

Two lines of hose were taken up the iron fire 
escapes and water thrown on the fire. 


Reference to my reports on this school will show 
that the pressure in normal times is only sufficient to throw 
water from one line of hose to the roof from the ground, but 
not over the roof, With two lines the water would not reach 
the roof, but in any case the h@®se were taken up the fire 
escapes. 

The pressure fell as the fire was fought, and it 
is doubtful if there was sufficient water from the City supply. 


The Alberni Pacific Lumber Co. fire pump was brought 
to the scene of the fire and an attempt made to draw water 
from the river. Time was wasted with more or less frozen 
hose lines and the fire pump would not function for some half 
hour through some defect,I am informed. 


ACTIONS OF STAFF AND SOME OF THE PUPTLS DURING FIRE 


It would appear that when the children first 
evacuated the building they just dispersed, and little attempt 
was made to preserve discipline. This will be investigated. 


Some of the staff and some of the boys carried 
articles out of the building. The girls took a blanket each 
the Principal informs me, though how they got these I have 
still to discover, The boys do not appear to have taken 
blankets with them. Some furniture was removed INCLUDING 
A PIANO. The Principal states that classroom material and 
desks were not saved from tie main building. 


Indians helped to save articles, and the Indian 
Agent is issuing a Search Warrant as a result, as it is believed 
that articles were just stolen by the helpers. 


The teachers would appear to have lost most of 
their clothes and belongings, and the children to have little 
but what they were wearing at the time. 


In general from the little information in my 
possession so far it would appear that all the usual foolish 
mistakes were made and the wrong articles saved, including 
musical instruments, while children's clothes and blankets 
except on the girls! side were lost. I am informed two 
Singer Sewing Machines and the Principal's papers and records 
were saved. — 


UILDIN VED: 


The Primary Classroom and the cottage at one time 
occupied by the Farm Instructor were not burned, Some boys 
are being housed in the former and some of the staff and girls 
are with the Principal's family in the latter.

|FIREMEN HELD UP 


(Special to The Daily Provines.) 

ALBERNI, B. C., Feb, 22.--Grim 
stone walls of the lower floor and 
a gaunt main chimney are all that 
are left of the $75,000 Indian rest- 
dential school at Alberni. 

The building was completely de 
stroyed by fire at 8 o'clock Sunday 
morning. Between the foundation 
walls are piled charred timbers and 
the debris of every description 
from the upper storeys of the block. 

The alarm was given by a resi- 
| dent teacher who discovered smoke 
|coming from the attic above. For- 
tunately practically all of the one 
hundred and fifty odd students 
were at breakfast and so able to} 
make their escape immediately. | 


ROADS IMPEDE TRUCKS. 

The alarm was put in for the 
Alberni fire department which 
responded immediately but the 
three-mile run under slush road 
conditions gave the fire ample time 
to progress. 

‘The school was protected by 
hydrants of the one and one-half 
inch size and the meagre water 
supply was insufficient to cope with 
the flames which had gained a 
strong hold in the attic, which ran 
the whole length of the building. 

First thought of F. E. Pitts and 
his teaching staff was the safe re- 
moval of the students. Then, with 
the fire crashing down first through 
one floor then another, the firemen 
were driven from the building with

Kenora, Feb. 16—More than 400 
Indian school children and hundreds 
of other Indians have been affected 
by an epidemic of sickness which 
has spread through the Indian popu- 
lation of 2,700 in Kenora district 
this winter. Most of the sickness 
has been influenza, but there have 
been many cases of measles and 
scarlet fever. 

Desperate efforts of Frank Ed- 
wards, Indian agent, and the 
M.O.H’'s of the district, Dr. O. Gor- 
man and Dr. Mitchell of Sioux Look- 
out and Dr. A. D, Ferguson of 
Kenora, who have depended much 


upon air companies to get to the! 
scene of reported outbreaks in 
haste, have prevented the epidemic 
developing into a serious pneumonia 
outbreak. 

Although mild, the epidemic is, | 

vertheless, making conditions ex- 
|ceedingly difficult for the Indians, 
| who have not yet developed the re- 
| sistance of the White against such 
sickness. In addition, the trapping 
season has been very lean and some 
may find themselves fecing a food 
shortage. No deaths have been re- 
ported

I am forwarding herewith my report 
on the destruction by fire of the Alberni Indian 
Residential School, West Coast Agency. This report 
should be read in connection with the Preliminary 
Report forwarded to you by the last mail, 


A copy of this letter and report is 
being sent to you in care of the Indian Agent, Vancouver, 
in the hope that it may arrive there before you leave 
for Prince George. 


I shall remain in Port Alberni for 
two or three days to render to Mr. Indian Ashbridge 
any further help in my power, It is possible that you 
may wish me to investigate some point further, and 
this will be done on receipt of telegraphed instructions, 


The whole question of the disposal 
of the farm animals is being left to the Indian Affairs 
Branch as this is not a question which the Branch wishes 
me to deal with. No doubt the Indian Agent will be 
given suitable instructions. 


May I in conclusion again urge that no 
new Indian Residential School be authorized at Alberni. 
I believe that Mr. Indian Agent Ashbridge will be in 
perfect agreement with me in this matter should you 
consult him with regard to the best interests of the 
Indian children. In any case I do not believe that 
the Reverend Mr Pitts should be permitted to again 
become Principal of an Indian Residential School,

Date of investigation: February £3, 1937. 


Visit to School Property: Accompanied by Mr. Indian Agent 

Ashbridge I visited the Alberni 
Indian Residential School property this morning. 

Several members of the staff of the 
school were questioned to clear up points for this report. 
The answers of some of the staff were most unsatisfactory 
to me. It was fairly clear that some of the lady members 
of the staff were attempting to hide something which had 
occured in the school kitchen on the morning of February 2lst 
last. 


Preliminary Report: The subject matter of my Preliminary 
Report forwarded to the Indian 

Commissioner, Victoria this morning would appear to be correct 

in broad outline. Corrections of minor points are made in 

the body of this subsequent report, which should of course 

be read in continuation of the former. 


Discovery of Fire: Miss Audrey Mills, teacher of the 

Senior Division, was in her room 
on the second story. She heard, she states, a roar above 
her, and opening her door to see what was the matter saw 
smoke coming from the attic. Miss How was not present as 
previously reported. Miss Mills broke the fire disc alarm, 
but as no one appeared for some time she went don stdrs 
and there met the Principal, Mr Pitts, to whom she reported 
that the attic was on fire. She then returned to her room 
to finish dressing. The actual time of the alarm was 
7.45 A.M. and not 8 A.M. as previously reported. 


Result of Fire Alarm: This was in my opinion highly 

unsatisfactory, in that the children 
did not AT ONCE leave the building. They waited for orders 
from a badly disorganized staff. The girls were handed 
blankets by members of the staff who had obtained these from 
the lower dormitories, The boys did not get blankets, and 
I still am unable to find that they were properly looked after. 
The first that I can discover of the boys is that they were 
playing around the school. It was the Principal who made 
his way into one of the boys! dormitories and threw out some 
blankets througn the window. not 

GERTI BOB,,a sister of the deceased, 
but a near relative of Mary Bob of Duncan, was in bed in the 
Junior Girls' Dormitory and three or four older girls were in 
the Senior Girls' Dormitory. These children were told to 
get up and dress by Mrs Sainsbury one of the staff on the 
girls' side of the school. Why they did not get up when they 
heard the fire alarm is a question for the Principal to answer. 
When a Fire A}Jarm sounds the children should obey in an 
automatic manner and certainly not wait for orders,sensible 
or foolish,from a staff that may have become disorganized, 
In the case of PRACTICE ALARMS children in bed ill should be 
first warned that there is to be a Drill and that they are to 
remain in bed. 

The other matter in my Preliminary 
Report under this heading is correct in outline, except that 
Mr Pitts locked the door of the attic after he had first seen 
that it was on fire. Mrs Pitts also unlocked this door she 
states.

@2ic in which Fire Started: 


The ventilation flue from the 
kitchen had openings covered with gratings on each floor. 
It does not appear likely that any of the children placed 
burning paper in this ventilation pipe. 
The canopy over the kitchen stove 
or range led through a pipe some fifteen to twenty feet long 
to the ventilation shaft. 


ctual Fighting of Fire: 
There would appear to have been 


a shortage of water from the Alberni City mains due to causes 
that the school had no control of, and the pressure does not 
appear to have been maintained in the fire hose. 

In any case the fire had too big 
a start when the Alberni City Fire Department arrived on 
the scene. 


Action of Staff and Pupils during the Fire: 


In addition to what has been 
reported under this heading and in partial correction of 
former statements, I may say that the GIRLS when taken from 
the burning building were housed in the Primary Classroom 
under the care of the two junior teachers, Miss K, Pitts, 
and Miss How. 

The point of just how the blankets 
were distributed has been cleared up as described above. 


In all some six Singer Sewing Machines 
were saved. Much of the Principal's furniture and that from 
Staff rooms was saved. Some of the children's clothes from 
the laundry were saved also. The teachers lost nearly everything. 
The teachers I may say in passing were the aly members of the 
staff that could give me a reasonable account of what did 
happen. They would have appeared to keep their heads better 
during the fire thah the missionary members of the staff, 
and they certainly were far more straightforward in their 
answers to my questions to-day.

is, I understanding, forwarding 
his own report on the fire by this mail. He has now arranged 
for the disposal of the remaining children on the school 
property. These are for the most part being sent home. 

Mr. Indian Agent Graham has been communicated with in regard 
to the children going to the Cowichan Agency. 

Any special cases, that is 
children from poor homes, are being dealt with under authority 
of a telepram from the Indian Affairs Branch, and several 
of these special children will be sent to Ahousaht Indian 
Residential School where there is plenty of room for a dozen 
or more.

Mise of Fire: 


Though the discipline at this school has 
been very weak for years and the control of the children 
unsatisfactory, I am quite satisfied that the present 
fire was not incendiary. 


It appears that the regular cook, Miss McKinnon 
is away ill in Vancouver. Mrs Froates is acting as cook. 
This lady was not in the kitchen on the Sunday morning of 
the fire, and was in fact in bed. 


The kitchen fire was started by Mr. Shaw, 
Farm Instructor. I am told that big fires are set to cook 
cereal for breakfast. This seems strange but such is my 
information. 
On this particular Sunday morning a 
Miss J.Davidson was preparing breakfast in the school kitchen. 
Her answers to my simple questions with 
regard to any peculiar circumstances having occured were 
more than evasive. She was in fact incoherent, but admitted 
that sparks had gone up. She was so obviously covering up 
something that I determined to question another member of 
the staff. 
Mrs Sainsbury admitted that there had been 
an oven fire about half an hour before breakfast. A pan of 
grease had been left over night in the oven. When the stove 
became hot and it must have been very hot the grease caught 
fire and the pan was left on the top of the oven while 
the above mentioned Miss Davidson went to Mrs, Pitts for advice. 
Mrs Pitts appears to have put salt on the burning grease. 


It has been impossible to get these Missionary 
Supervisors to tell me plainly what did happen. They are 
trying to cover up the real facts in my opinion. 


I suggest that some paper or cloth soaked in 
burning grease was drawn up the ventilator shaft and lodged 
against the light wooden covering of the ventilator system 
in the attic. The draft up this shaft from a hot kitchen 
range would be sufficient to draw or suck up a burning cloth. 
It is possible that a large sheet of newspaper was the item 
drawn up and not a cloth. It is just possible that the 
chimney caught fire near the top from the fact that there 
was too big a fire in the kitchen range, but it is hard to 
explain how the fire spread in such a case. The possible 
explanation of the burning cloth or paper in the ventilation 
system appears to me to be a very simple answer to the question 
of what caused the fire? I would particularly draw your 
attention to the actual times, the burning of the grease in 
the kitchen being some half hour before breakfast and the alarm 
or fire. 

I am of the opinion that some of the Supervisors 
are attempting to sugress the facts of the occurence in the 
kitchen, which seems to me the most likely cause of the 
subsequent fire, and burning of the school.

What we felt was the greatest less was that after ten years of very 
elese and strenueus werk we eould net leave it for someone else te earry 
forward en the foundation we had laid. We had all repaire and werk in 
the best cenditien we have ever had them and to think that in one month, 
and that the most stremweus menth we have ever iad, things could ge wrong 
in se many ways. 


We have had the lengeat winter this eountry has experienced fer a 
leng time--over 9 weeks. Om January 15, our kitchen matren wis taken 
seriously siek and Mrs. Pitts had to take charge ef the kitehen for nearly 
a month along with her own werk; a few days later ome ef the serior voys 
walked in his sleep and jumped from a third stery window and very fortune- 
ately got off with a compeund fracture of one leg. One of the senior 
girls developed T.B. meningitis, was taken to the hespital ané died three 
weeks ago today; seventy-five children got flu and many of them were 
seriously siek; twe more teveloped T.3. meningitis, and died in the hosp- 
ital two weeks age to-day. That same night a heavy srow storm and rain 
and wind erushed in the reof of our recreation hall--a big building 38' by 
8@' and the ether e@ut-buildings were dangerously laden with snow. Part ef 
the time the seamstress and laundress were very sick in bed with flu.

I write all this to impress upen you what it means to rum an Indian 
seheel out in the eountry with 12@ small children ané to have the respons- 
ibility of every department. 


There is always speeulation as to the emuse of a fire in any Indian 
school. Capthin Barry eame te investigate for the Department. He seemed 
to think that a very likely cause was that some of the ehildren had died 
and aceording to old Indian eustom some of the ehiléren had burned down 
the wahilding (although they died in the town hospital.) 


A seeond possible cause Captain Barry investigated was that I had 
ealled in the Indian agent about a month before te reprimand and advise 
two boys that whe nad stedam sometting and thought thet in revenge they 
had set the fire. ~ 
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I wish to state Positively that I am as certain as is humanly 
possi@iy that no child nor Indian had anything to do with it and state 
also that it was impossible for any ef the children or Indians te get 
where the fire started even if they had wanted to do se. 


My ewn theory of the origin of the fire is that it Was due te a 
faulty construction ef the building--a fault that any architeet should 
have seen and if there are any other schoels built en this same plan, 
as I believe a number are, the Indian Department should have a competent 
man inspeet them at ence, and the Chureh should see that they do. 


Netes The sehool was a Deseméent three story bhilding with kitchen 
dairy, bake shop, dining reoms and Playrooms in the basement. The fire 
started em the tep fleor en the eirls' side of the building in a reem 
approximately 3@ x 40x 16 feet, finished fer a dormitery but used te 
store summer elething in the winter and winter clothing, bedding, ete. 
in the summer. It had hardweed fleer, fir wainscoting, plastered walls 
and beaverboard ceiling. 


The ehimney and ventilating flues ran throggh this room about 3 feet 
from the door en the north side of the building. (The ehimmey of the 
heating plant and of hot water system did mot go through this vnildizng. 


The chimney was built en conerete foundation and extended threugh 
the four fleors and peak of the roof, approximately 6@ feet high and had 
four flues. The outside flues were single brick walls with flues about 
20" square, with Ventilating grates on each fleor. The ene on the south 
side took a ventilating pipe from the canopy over the kitchen range. 

The pipe from the canepy was about 3@ feet leng and about 15 inches in 
diameter. The two middle flues ef the ehimney were smoke flues; the one 
om the north teok the smeke from @ smell galvanized bake oven. The ene 
en the south took the smeke fpipe from the kitehen range. These smoke 
flues had an 8-inch wall at the sides and a 4-inch wall between the smoke 
flues and the ventilating flue. 


In order to get a better eireulatien of air through the ventilating 
shaft a steam radiator of four sections 4 feet high was placed inside 
this ventilating flue on the top fleor on both sides of the chimney. 
These radiators were heated, of course, from the steam beiler under the 
laundry building.

The whele ebimmey, 
with light fir wainseoting and a 
Placed over this opening in the brickwork 
All this woodwork in the room was varnished, 


The door to the room was locked with a heavy spring Yale lock and 
Pitte had the one key and I had the other. No one else went inte 
reom unless with us or by use of our keys. 


The teacher whe discovered the fire was sleeping in Sunday morning 
we were at breakfast. She was sroused by a slight explosion that 
shook the windows and made them rattle and immediately saw the smoke 
coming through the beaverbvoard ceiling. Just outside the door of her 
Lae the fire alarm that rang all through the building. Sefore sha 
was ha way down the stairs, I met her and rushed to the @ 
room. Om epening it, I found the casing of the é@oor on fixe all wep 
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round, also the baek ef the door, just 3 feet from this ehimney. The 
fire Sages was en the epposite side of the room 30 feet from the door but 
any man would have been a fool te have tried te reach it. I elesed the 
@eor and ran down two fleors fer the 5Segallen chemieal tank. When I 
returned the farm instrueter had the hose from the fleor below and we 
tried both the water end chémicals without effect as the smoke was 6e 
dense and ae rom the varnish that we were driven out and we phoned for 
Alverni City fite Grigade, alse Pert Alberni brigade and the Alberni 
Paeifie Lumber Ge. and Forestry Department engines; but we could not 
eontrel the fire and could only same a few things. 


I am cenvineed that the fire was caused either by the heat of the 
smoke flue setting fire to the fir wainscoting and varnish ef if from 
the ventilating flue it was cuased by spontaneous combustion of dust 
accumulated in this amall radiator or @ slight explosion of gas that blew 
epen this little door in front of the radiator and eet fire to the varnish 
near it. 


I’em sure the smoke flue was not burning out, for there was a litéde 
irem trap door at the bottom ef this flue and I was past this door four 
times within half en hour before the fire oceurred and could have heard 
and smelled it if the ehimney had been burning out. 


Mad thie fire eccurred at night nothing could have prevented panic 
and mo training im fire drill would have prevented loss ef life. Had it 
oceurred a week earlier, we had seventy five children in bed with flu. 


I have written this to warn all concerned to prevent a similar occurr- 
enee in any other sehool. 


All our eguipment and help worked like clock work but still we were 
helpless emp our good fortune was that it happened when it did while we 
were in the basement. :

Re:=- INDIAN MISSICN SCHOOL. Destroyed by Fire. 


I beg to report that a 8.00 A.M. Sunday February 
2lst 1937 a fire alarm was turned in from the Indian 
Mission and Residential School situated at the Sheshaht 
Indian reservation, Alberni B.C. 


Upon my arrival all the children were out of the 
building and I proceeded to the attic of the girls 

dormitory where the fire started. Owing to the intense 
heat a through check of the attic could not be made but 
it was noticed that the fire had started at the chimney 
or ventilator. 


The chimney is a large affair with four flues. The 
two outer flues being ventilators and the center flues 
chimney flues. The outer walls of the chimney were built 
2rs of brick with a single layer of brick between 
the chimneys and ventilators. Over the large kitchen range 
was @ canopy connected to one of these ventilators by a 
fifteen inch pipe for the purpose of taking fumes from the 
cooking out of the kitchen.

It is my inion that the fire was caused by a defect- 
ive chimney heh either excessive heat or flame from the 
chimney flue penitrated ventilator igniting the grease 
whieh would have accumulated in the ventilator from the 

citechen range, the fire escaping from the ventilator by 
the way of a wooden door opening into the attic from the 
ventilator. 


During th of the fire and about fifteen 
minutes before the fire in the attic was noticed, there 

a large fire in the kitchen range and fat was being 
dered down in the oven. This fat became ignited but 

s noticed and extinguished. In my mind this had nothing 
to do with the fire, as the flame from the fat in the oven 
would not have reached as high as the ventilator. 


The building was a wooden frame building on a stone 
foundation owned by the Department of Indian Affairs and 
valued at $60000.00 was a total loss. the contents of the 
building owned by the United Church of Canada was valued 
at 10000.00. Loss estimated at $8000.00 at present I have 
not been able to ascertain if inaurance was carried by the 
United Church. Personal property belonging to Mr. Frank 
Edwin Pitts, Principal, was valued at j1600.00 was insured 
for $800.00 by the Queen Insurance Company of America. 
Policy #184927, Part of Mr. Pitts's belongings were saved. 


The fire was attended both by the Alberni City Fire 
Department also the Port Alberni brigade. But lack of water 
preasure and hampered by heavy mesh screening on the windows 
little could be done to save the building. 


Witnesses who can testify. Mr. Frank Edwin Pitts, 
Miss Audrey Mills, school teacher. 
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On my return to Alberni at about 11.30 AM. I 
notified Mr. P. 3B. Ashbridge, Indian Agent who made arrange- 
ments to have the one hundred and twenty indian children who 
were residing at the school returned to their homes.

The school site consists of 4 block of 
land on the north or right shore of the Somass river 
about one mile from Alberni and three miles from 
Port Alberni, Adjoining the site on the west is 
fsahaheh Indian Reserve and on the east property 
owned by the United Church. ‘The portion of the site 
adjacent to the river is low clay land suitable for 
garden purposes, At an elevation about 35 feet 
above this is a level bench of sandy gravel on which 
the old school was located, This flat bench area 
is about 500 feet by 350 feet and is a very suitable 
site for a school, with sufficient area for small 
playing fields. Back of this bench the land rises 
to the north edge of the property. The eastern part 
of this slope is cleared agricultural land on which 
ie situated a large barn. The western edge is 
uncleared land with rock exposures at about same 
elevation as the bench on which school was located, 

DRALNAGE 
The old school had a basement floor two 
feet below the ground level and no trouble from 
water was reported. ‘The heating plant floor was four 
feet below ground level and considerable trouble

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from water was experienced. With precipitation 
to be expected at this point (Port Alberni 10.65 
inches per year) it will therefore be necessary to 
provide for proper drainage. With the lower land 
in front of the building construction of drains from 
the building site to this lower land is an easy 
problem. 
OLD WALLS ETC. 

The foundations of the old school are 
still standing but an examination of them indicates 
that the mortar and concrete is of very poor quality, 
either due to the fire or as 4 result of using poor 
mixtures during construction. These walls extend 
nine feet above ground level and consist of one course 
of brick with a five inch face of field stone and 
cement blocks. ‘The bricks about windows, doors eto. 
are badly broken and the whole can be easily removed 
from position by hand or with a hammer. The mortar 
does not adhere to the bricks as it should and I would 
therefore suggest the whole of this masonry be removed. 
Some of the brick can be used again although it is 
generally of poor cuality. ‘The boiler room has a 
concrete lining inside the brick work to keep out 
seepage through the walls but this also is of very poor 
quality, it being possible to penetrate the concrete 
almost an ineh with 4 pointed 1" bar about 8 inches 
long held in the hand, The chimney for the boiler 
is still standing but the mortar is so poor that 
it is probably not safe. ‘This chimney is four feet by 


four feet at the base and about 50 feet or more high. 
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WATER SUPPLY 

In December, 1935, this Bureau installed a 
new 4" water main from the City of Alberni's 4" main 
to the school where it connected to the school 2" 
system. This pipeline appears in good order and could 
be used for the domestic supply of the new school 
but is not suitable for fire fighting purposes owing 
to the limited supply of water available through the 
4" mains of the City of Alberni which can supply 100 
U.S. gallons per minute at 30-lbs. pressure. 

Report of £.H.Trederoft made December 5, 
1935(our number 407) on "Improvements to Fire Protection 
System at Alberni Indian School" goes into this phase 
of the water supply system at some length. ‘This 
report suggests a 6" wood stave fire main be run from 
the Somass river to the school, water to be pumped 
by a 50-60 hep. Gasoline engine housed in a wooden 
pump house near the river and above a concrete intake 
well connected to the river by means of a 14" 
Vitrified supply pipe. This system would supply 500 
U.S. gallons per minute or enough to keep two fire 
streams of 240 U.S. gallons per minute in operation. 
The system of partial monotor hydrants and partial 
ordinary hydrants to which hose may be connected is 
worthy of consideration in connection with this 
project as the monotor type hydrants are available 
without delay and can thus be put in service before 
the hose lines can be run out. ‘the estimated cost 


of this system as then proposed was $3600.00, 


LIGHT SUPPLY 
Electricity was previously supplied to 
the school by the National Utilities Corporation of 
Alberni who had a 2200 volt power line from their 
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transmission line along the Alberni-Great Central 
Lake road, ‘This supply is considered to be more 
satisfactory than would be the construction and oper=- 
ation of a private system at the school. Charges 

for light are 9¢ for first 30 K.eWe hours and 37 

per K.W. hour for the balance with $1.50 per HP. 
standby charge for any motors which may be installed. 
The charges at the old sehool ran from $5.50 to 
$40.00 per month and maximum consumption was 1321 
K.W. hours. At the old school there was a 2 Hi.P. 


motor in the laundry. 


HEATING SYSTEM 

The old boiler and hot water tank at 
the school are still in place and it is probable 
that this boiler could be put in shape to handle 
the heating of the proposed school. It is an 84 
H.P. Horizontal Return Tubler boiler 66" x 1210" 
built in 1920 by Vulcan Iron Works of Vancouver and 
designed to operate at 100 lbs. pressure, The boiler 
normally worked at 10 lbs. and as it is brick 
encased it is probable that it would be suitable 
for the new school after overhaul. 

A number of the old radiators are in the 
ruins but it is probable these are of little value 
except as scrap iron. 

The fuel for the new building could be 
crude oil, coal, wood or sawdust (hog fuel). It 
is probable that a heating unit burning sawdust or 
hog fuel would be the most economical at the moment 
as there are two large sawmills at Port Alberni and 
others nearby from which fuel could be obtained at 
a reasonable cost at present. It is probable this 
type of fuel will be available at reasonable cost, 


if storage is provided, for 4 number of years to come, 
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SEWAGE SYSTEM 

At the 014 school there is a sewage dis- 
posal system consisting of pipe lines to 4 septic 
tank with necessary filter beds, The filter beds 
located on the side hill washed out and after further 
consideration were not considered necessary and over=- 
flow from the tank was then carried direct to the 
Somass river by means of a 6" vitrified pipe installed 
4n 1930, ‘The tank is 12 feet by 4.5 feet by 4.5 
feet and was designed for a school of 125 occupants. 
After the new outlet was installed in 1930 this 
tank gave entire satisfaction. It is believed that 
if the waste water from laundry and kitchen of the 
proposed school were carried by 4 separate pipe 
direct to the outlet pipe by-passing the septic tank, 
the present septic tank would meet the requirements 
of the new school. The presence of laundry and 
kitchen waste in a septic tank materially decreases 
its efficiency and it is not desirable to pass 
such waste through the tank if at all possible. 
If the present system is used it might be found 
desirable to replace the pipe between the new school 
and the tank and in any case would require a new 
4" pipe to convey laundry and kitchen waste from 


the school to the septic tank outlet pipe. 


A considerable amount of brick could be 
salvaged from the old school site and while not of 
best quality could be used for certain purposes, 


There is also & considerable quantity of field stone 
and cement blocks in the walls and these look to 
be in fair condition and probably 4 good percentage 


could be used. 
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The window sash weights have been salvaged 
and are neatly piled near the wall of the boiler room. 
These are in good condition and can be re-used, 

A good deal of serap iron such as pipes, 


broken radiators, fire escapes ete. could be salvaged. 


PROPOSED TYPE OF SCHO 
Three possible types of schools might be 
considered for this site. 


(1) Sehool similar to that destroyed, with reside 
ence and class rooms under one roof, 


(2) Separate school building and residence 
puildinge 


(3) Separate school building with several cottage 
residences and administration building. 


The apparent advantages and disadvantages 
of these are considered hereafter. 

1. A building of this type would have to be 
fireproof throughout and unless of about three stores 
would cover a considerable area, Ueating of such a 
building would be least costly and supervision would 
be easiest although such a building would of necessity 
have day students in it as well as residents, which 
is possibly a disadvantage, 

2. Separate school and residence would permit 
of the school functions being entirely separate from 
the dormitory which is said to be an advantage. The 
heating of the two buildings would be probably more 
expensive than of one combined building although a 
central heating system could be installed. If this 
layout is desired it is suggested the new dormitory 
building be to the west and the school to the east 
so that sewage disposal can be readily handled. The 
school buildings might be slightly forward or south 
of the old site to leave more playground space to the 


back and north of the buildings. ‘The boiler house 
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could be adjacent to the dormitory building making 
access easy at night to check over fires. Sketch 
shows suggested location of new buildings. 

3, At the request of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs a visit was paid to the Fairbridge Farm School 
near Duncan and the system of cottage residences 
was looked into and very much impressed the writer. 
Here they have a large school building, 14 cottage 
residences, 4 main building with kitchen, dining hall 
and laundry as well as separate building for manual 
training, office, prineipal’sresidence, farm buildings 
ete. In each residence are housed 14 students of 
various ages under control of a matron. The most 
modern of these cottages are double buildings and each 
section contains small sitting room, bedroom and 
bathroom for matron, dormitory room, kitchen and small 
éining room on one floor with play room under dormitory, 
bathroom, locker room in basement with one hot air 
wood burning heating unit, arying room and fuel room 
for the two sections. Thirteen of these cottages 
are used as residences and the fourteenth as a hospital, 
Breakfast and dinner (noon) are obtained at the main 
dining hall and supper in the cottage. The Alberni 
site would be very suitable for such a school system 
as the cottages could be built on the side hill to 
the northwest of the old school site. 

As the cottages are all small they need not 
be of fireproof construction and therefore would probably 
not be expensive to build, although due to having 
additional matrons it would probably make the cost of 
operation heavy as compared with a single dormitory 
building. If this type of school was decided on it 
might be considered each cottage should house more than 
14 and to do this it is suggested only part of bvuild- 
ing have basement and the playroom as at Yairbridge 
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school be built with floor above ground level and 
used as one dormitory with a second dormitory above. 
The provision of adequate and suitable 
fire protection for the proposed buildings is desir- 
able and it is also desirable that fire escape pro- 
vision be of such a nature that they cannot be cut 
off from ease of access. It is probable that chutes 
would be most suitable as they do not permit of 
easy access to the upper stores which is an objection 
to the usual type of fire escape. The school itself 
should be so designed as to permit of more than one 
outlet in case of fire to each portion of the building. 
The wash and bathrooms for the school 
should be adjacent to the dormitories themselves and 
on the same floor. Provision should also be made 
for toilets adjacent to the school rooms for use of 
day students as it is not desirable that they have 
secess to the dormitory building or portion of the 
building. 
The small building shown on plan as school 
room was formerly used as a manual training room 
and it could be converted into a shop to be used 
for boat building which it is understood is desirable 
at this school. If boat building is to be carried on 
in the basement of the school proper adjacent to the 
manual training shops provision should be made to 
permit the boat being removed when completed, 
Reference reports on this school are:- 
Our No.237 Report on proposed repairs to Sewage 
Disposal System, Port Alberni Indian 
School by A.L.MeNaughton, April 30, 1930.

I desire to refer to your letter of the 3rd 
instant in which you request authority to sell a 
large quantity of scrap iron, piping etc. at present 
on the site of the alberni residentiel school in 
order to pay the Indians for their labour in clearing 
the site.

Under the circumstances, I think that the only 
legitimate course open to us is to ask the Salvage Officer 
to dispose of the old scrap iron, piping etc., by tender 
in the usual way, crediting any proceeds to Casual Revenue 
of your Branch.

I am forwarding herewith, for transmission 
to the Indian Affairs Branch for their consideration 
and approval, three sets of the sketch plans for the 
above, showing the proposed layout of the residential 
or dormitory building and the separate day school 
building. ‘These buildings have been planned to pro- 
vide the accommodation outlined during the discussion 
with officers of the United Church Missionary Society 
and the Indian Affairs Branch on April 25th last, and 
it is felt that the accommodation required has been 
provided as economically as possible. 


The costs of these buildings, based upon 
average cubic foot costs for buildings of similar 
construction, are estimated as follows: 


Residential Building $156,000.00 
Day School unit 19,000.00

With regard to the final plans for these 
buildings, any minor changes required to suit the 
function of the building can be made during the pre- 
paration of the working drawings, provided such changes 
do not require structural revision of the building.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of May 50th en 
closing the above plane and asking for my remarks on the sare, I beg to 
say that I had planned a trip to Campbell River and Cape Mudge villages for 
this week end, and so delayed making comments until I had had the chance to 
look over the exact situation. Consequently I left home on Saturday, took 
the boat to Nanaimo and then drove right through to Alberni and had a good 
look at the proposed site, I trust that such comments as I may make may 
be some help, and all the better because I have taken the extra day or two, 


Speaking generally, I think the Department is to be congratulated 
in the proposed plans as there are decided improvenents to be noted. Put- 
ting the senior girls’ play room on the first floor is a good move, You can 
put few brightening touches in a basement Toom, and being upstairs will on- 
able the staff to appeal to the girls to make order and beatty «a factor in 
taking care of their room, Ha’ the ladies of the Staff in one place is 


another good idea, The dormitories are adequate but not too large, the 
lavatories well placed and the shower baths on the second floor will allow 
& maximum use with the least possible trouble. The "Lift® running from 
basement to the top storey is am excellent idea. put I shall make par~ 
ticular observations as follows: 


T. Prdneipah's Residence. 


I do not see any objection in having connection with the Scheol 
by passageway. There are benefits both ways but I would rather favor 
communication with the School through a doorway from the same to the 
Residence, 


In looking over the actual site however, there is some doubt in ay 
mind as to the advisibility of placing the residence on the N.E.aide 
ao at present shown, It is the cold side, and there would be less sun- 
shine than were it om the opposite or S.W. end of the School building. 
If the proposed Day School of two rooms, is te be located where the 
present small school. room is now, it would out off the view from the 
living room of the Residence alaest. ely. So, if the Class Room 
building is to be placed where the/ld school room (day) is now, as 
shown on the sketch, I think it would be better to put the Residence 
on the other end. There is plenty of room between the front side and 
the bank, and also between the back line end the edge of the bank, 

If, however, the Class Room building were to be placed on the back or 
S.M, end of the School, then the residence would be better where it is. 
In view of the fact that the Class Room building ought to be near the 
play ground, it. would seem as though the N.E, end would be the preper 
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~ place, and in that case I would strongly urge the Residence to be placed 
on the 5,%. end, as it would be more private and would enjoy a much bet- 
ter view over river, and get lots more sunshine and be further re- 
moved from the play grounds. 


Boys' an @ Girks' sides, respectivelys 


As at present planned, the girls are to be on the N.&. side of the 
School, and the boys on the 3.". emd. This is doubtless due te the fact 
that they were so arranged in the eld School. I would like to point 
out however, that the new School will be larger than the old one, and that 
the boys playground as proposed adjoining the 3,W, end is much the 
gmaller of ths two, and quite inadequate te give room for say 100 te 120 
boys. Athletics play a large place in the education of our Indian 
boys and girls, and play grounds are vital accessories. There is net 
room on the back, as at present planned, for playgrounds for boys, and the 
space between the school and the edge of the hill does not leave room for 
the present playground to be enlarged. The back playground is however, 
large enough for the girls' side if the change were made and the girls 
placed in the S.W, end of the building. The sports which take up sost 
room for girls are planned games, and Soft Ball etc. and there is room 
for such. Boys would have to go, in any case to the front playground, 
at present intended for the girls, in order to play football for instence, 
so that I would respectively suggest that the Department seriously con- 
gider making the S.". end the Girls’ end in the new School, and allow the 
boys to have the N.#, end with the larger playground, 


If this change were made, it would bring the Ladies rooms on the Girls 
side, which would be better. They are at present on the Boys' side. 


The Laundry. 


The laundry, as proposed in the sketch plans, is to my mind, in 
quite the wrong ee, It is right on the front and most public end of 
the bukldimg. There is no more noisy department of the school than 
the laundry, and to have it grinding out ite noise to incoming visitors 
would be the reverse of pleasant. Again, it is right up egainst the 
living room of the residence as at present planned, Then too, it is at 
the furthest possible distance from the boiler room nd the source of 
steam supply. Consequently, I would urge that it be placed in the 
place now proposed for the Junior girls! Playroom. This would allow a 
room of about the same size, and would allow it to be near the sewing room 
as proposed, The lines for outside would be nearer, and it would be 
much nearer the boiler room. 


I would strongly urge some syste of washing dishes by mechanical moans. 
This would make for much less danger of infection, and it would help 
materially in meeting the problem of school labor which is growing more 
difficult all the time due to the lowering of the grade age. Young 
pupils are more and sore coming to these schools, and it is mest ispor- 
tant that the work required of the lesser number of older pupils, ought 
not to interfere with adequate opportunity for really educative activities. 
For both reasons this proposal is important. The installation need not 
be at all expensive and I would urge that some such system as we have 
now in operation in Cequaleetsa be installed rather than the more com 
plicated and expensive apparatus advertised by some firms. Most of the

large restaurants have systems something like ours in Coqualeetza 
and they are efficient and ought mot to cost more than around $100.00. 


The provision for a dairy is fine, but I would suggest that further 
provision be made for Pasteurizing the milk. There would be room in 
the preposed space. Dr. McQuarrie, I wderstend, thinks this to be 
very important, and I think we agree generally. vm if the herd is 
tested regularly for T.B. there is always danger of an infection through 
a cow becoming "active" between tests. Pasteurizing would take care 
of such a danger. If this is not done, then I would urge the building 
of a small dairy close to the barn, with adequate water supply. The 
milk could then be cooled there, and taken to the School and placed in 
the refrigerator, This system is usually followed, but Pasteurization 
would be much the better, and would entail no more work as the milk has 
to come to the School in either case. 


Sump in Student Dining Room. 


It is very important to have a sump in the floor of the Student 
Dining room, with adequate attachment to suitable drainage. This al- 
lows for scrubbing quickly and for it being dome more frequently, and 
to better effect than when pupils have to do it on their knees by hand. 
The extra time taken to do it in that fashion is not justified in view 
of the need for time in really educative departments. The only way 
at present to obviate this difficulty, is to scrub less often. Such 
@ sump would be inexpensive to install if done during the building of 
the school, and would be a boon to both staff and pupils. 


Piwabing on boye' side. 


I infer from the proposed plans that this will include installing 
urninals, instead of so many toilets. I heartily approve of this. 
It means much better sanitation, and less expense both to install amd to 
keop up. 


infirmary. 


I note that the sketch plans place this room on the back of the 
School, There will be less light there as it is the Nerth side, and 
it places the Nurse's room completely at the back. I think it might 
tm well be considered that the Infirmary be placed in the front of the 
building. This would leave the Nurse's room over the verandah of the 
main front entrance. It would allow the space at present taken up by 
her room for a dressing room for pupils. It is important to have such 
a room for the School "Clinic", twice a » When the pupils who need 
attention parade before the nurse. the place at present, while making 
commendable room for closets and medicine cabinets etc., does not, to 
my wind make allowance for such @ dressing room as now suggested. Sun 
shine and light are important in an Infirmary and the south side is 
better than the propoeed North side, 


Tron Firemen: 


I weuld strongly urge the Department to consider the installation 
@f mechanical stokers. It allows a saving on the first cost of the 
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’ @oal, and gives much more adequate service, We have never been so 
comfortable so far as heat is concerned, at Coqualeetza, as since installing 
the mechanical stoker placed there by th» Canadian Summer Iron Works. 

I consider that it means a saving to the School ef about $400.00 a year 
for the one on the main heating boilers alone, ad best of all, we are 
getting HEAT from the fuel consumed, The High Pressure steam boiler would 
allow for senior boys getting training in firing such wits. Hand firing 
a heating furnace ie net vital for their futute. Firing a H.P. Steam 
boiler would be, however, I would suggest that not less than a 

Bhoam boiler be installed to supply steam for laundry, dishwashing, etc.

I would strongly urge that some form of Steam Mangle be installed 
to assist with the troning ef flat wear, Mo work is harder on pupile than 
that in the laundry, and here again, any relief that can be <iven reacts 
faverably upon time available for more educetive activities. 


In conclusion, upon closer look et the plans, it woul’ appear that 
the class room building is to be in the rear, between the girls’ and boys! 
sides, This is better. It puts the play grounds in proper relation te 
each side. I would again,however, urge that the respective sides be 
changed in accordance with reasons expressed above under (2), If at all 
possible, I think it would be much better if the Residence were placed on 
the 8.%. end of the building, as it would be more private, allow for better 
view, more sunlight, and be further removed from the playgrounds. The 
entrance from the outside, im that case, might be placed in the front, even 
if the study had to be given up, and the living-room would then occupy the 
south.of the residence overlook: the river end the view southward, The 
kitchen would be quite close to the back of the School, and the residence 
would be as far away from the laundry as possible, I do not know whether 
it would be possible to have a toilet installed on the lst fleer of the 
rebidence in addition to the one upstairs. If 1t could be done without 
much extra expense, or disturbance of present plans it would be. very con- 
venient. Hoping these suggestions will be of gome help, and trusting that 
I have not held the plans too long,

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
May 30th enclosing the above plans and asking for my remarks 
on the same. I teg to say that I had planned a trip to 
Campbell River and Cape Mudge villages for this week-end 
and so delayed making comments until I had had the chance 
to look over the exact situation, Consequently I left home 
on Saturday, took the boat to Nanaimo and then drove right 
through to Alberni and had a good look at!the proposed site. 
I trust that such comments as I may make may be of some 
help. 


Speaking generally, I think the Department is to be 
congratulated in the proposed plans, as there are decided 
improvements to be noted. Putting the senior girls' play 
room on the first floor is a good move. You can put g few 
brightening touches in a basement room, and being upstairs 
will enable the staff to appeal to the girls to muke order 
and beatty a factor in taking care of their room, Having 
the ladies of the Staff in one place is another good idea 
The dormitories are adequate but not too large, the lavatories 
well placed and the shower baths on the second floor will 
allow of maximum use with the least possible trouble, The 
"Lift" running from the basement to the top storey is an 
excellent idea. I shall make particular observations as 
follows, 


1. Principal*s Residence. 


I do not see any objection in having connection with 
the School by passageway. ‘There are benefits both ways, but 
I would rather favor communication with the school through a 
doorway from the same to the Residence, 

In looking over the actual site however, there is 
some doubt in my mind as to the advisibility of placing the 
residence on the N.E, side as at present shown, It is the 
cold side, and there would be less sunshine than were it r 
on the opposite or S.W. end of the School building. If the “ 
proposed Day School of two rooms is to be located where the 
present small school room is, it would cut off the view from 
the living room of the Residence almost completely. So, if 
the Class Room building is to be placed where the old school 
room (Day) is now, as shown on the sketch, I think it would 
be better to put the Residence on the other end. There is 
plenty of room between the front side and the bank, and also 
between the back line and the edge of the bank.

for treatment of minor injuries,etc. Such a room is most 
important and ought to be fitted with proper sink with hot 
and cold water. I had to install all this in Coqualeetza and 
the water had to be connected up with the kitchen range at 
considerable expense. Minor injuries very often become serious 
through lack of attention and consequent infection, and a 
room with simplg but necessary appliances is most important 
in the health of the school. 


9. Iron Firman 

would strongly urge the Department to consider 
the installation of mechanical stokers, It allows a saving 
on the first cost of the coal, and give$Smuch more adequate 
service. We have never been so comfortable so far as heat is 
concerned at Coqualeetza, as since installing the mechanical 
stoker pleced there by the Canadian Sumner Iron Works. I 
would consider that it means a saving to the school of about 
$400.00 a year for the one on the main heating boilers alone 
and best of all, we are getting HEAT from the fuel consumed, 
We have installed a second smaller unit to heat our hot 
water for baths,etc. It is automatic and by means of an 
"“Aquasteat" keeps an adequate supply alweys on tap. Previously 
we burned nearly one fifth more coal, and had a most inadequate 
supply of hot water. Now it is always ready, and piping hot. 
I reckon we shall save another hundred dollars when this 
unit is paid for, Meantime we ure paying for it out of the 
saving on fuel. The High Pressure steam boiler would allow 
for senior boys getting teaining in firing such units. Hand 
firing a heating furnece is not vital for their future. 
Firicg a H.P. steam boiler would be however; I would suggest 
that not less than a 15 H.P. steam boiler be installed. 


In conebuasion, upon closer look at the plans, it would appear 
that the class room building is to be in the rear, between the 
boys' and girls' sides. This is better, It puts the play 
grounds in proper relation to each side, I would again 

however, urge that the respective sides be changed in accordance 
with reasons expressed above under (2), 


Hoping these suggestions will be of some help and 
trusting that I have not held the plans too long, I am,

ile a definite decision has not yet been made the 
Department is considering the erection of a new Indian 
residential school to replace the Alberni Indian residential 
school which was destroyed by fire on February 21, 1957. In 
the meantime I considered it advisable to bring the matter 
to your attention in order that a preliminary sketch might 
be made of the proposed building and other arrarmements made 
in connection with it co that in the event of funds being 
provided there will be no unnecessary delay in commencing con- 
struction. 


As a first step 1 would suggest that you arrange, at the 
earliest possible date, for a visit to Alberni by one of your 
engineers or an architect, if the services of the latter are 
available at the coast, with a view to examining the basement 
of the former school. Your representative should ascertain the 
size of the basement of the old school and all other information 
that would be of assistance in preparing plans. 


In erecting 4 new residential school at this point provision 
will have to be made for 200 pupils and a staff of approximately 
12 persons. ‘the building should, of course, be fireproof.

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I em under the impression that if a building with 
four class rooms with full basement accommodation were 
erected separate from the main building, it would involve 
less expense and at the same time provide other advantages. 
The building containing the class rooms would not necessarily 
have to be of fireproof construction. ‘the class room building 
would contain a hall in the middle with two olass rooms on each 
side. Sliding partitions should be placed between the two 
Glass rooms on either side of the building. This would enable 
these rooms to be opened into one room if necessary. As stated 
above full basement should be provided under thie building for 
vocational training purposes. 


If the suggestion made in the preceding paragraph were 
put into effect it is quite possible that the present basement 
would be sufficiently large to permit the erection of the main 
building which should be a building with full basement, two 
stories high with dormer roof and a residence for the Principal 
at one end. 


As soon as your representative forwards his report it 
would ve appreciated if you would submit it to me for considera- 
tion by the officials of this Branch.

In response to your request, I am sending 
forward herewith copies of certain correspondence 
relating to the construction of the Alberni Residential 
School. The subject matter of these communications, 
you will note, is self-explanatory. 


May I direct your attention particularly to 
a letter, which was sent forward to the Surveys an 
Engineering Branch dated February 23, 1939. In this 
letter the officials of the Surveys and Engineering 
Branch were asked to make a preliminary survey of the 
site at Alberni. The records indicate that this survey 
was undertaken by Mr. G. H. Whyte, whose report is dated 
April 6, 1939, and was sent forward to this Branch with 
an accompanying letter from Mr. Wardle on April 20, 1939. 


You may remember that Dr. Cochrane and Dr. 
Dorey, representing the Home Mission Board of the United 
Church of Canada, interviewed the Minister at his office 
on April 25, 1939. At that conference the advisability 
of using the Coqualeetza residential school as a sanatorium 
for the treatment of T. B. patients was fully discussed. 
On that date, also, the representatives of the United 
Church met Mr. Buck and Mr. Dudley at my office and dis- 
cussed with them in a general way the type of building 
that should be constructed - dimensions, principal's 
residence, accommodation for vocational instruction, etc. 
An understanding was reached at that time that a copy of 
the sketch plans would be sent forward to the chureh 
officials just as soon 4s they vere prepared. 


Three copies of the sketch plans were received 
by this Branch on May 24, 1939, and were sent forward to 
Dr. Dorey with an accompanying letter on May 26, 1939. 
Dr. Dorey acknowledred receipt of these plans in a letter 
dated May 30, 1939, and intimated that he had sent them 
forward by air mail to Captain Scott, Principal of the 
Coqualeetza School. 


On June 10 a telegram was sent to Captain 

Seatt, which read as follows: "Anxious to have immediately 
your comments on plan, Alberni school", On the evening of 
the same date the draft plans were received by this Branch 
from Dr. Dorey.

I desire to refer you to my memorandum of 
April 26 and your reply of May 12 in connection with 
the disposal of the old material at the site of the 
Alberni Indian residential school. 


I wrote to the Indian Agent immediately 
following receipt of your memorandum and in a letter 
dated June 15 he reports as follows: 


"IT have the honour to refer to your letter 
of May 18th in connection with scrap iron at the site 
of the Alberni ‘esidential School, and to report 
having surveyed this as instructed. 


"I find that, contrary to my expectations, 
the value of same is neglicible and the cost of trans- 
portation would overbalance the value. 


"The only articles of real value are one 
Horizontal Return Tubular Soller, apparently undamaged 
with the exception of some fittings, and one 100 gallon 
tank. The cast iron scrap consists of: 


100 ft. steam pipe

With reference to your memorandum of the 5th 
instant with which was received copies of correspondence 
from Dr. MoGill and Rev. R. C. Scott, in connection with 
the above, it is noted that Mr. Scott advances certain 
proposals, and that Dr. MoGill advises that his wishes 
should be met, provided that additional expenditure is 
not incurred. 


From Mr. scott's letter it appears that he re- 
quests additions and changes to the Principal's residence 
as follows: 


1. Provision of a chimney to accommodate a4 
fireplace in the Living Room to supply 
heat when general heating system is not 
in operation. 


Provision of akitchen chimney to accommodate 
a garbage burner and to permit of supple- 
mentary heating. 


3. Domestic hot water tank in kitchen. 


In connection with items 1 and 2 I may say that 
each room is equipped with radietors of sufficient size 
to provide adequate heat for any required load and at such 
times as a minimum of radiation is desired it will only be 
necessary to operate one boiler with a low fire. In dis- 
cussing these points with officers of the Indian Affairs 
Branch we have been advised that when it is necessary to 
supply heat to the Principal's Residence it will also be 
necessary for some degree of heat in the school, and one 
of the boilers will then be placed in operation. As the 
garbage burner would be included in furnishings, it hes 
not been mentioned herein. 


With regard to item 3, the Principal's Residence 
is already supplied with hot water by means of the general 
hot water supply system, which, of necessity, will be in 
constant operation.

As you are aware, construction work on the above 
two buildings was undertaken by the Oblate Fathers of 
Manitoba and by the Roman Catholic Episcopal Corporation 
of Keewatin, respectively, uncer authority of an agreement 
between the Minister and the Church authorities. 


In the case of Sandy Bay School, the amount 
rovided for by the Department in the present fiscal year was 
B40,000 and from information received to date it appears 
that expenditure made by the Oblate Fathers will exceed 
this sum by approximately $21,000. 


Under the agreement for the construction of the 
Cross Lake School, the Department undertook to provide 
$65,000 and from accounts submitted it appears that the 
Episcopal Corporation of Keewatin has exceeded the sum 
provided by approximately $9,000. 


I have been advised by the Chief Executive 
Assistant that the Minister is prevared to pay the accounts 
making up the over-expenditure to the extend funds may \e 
available from the money provided for the construction of the 
Port Alberni School in British Columbia. At the present 
time it appears that some $34,000 may be available from 
the latter project and a Memorandum to Council is being 
drafted asking for authority to pay or refund to the Church 
authorities the amount of the over-expenditure as represented 
by accounts submitted. Some of these accounts have alpeady 
been forwarded to you. 


If your understanding in regard to the additional 
payments is in accordance with that outlined above,

When at Alterni last week I spoke to the 
representative of the contractors for the new school, He 
assured me thet there were plenty of blue prints available 
80 I wrote Mr.Wallace, but have now teen informed thet they 
have none to spure, but that if I would write to the 
Depertment, doubtless u set might be forthcoming. If it 
seens agreeable to you, I would very much like to have a set 
of plans as it would mean a good deal to me to be familiar 
with the layout of the school even before I mizht see the 
finished building. 1 fancy it would be of assistunce in 
utilizing the space provided in best way. 


I would again call your ettention to the fact 
thet we have no plans whatever showing the layout of drains 
from lavatories, kitchens,etc., underneath the building 
itself, There isa good plan of the sewace disposal system 
from the exterior of the building to the outlet. We have 
experienced the greatest difficulty in locating stoppage in 
these drains underneath the building, 4s we can only go by 
theory as to where the various turns are and where the 
difficulty might be. we have at times put down over 100 feet 
of steel taupe and then have not known just where it led, 
Consequently I would sugcest that the Department secure in 
the case of the new school, accurate plans showinz the location 
and direction of these drains beneath the floors of the building 
itself. Perhaps this hus alreudy been attended to, but I feel 
it of such importance owing to our experience here, to make 
mention of it.

While over on Vancouver Island last week on School 
business,I took the opportunity to run over to Alberni and have a 
Look at the new school now in process of erections 
I think the Yepartment is to be congratu}atei on the type of build- 
ing,and on the construction evidently of the best,for such purpose. 
We were somewhat disapfinted however,.that the Kesidence is put so far 
pack from the front line of the building,and unless another way of 
approach can be found,it looks somewhat like an afterthought. 
However, I was glad to find from those on the sound and familiar with 
the lay of the school,that it is where it will *%et the maximum of 
sunlight,so that moving it to the end where it is located was a good 
ideas On the other end it would have faced N.E, and would have gotten 
only a little sunlight in the morning. Now it will have the sunkight 
practially all day. 
Mr Wallace,the resident engineer ,said that it would be impossible to 
build a fire place owing to the fact that a chimney for it would have 
to run right up higher than the main building,and it would be un- 
sightly, and would spoil the contour of the building. I can quite under. 
stand that,and would not,for that reason press for a fireplace. 
lowever,if the residence is to be heated from the main building, there 
will be a lot of time when it would not be necessary to light up the 
big furnace,Staff members and pupils,busy with their duties would not 
feel the need of heat,but it would be quite different with anyone 
sitting in the sitting room of the residence. 
Hence,I trust that it might be possible to build a "dummy" fireplace, 
for want of a better word,ywhich could be heated with electricity.It 
would not need to be used much,but very likely it would be badly needed 
when it was desire 
Tt occurs to me too,that there would have to be some sort of chimmey 
for the kitchen range,even it if were an electic one.In that ca 
a rubbish burnér would require outlet through a chimney. I am sure,if 
it is possible,the Department will try to take care of this item \ 
seems to me to of some consequences 
“eferring again the matter of a kitchen range,I really think it 
would be advisable to have an electric range installed. I am thinking 
not alone,and not very much at thatyof our own convenience,but of the 
need for such a unit for training senior girls. We have our own 
elect#&c washer,pruehased after the your girl mentioned below,had 
gone to her position,but in the case of this girl,for whom secured 
a household position,s'e went to a home where everything was elec Shes 
range ywasher,ironer,etc etc. We have an ironer now in the school , 
laundry,which would take care of instruction in that phase of a 
modern home requigement,and our ovm washer vould be used for that 
nipose also. It would seem that an electric range ought to be installe 
somewhere,and it could be used for purpos of inetruction if in the 
Kesidence kitchen, These are merely sugges i which occur to me,and 
I am sure you will give them your due cons ration.

The sum of $111,000.00 should therefore

which in the present instance means that there will be a 
carry-over of funds due the contractor for work done in 
1939-40 into the fiscal year 1940-41. In order to reduce 
the re-vote required as much as possible and since the 
Department is well protected by seourity bond, we have 
only held back 5% of the gross value of the work done in 
1939-40. 


You will note that the figure now given 
is greater than that given in my memorandum of March 31st 
and which was estimated prior to the receipt of the March 
estimate of work done.

It is brought to your attention that there 
is included in the contract price for the above, a 
sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) to cover specially 
built shelving, storage racks, isolated counters, etc. 
as might be required for definite functions in certain 
areas, the details for which were not known when the 
contract was awarded. 


With a view to obtaining informetion regarding 
this equipment, the matter was discussed with officers 
of the fraining Division, Indian Affairs Branch, but no 
such information was available. 


The data required for transmission to Mr. 
Cornish, our engineer at the job, is as follows: 
P 


(a) Storage rooms: Details regarding dimen- 
sions and spacing of shelving, storage 
racks, etc. 


(bv) Loeker rooms: Details regarding shelving 
racks used in lieu of pupils' lockers. 


Dairy, bakery and laundry: Deteils re- 
gerding shelving, counters, etc. 


To expedite this matter so that the informa- 
tion will be available for use while the carpenters are 
still on the job, it is reeommended that the Indien 
Affairs Brench be requested to have their Indian Com- 
missioner for British Columbia make arrangements for 
Captein Scott, the Principal, to visit Alberni as soon 
as possible, and confer with Mr. Cornish. 


Definite instructions regarding the desired 
construction of the equipment mentioned might then be 
transmitted directly to Mr. Cornish, who would be able 
to advise Captain Scott to what extent the provision of 
such equipment might be cerried for the amount provided 
under the contract.

I have the honour to refer 
to your letter of May Srd, 1940, re observations of 
Rev. R. C. Scott on buildings etc. at the Alberni 
Residential School. 


Regarding the slaughter 
house, near the back of the residence, and the building 
referred to in paragraph three as a store-house, I would 
recommend that these be torn down and the lumber given to 
the local Indians, as the buildings are of no value and 
detract from the appearance of the school. ge 


The old barn, while not being 
a thing of beauty, may be required later as an implement 
shed or garage, and it would not seem good policy to 
destroy all these buildings if others are going to be 
found necessary. 


The old day school stands on 
a good cement foundation with a good cement basement. If 
it is found necessary to remove it, I would suggest that 
it be skidded back about fifty feet, rather than destroyed, 
as it should prove to be a very useful building for many 
purposes. 


Re proposed gymnasium, I would 
hesitate to recommend such a building as referred to by 
Mr. Scott, not knowing whether the Department is prepared 
to go to added expense. The weather here, for the greater 
part of the year, is suitable for outdoor gymnastics and 
exercise, and I would say that setting up drill out of 
doors is far more healthy than indoor exercises. 


Mr. Cornish also agrees that 
such a building would detract from the appearance of the 
school. I would prefer to leave this matter until such 
time you are able to inspect the present building , and 
thus form a better opinion.

I have received your letter of April 23rd enclosing a 
copy of a letter from Mr. R. C. Scott, Principal of Coqualeetza 
Residential School, regarding various matters relating to the 
new Indian Residential School at Alberni. 


I feel that some of the items referred to by Mr. Scott 
should be discussed with Inspector Barry. The Inspector is not 
expected to return from the north until the middle of next month 
but in the meantime I have written to Mr. Indian Agent Ashbridge 
for his views with respect to several of the matters dealt with 
by Mr. Scott.

by the new school. Both buildings are unsightly in the preeence of 
the fine building at present being erected,

house for the materials of the contractors, It might have been a 
woodshed in days past,but is beyond all repair now,and is too close 
to the new schooleIs is very unsightly and should came down, 

What should be done with the old Day School building which is immed- 
iately in front of the North end of the new school cannot say,ex- 
cept that it ought to be taken away. 

I feel sure that yoyr Mr Cornish will be able to ddvise:yoy further

As I am not just sure whom {I ourht to write 
in the above metter, I am eddressing my letter to you 
and would be glad if you would pass it on to the proper 
depertment if thet were necessary. 


We have nothing in the way of a school truck 
except an old 1917 model Buick, which our boatbuilding fixed 
up with a truck body. The tires sre bad this year, elthough 
I have got & new set since the truck was first put into 
commission four years ago. The wheels are "wheezy" and have 
been cobbled up and last year they gave us 4 lot of concern. 
I really do not feel it is right to ask the Camp Overseer 
to use it this year, for it is not safe. The brakes need 
a lot of expense also to make them safe, 


We have not so much use for a truck about the 
school during certain times of the year, but in the summer 
we use it every day to haul water. Two barrels of drinking 
water have to be hauled every day along the highway from 
White Rock to our Camp, a distance of about a mile and a half, 
Then, it is our principal way of getting the children out 
for picnics or to take their part in soft ball or other 
games es are arranged from time to time during the summer, 
When my cere is not at camp, and it is impossible for it to 
be there constently, there is nothing but this old truck for 
use to take a child to the doctor, for instance, ss is 
necessary at times during every summer. There will be from 
sixty to seventy children there aguin this year I expect. 


When we go to Alberni, it will be newsessery for 
us to have a truck, at least a one ton one, end perhaps @ 
ton and half would not be amiss. All our coal will have to 
be hauled from the depot and as this is a mile and a half 
or more, it means that # team cannot be used to advantage 
as it would take so long there would be demurrage on the cer, 
and interfere with the school work of the boys detailed.

The Rev. Principal of the Alberni Indian Residential 
School has applied for materials to construct a boat house and 
piggery at the school, 


There has already been sone correspondence regarding 
the piggery, vide your letter of November 25, 1940, your file 
159-1-5. lr. Scott suggested at that time the removal of the 
existing pig pens to a new site and their repair and extension. 
However, as there were no funds for repairs, the Department could 
not approve of the expenditure involved. The attached application 
is for a complete new piggery. 


Boat building was carried on as an important division 
of the Manual Training instruction given to the pupils at 
Coqualeetza, and it is the intention to continue this policy at 
Alberni. The children attending Alberni School are nearly all 
from maritime Agencies and from families engaged in industries 
where fishing and towing boats are constantly in use. There is 
no doubt that good boat building accommodation should be provided 
at Alberni, and I would recommend that the Department approve of 
the purchase of the materials required for this purpose. The 
cost of lumber, hardware, paint and chimney for the pro ject is 
estimated at y650.00. The construction would be under the 
Supervision of the boat builder and the labour supplied by the 
school without cost to the Department. 


The cost of the new piggery is placed at approximately 
¥250.00. The labour im connection with this project would also 
be supplied by the School and the construction carried out under 
the supervision of the boat builder, who is an experienced 
carpenter. Should funds be available, I would recommend favorable 
consideration of this expenditure.

The destruction by fire of the new 
classroom building at Port Alberni, which is mentioned in 
your memorandum of February 20th, is very much regretted. 


This building was part of a lump sum 
contract which covered the construction of the residential 
building as well, but its replacement value is placed at 
$16, 000. 


The classroom building was heated by 
hot water from the main heating plant in the main building. 
Two stand pipes were located in the classroom building, each 
with fifty feet of two-inch fire hose, and which could reach 
every part of the building. ‘The school buildings are connected 
with the Alberni Water System which has a pressure at the school 
of 30 pounds. An electric booster pump was installed in the 
boiler room when the school was constructed to boost this 
pressure to 60 pounds, in case of fires 


Our Engineer, Mr. Cornish, recently 
inspected the School and in a telegram received yesterday he 
states as follows:- 


"Recent inspection disclosed nothing likely to

Our Engineer, Mr. C.R. Cornish, made a recent 
inspection of the condition of the floors in the basement of 
the above building, with particular regerd to the cementing of 
the linoleum on the concrete floors. ‘The attached copy of Mr. 
Mills' report of the 19th instant in this connection is self- 
explanatory. 


T am advised that with the provision made in 
this building for sub-drainage of the basement by a tile system 
underneath the floor, it was considered that the cost of water- 
proofing might be saved. However, perhaps due to both seepage 
from under the floor and from water applied to the floor surface, 
waterproofing seems now necessary, and our officers recommend 
that the offer of the Tred M. Beatty (Tremco Western) Ltd., to 
take up the linoleum, damp-proof all concrete floor surfaces and 
re-lay the linoleum in certain rooms, for $715.00, be accepted. 
At the same time, the locker areas should be similarly treated, 
giving an approximate cost of $823.00. 


There are funds remaining in the Vote for this 
School to cover this work, but it is doubtful if it shovld be 
undertaken at this time. It will greatly disrupt the work of the 
School and the dining room facilities, if undertaken now, as the 
work would likely be under way for some three weeks. At the same 
time it might be difficult to get the floors thoroughly dry at 
this time of year. 
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It would consequently be preferable to defer 
the work until the School is closed next summer, if your 


Branch could make funds available at that time. 


Would you kindly advise me of your wishes in 
this connection,

I have the honour to report on 
the fire which destroyed the classroom building of the 
Alberni Indian Residential School. 


Date and Time. Tire was first discovered at 10:30 P.M. 
on February 18th, 1941. 


Notification. At 10:40 P.M., I was informed by the 
telephone operator that she thought there 
was a fire at the Indian Mission. 


Action. I immediately phoned Constable Garrard, 
and proceeded to the school, arriving at 
approximately 10:50 P.M. 

On arrival I noticed that the fire was 
centred about the entrance and the centre 
of the building and roof. 

The fire department from Alberni had 
arrived and had two streams of water on 
the fire from the one hydrant. The amount 
of water was insufficient to be of any 
great value, and the fire was quickly out 
of control. 

Every effort was made to protect the main 
and surrounding buildings, and the fire 
was successfully confined to the classroom. 


I had the Constable patrol the grounds, 
and posted others on the roofs of main 
buildings with extinguishers. 

The School staff end pupils behaved 
splendidly. Pupils were dressed and held 
in dormitories, and no confusion or 
excitement existed. 

Members of the staff guarded the exits and 
assisted generally in a very creditable 
manner. 


Fire completely destroyed the classroom 
building and contents. Manual training 
machinery and exhibits were also destroyed. 
Fire was burned out by 1:30 A.M., when I 
arranged for one hose to be left with a 
fireman in charge.

I was in the Mending Room with Miss Kirkpatrick, the Matron, 
talking over arrangements for the Opening Day. I left there at 
10:20 P.M. and came to the office. Then I stepped into the Staff 
Sitting room and just then Mr. Bothwell, who was on duty on the 
Boys' Side came along. I asked him if he smelled anything. He seid 
"No", but I distinotly amelled something as though there was cloth 
burning or burning rubber. We stood around a moment and then Mr. 
Bothwell went to the Boiler Room. He came back up and said there 
was smoke in the Boiler Room. I did not think anything of that as 
the fire box on the High Pressure Boiler often leaks a little smoke 
when freshly banked for the night. Mr. Bothwell then went through 
the door on the Boys Side and rushed back saying the Classroom 
Building was on fire. He rushed out then to the Classroom Building 
and I followed him. When I got to the door, the fire was burning 
up the wall to the right of the door and coming through the window 
at the top of the door and high up. There did not seem to be any 
fire on the basement floor; it seemed to be on the steps and up the 
wall. It seemed to be a boiling flame. There was no base to it. 

I rushed back into the Main Building end got a Fire Extinguisher. 
The Alberni Fire Department had been called. One of the small panes 
in the glass door was broken and I squirted the pyrene fluid in 
through that. I saw then that I could not do anything more and I 
realized that the children might get panicky if the fire got bright 
enough to waken them, so I came back into the building and gave 
instructions to the staff to stand by and to dress the children. 


Miss L. Swartz, Teacher. 


I left the Classroom Building at ten minutes after six. I 
tried the door to see if it was locked and it was. I know it can 
be forced open if you pull on both doors. There was nothing inflamn- 
able in the hall and there was nothing there to cause a fire that I 
could see. 


Subsequent enquiry, February 19th, 1941, by Indian Agent and 
Provincial fotioe: 


Ques. When did you leave the building, Miss Swartz? 
Ans. Ten minutes after six.

It was a straight frame building. The construction was 
such that it should have been a slow burning building. The 
walle were finished in fible board, which is fireproof. I 
can't imagine how fire could have gained such rapid headway. 
It is the second building I have puilt like that. The large 
hall was 15 feet to the top. Flemes shooting up from the 
pottom of the stairs would have a good chance to lick right 
up the centre of the walls. I believe there must be about 
15 keys for these buildings because we locked the buildings 
up all the time. Many sub trades had keys. There are about 
23 keys now in existence for these buildings - I had 6 more 
sent to Mr. Scott.

n advised by Mr. Indian 
Agent Ashbridge of 3 uesday night, 
the 1Gth instant, of the new classro rni 
Indian Residential School. I was informed of the fire by the 
Agent early Wednesday morning while in Victoria on my way to 
Alberni for the official opening, which had been arranged for 
2 P.M. on the 21st instant. 


I visited the scnool on Friday, last, and conferred 
with Reve Mi. Scott and also, the Provincial Police and Provincial 
V¥ire Marshal, who were at the school making the usual investiga- 
tion. Up to the present time the origin of the fire, which com- 
pletely destroyed the classroom block, remains a mysterye Al- 
though jncendiarism is suspected and has been suggested, no 
evidence has so far been produced which would indicate this to 
be the cause. 


Smoke was first noticed issuing from the building 
shortly after 10 P.M. but the fire had gained too much headway 
to be controlled with hand extinguishers, the only fire fighting 
equipment available and which had to be taken from the main 
puilding as the fire prevented the use of the equipment in the 
classroom blocke 


The loss to the Depar tment is considerable. Valuable 
stocks of school supplies, manual training tools and machinery, 
all the desks and classroom equipment were totally destroyed. 


Mir. Ashbridge's report has been received and is 
enclosed herewith. Reports of the investigation held by the 
police and fire marshal will also be forwarded when received. 


The Secretary,

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The assembly hall, senior girls' and boys' playrooms 
and the old day school will be utilized as classrooms until such 
time as the classroom block can be replaced. A complete list of 
desks and other equipment necessary to continue the academic 
work of the school will be forwarded at the earliest possible 
date. It has occurred to me that the Department would no doubt 
wish to purchase as much as possible of the equipment required 
from any balance that may still be available in the current 
year's Vote, and all information with respect to such equipment 
is being secured and will be provided without delay. 


Rev. Principal Scott end Rev. Mr. Bunt, the Superintend- 
ent of the United Church Missions for B.C., are to visit this 
office this morning for a conference with Inspector Barry and 
myself. 


I expect, as a result of this conference, that it may 
be found necessary to have Inspector Barry proceed to Alberni 


during the first week in March to assist the Indian Agent and the 
Reverend Principal in the reorganization of the classroom work.

W. Allan of Victoria; Kev,J.H,Wright of anaimo; Kev, 
A, McLean and Kev, F, i, Pitts of Alberni, ‘his committee accompan- 
ied by Rev, W.P, Bunt, United Church Sup@intendent of Missions 
for RC,, and Kev, R,C, Scott, principal of Alberni Kesidential 
School, met in the school on the evening of Friday the 2lst 
February at 7 p.m, 

On motion the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted; 

1, That this special Committee of Victoria Presoytery of the 
United Church of Canada places on record its deep apprec- 
jation of the excellent and far-reaching provision made for 
the comfort, wellbeing and educational development of +.C, 
native Indian children, in the erection of the new insti ut 
ion at Alberni,5,C,, and known as the Alberni Residential 
Scho ol, 

2, That in view of the recent destruction by fire of the day 
school in connection with the Alberni Kesidm@m tial School, 
any future replacement of the destroyed edifice should be 
built of orick or cement, 

3. That ample supplies of hose and other fire-fighting appar- 
atus should be provided for both Kesidential School and

Dear Doctor Seott: 


I have had considerable correspondence 
with the officers of the Surveys & Engineering Branch 
in connection with the condition of the floors in the 
basement of the Alberni Indian Residential Sehool. 


In order to remedy the condition it 
would be necessary to take up the linoleum, damp- 
proof all conerete floor surfaces end relay the 
linoleum. This would involve considerable expenditure 
and in eddition would necessitate totally vacating 
these rooms for a period of approximately four weeks. 


Due to the approach of the end of the 
qreess? fiscal year our funds are becoming limited and 
addition there is the inconvenience that would be 
caused to you. with these in mind it has been decided 
that the best course to teke is to take up the linoleum, 
store it and replace it later on. 


The Surveys & Engineering Branch ie 
arranging to have expert men take up the linoleum and 
that Branch will also purchase the materials required 
for waterproofing it. 


when the linoleum is taken up the 
Department will depend on you to see that it is properly 
dried and stored until such time as we can arrange to 
have it relaid. This could most easily be done when 
the pupils are absent from the school.

Dear Mr Hoey: 


T an sure you would be interested in rettine a first hand 
account of the tracké loss of our Class Room pbuildine. T vresume vou 
will have received an official account,but it has been upon my eart 
for some time to write you,civing my own account. Needless to sav,I 
have hed little leisure for anvthine except the work of rettine the 
classrooms under way again. 

Tam clad to say,in this rerard,that the children were only eight 

days without classroom work. During that time they were given extra 
work alone handicraft lines. The biilding was burned Tuesday ni cht, 
Feb. 18th,and clase rooms re-onened on Monday mornine the 24th Feb. 

T cannot sveak too hichly of the work of our Boatbuilder,Mr Huddlestone 
in rettine temporary desks,blackboards ete ready. By an ingenious 
arrancement we are able to use the reoular Assembly Hall seats,and 
desks are attached which can be taken off for our Sunday services with 
little trouble. 

Three vlv sereens divide the Assembly hall int rood class rooms 
and these screens form extra blackboard space. The Senior and Junior 
Divisions sre accommodated here,and ss they are in onnosite ends of the 
hall,little trouble is made for either one by the lessons under way 

in the other. 

We to k one half off the Senior Girls Play room,, and have made a rood 
Primary Class Room. The Intermediates sre housed in the o1d Day School 
buildin>, which fortunately had not been taken down. “fe can carry on 
quite well for the rest of this achool vear,but I do hone it may be 

he vossible to renew the Class Room unit before the onening of another 
academic year. 

The teachers and the boys and rirls have reacted sv] endidly,and feel 
definite resvonsibility for the success af the work under the handicaps 
which for a time they must face, abhor 10, > 
But to return to the fire. Iwas in the Staf€ Sittine Room, just 
prelininary to coine to the esidence. The Manual "'rninine teacher nass 
ed the door and T called him in savine that T smelled something not 
unlike rubber bymnine. We at once insvected the standing electric readi 
Jamo but there was no sien of any heat. The "T, teacher went on to the 
boiler room,but IT kept on in vestiratine. T went to the Sewine room to 
see if an electric machine had been left connected,or an iron,but all 
was richt.There was no smell in the corridor outside the Staff Sitting 
room. Just then,and this would be between twenty anc twenty five 
minutes after ten 7M } Rothwell returned from the boiler room 
sayvyine there was some § ce in it. T remarked,that I must have been 
wrone but that vou know a Princinval is alwavs emelline one thine", 
with that he went out to the stairway on the hovs' side to co to his 
room. When he cot to the firet landine,he saw the flames berinnine 

to come throurh the door,or just above the door,of the Class Room 
building and rushed back sayine it was on fire. He ran out the boys’ 
entrance,and T followed.He went etrai#ticht to the door ane it vulled 
oven to his hand.Shuttine it to keen the flames from spreading the 
faster he rusheda around to the other side and went in throurh th 

Girls' entrance to the Class Room buildine, trying to oe et the rin® 
eouipment. --eantine,after 9 elance in which T saw the ames had 
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berun to buret throuch the wondow above the door,T ran back into the 
main buidline to eet o fire extinoeuisher. “eantime, my Office sec& 
retary anneared ond Tealled to her to 'vhone the Fire Devartment. hen 
T rot to the door arain,I saw that little class was broken in the door 
and this was broucht forcibly to mv attention as the first stream of 
Pyrene fluid struck unbroken elass and T had to direct it carefully 
throurh 9 vane which was broken richt next the lock,ond thence down 
toward what T thoucht to be the base of the fire. 

The onlv sienificance T attached to this at the time,was that it seem=- 
ed proof thet the fire had not been burnine lone enouch to cause heat 
sufficient to break the elsass in the Goors., I told the Police this 

the next morning, TLater,as IT stood lookine out one nicht about T A.M. 
thet pane of class seemed to stand out with o new sienificance,for I 
realized then,that it was richt next to the lock,and if it were broken 
by anvone wishine to enter,the thine wac easy. 

T cannot prove anyvthine,of course,but that is a fact which does not 
easily fade out of my mind, 

+he other men on the Staff were on hend almost as soon as I,and they a 
All pave the same t estimony,nemely that there was no fire anywhere 

on the landing inside the door. From there it went 
across toward richt and climbed uv the wall by the side of the 
door on what seemed the onnosite side of where the fire occurred,

There was no siren of fire in tl nint loclrer on the richt of the 
doorwayr.nor in the boyve! lavatory on th left. oth windows remained 
dark until the fire wes well univer way throuchout t} huidline. In fact 
the tndow of the vnaint loelrer was brotren onen in order to cet in 


before the fire reached the naints located there. 
We had been doing some stainine, rettine ready for the Official Oven-= 
ine.,but the rare had been- there were only two of them as only one 
boys was doine that work=- brourht in and were placed on a thick bench 
under the instructions of the Menual Treainine teacher. +hey were 
quite loosely laid uv. T told the Police and the Fire Marshal this, 
but ew there was Wo sien of fire anvwehere near that snvot,nmor in fact 
anywhere in the M.T. room until it had broken down throurch from the 
Class Mom above.Tf von study the enclosed snan shots this is evide 
ent. 
wine his investigations, the Fire Marshall dur up a waste paner 
basket from the ruins of th basement; 4+ had been in the Rovs' 
Lavatory to the left of the entrance. e said that there were remains 
of ynover towells ete in it. He wanted to know if any of the bovs had 
been smokine in the buildings. To the best of mvtnowedre, they had not. 
The door of the Class Room building was always kent locé@ when no 
teachers were in it. It had been locked by the M.'". Teacher at 5.30 
when he left,and arain at 6:10 when the last heacher left. No boys 
were out of the buildine after suvver,and certainly none were out 
later for it would have been at once seen by the sunervisor who put 
the boys to bed- the seniors at 8.30 and the yvouncer, ones earlier. 
T went out at once after he told me and found the wate pvaner 
In it was one of these vaner towells,and it was hardly scorchec 
Police nor the Fire Marshall,so far as anything they said to me 
indicate,thoucht much of this basket as the source of the fire. 
It seems unreasonable to think that a fire could start in a waste 
basket six hours- no only four hours after the last teacher left the 
building,and burn up sefficiently, vith a etas? bottom resting on a 
cement floor,to burn a vartition,without bt ver in the 
Repexr—ie—tho basket in the vrocess.None but naner towells were used 
in the clase room buildinge,and these only by the Primary class. The 
rimary teacher told me she had sent only one boy down with a towel]

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Mortunately T hed inenected that basement corridor iust before noon 
that dav to see if any littér had been allowed to eather near that 
stairway,and IT found it clean. Nohhime was there except the remains 
of tyro old clase room desks,cast iron frames and aple seats,and zg 
took pnarticular pains to see if anvthine else had been o11lowed to 
eather. It was clean,nothine fnderneaththe stairs oat all save these 
desk frames.and two or three pieces of iron pive lying on the floor 
farther out.

The Gestruction of 
the school by fire at this critical time, when we 
are puttine forth every effort to conserve to the 
utmost extent possible the publie funds at our 
disposal, has had a very depressing effect upon all 
of us. In addition to this, other schools eestroyed 
by fire in recent years, such as the Anglican School 
in the Yukon Territory and the R. C. School at Albany, 
Ontario, have not been rebuilt, and it is going to be 

ay exceedingly difficult to seriously consider the re- 
| \\ building of the Alberni classrooms without giving due 
| 4 consideration to the rebuilding of the other schools.

I have a letter from the Principal of 
the Indian School at Alberni, the Reverend R. C. Scott, 
which reads in part as follows:- 


"T have before me the report of the Deputy Fire 
Marshall of Vancouver, under date of February lst, 
and he has recommended that we should have at least 
two liouid chemical fire extinguishers on each floor, 
syne at each end of the main corridor, including the 
basement. In the kitchen there should be one Soda 
and Acid and one C.T.C. extinguisher. I would be very 
glad indeed to have the Department comply with this 
suggestion. A Standard Fire Alarm system consisting 
of break fire switches and gongs has been established 
in the main building. He recommends in addition, that 
not less than two hundred feet of 24" Fire Hose with 
two shut off nozzles for the same with 2" t4; be 
Lled in a hose house within easy reach of the 

tand pipe of the Alberni Fire Department. He 
recommends that this stand pipe be movec back to about 
sixty feet of the wooden buildings. After our exper- 
fence with that fire, I do not think it is necessary 
to move the stand pipe, as there was no discomfort at 
any time from heat. Of course the wind was away from 
it, and it might have been different had the wind 
been tow I do think that it is very imvortant 
that two hundred feet of hose be supplied. We would 
be quite willing to build the hose house and to do 
any other work we could through our Manual Training 
Department, to assist in this installation. I 
would suggest too that this pipe hich supplies the 
stand pipe be extended to reach the barn. 

had 

If we had only,that hose, I feel sure we could have 
saved the building, for as I have already pointed out, 
the fire was only in its initial stages when we dis- 
covered it. The only blaze there was got up the 
wall and it was this fire that got away and could not 
be reached by our extinguishers". 


It is 
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It is not quite clear to me whether 
he was writing me personally and had taken the matter 
up officially with the Indian Department or whether 
he wished me to do So. The suggestions of the Fire 
Marshall seem to be reasonable and I would suggest 
that the eauipment be obtained at once. 


I should also like to know what 
the prospects are of getting the school premises rebuilt 
this year.

I hav mentioned at times the fact that our 
main kitchen is too small and that the heat from the 
large kitchen range «akes it unbearable during the 
late Spring, Summer and the early Pall. I found it 
very difficult to keep a cook last 11, and that was 
one of the reasons.

I enclose herewith a lettéw-rec®ived from the 
Reverend Principal of Alberni Indian Residential School 
relative to linoleum on the basement floor of this institution. 


On enquiry of Mr. Leigh of the Fred Beatty Company,. 
I find that the basement dining room referred to was in their 
contract, but that at the time they had their crew over at the 
school they were unable to attend to this particular floor for 
the reason that the use of the dining room could not be discon- 
tinued, there being no other accommodation for the pupils owing 
to the fact that the rest of the basement floor was undergoing 
water-proofing at the same time. The absence of the pupils on 
vacation will now make this possible and is being undertaken 
within the next few days but will necessitate returning the 
Company's crew from Vancouver to Alberni, an item not antici- 
pated in their original contract which was based on the entire 
basement being available. It is possible the Company may seek 
some adjustment in this connection amounting to approximately 
$50.00, but this is not certain. 


It was found by the Company that the old linoleum 
taken up had been damaged to the extent of requiring an addi- 
tional amount 35' x 6' for replacement, regarding which I wired 
you on the 29th ultimo, securing your approval on the same date. 
The cost is $68.97 F.0.B. the school. 


The Company's representative informs me that when 
the hot water heating system was installed no provision was made 
for expansion or contraction, with the result that when it was 
closed down for the summer the contraction opened up some of the 
joints, causing a leakage which aggravated the damp floor condition,

Student Dining Room is going Jyst the same as that which has been 
re-laid in the Play Rooms and “asemtn Corridors. 

This Lino was,or seemed to be, in so much better shape than that in 
the above areas that I thought it would be alright. It wag not until 
the last couple of months that it seemed to go 80 badly. “ne place,I 
only found this week just before the Fred M,. Beatty men came over. 
There was one long overlap along the seam under the tables on the 
North Side of the Dining Room which has only been saved from breaking 
by the fact that it is under the tables and does not have the traffic 
which is the case with the area along the aisle between the tables. 
Lately there has come a "bulge" right in the centre of the aisle 
leading in from the girls’ side and this will likely break if not 
gttended to. 

he spot mentioned as being discovered last week,is just below tae 
joint in the heating pipe running along the south wall.This leak is 
Que doubtless to the fact that the hot water system is not needed 
for heating,and these particular joints may have been none too good 
at any time. But when the pipe has contracted it has caused a small 
"drip".This has got under the linoleum and the cement has rotted, 
While this particular spot is not large,and has only come during the 
last week,still it all adds on to the general condition. 

The Linoleum in both kitchens seems to be standing up very well as 
there is a lot of heat in both areas. 

As I have said above, this is not true of the Student Dining Room 
and I have to advise that if something is not done about it,the 
linoleum here will either perish or be broken. While funds are,T 
know, difficult to obtain,it would be money wel} spent to take care 
of this need as soon as possible.

Memorandum: 


Re: Indian Residential School, Alberni, B. C- 

Your memorandum of the 7th instant, with enclosures 
from Captain Scott and Indian Commissioner McKay relative 
to the above, is acknowledged. 


With reference to Captain Scott's report that 
linoleum covering the floor of the pupils’ dining room 
had buckled, I may say that when the dampproofing of 
linolewn covered areas in the basement of the school was 
authorized by the Indian Affairs Branch in March of this 
year, arrangements were made with the Fred Me Beatty Company 
of Vancouver to lift all the linoleum in the basement, 
and supervise its storage. This constituted the first 
operation, which, with the supply of dampproofing material 
to be applied later, was carried out at the end of the 
1940-41 fiscal year at a cost of $526.00. 


Captain Scott was advised of the arrangements made 
and was requested to certify that the work was carried out 
as called for. 


The account from the Beatty people for the first 
operation, duly certified by Captain Scott and approved 
by Mr. Coleman, was received here on March 29th last, and 
payment was made on April 10th, 1941, from funds already 
transferred to this Service. 


The agreement further provided that a second 
operation, consisting of the application of dampproofing 
to all linoleum covered areas in the basement and relaying 
all linoleum in waterproof linoleum cement, was to be 
carried out when so directed by the Department, at a cost 
not to exceed $297.00. 


As you are aware, funds for this purpose were 
recently provided, and on June 27th last the Beatty people 
were advised to proceed with the second operation as soon 
as arranzements convenient to Captain Scott could be made. 


We also advised Captain Scott, under date of 
June 27th, regarding our action, and forwarded for his 
information a copy of our letter to the F. M. Beatty 
Company Ltd. This correspondence was acknowledged by 
Captain Scott under date of July 14th last.

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As stated in his letter of July 23rd to Major 
McKay, Captain Scott authorized a departure by the con- 
tractor from their agreement with the Department, in 
allowing the linoleum to remain in position in three 
areas which he considered to be "all right", namely the 
pupils' dining room, the main kitchen and the domestic 
science kitchen. 


Major McKay's letter of August lst to the 
Secretary of the Indian Affairs Branch states that the floor 
and linoleum in the pupils’ dining room will be treated 
as called for in the agreement with the F. W. Beatty 
Company, but advises thet arrangements could not be made 
whereby this basement area could be treated at the same 
time as the others. He makes no reference to the kitchens. 


It was intended that all items in operation 
No. 2 were to have been carried out continuously; but 
since other instructions were issued by Captain Scott, 
necessitating a second trip to Alberni for the workmen, 
a further charge as mentioned in Major McKay's letter 
is quite justified. Account must be taken however, of 
any work omitted under authority of your western officers 
or the school Principal. 


No account for the second operation has yet 
been submitted, but upon receipt of same the matter of 
any adjustment in cost which appears necessary will be 
considered. 


Regarding the reported drip from the heating 
main passing through the pupil's dining room, I may say 
thet the general contractors who built the school have 
several minor repairs to carry out at the school, which 
they advise us will be completed this month. ‘They have 
been requested to investigate the drip from the heating 
main, and make whatever adjustments are necessary at 
that time.

Dear Sir: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the Srd instant and also letters relating to the 
construction of a door at the Alberni Residential 
School received by you from Rev. R.C. Scott and 
Indian Agent Ashbridge. 


The desirability of constructing a door 

such as the one suggested in this correspondence 
was discussed very fully with the architects of the 
Department a few months ago. The architects were 
not persuaded at that time, in view of the fireproof 
construction of the building, that a door was 
necessary. The officials of this Division are of 
the opinion that the construction of this door may 
lead to a number of disciplinary problems. We have 
had a number of scandals at Indian residential schools 
during the last few years and we certainly are not 
anxious to do anything to create another at Alberni. 
It would be interesting to know what kind of a lock 
it 1s proposed to put on this door, where the key 

to be kept etc. Our experience has been that 
Indian boys and girls are sufficiently ingenious to 
be able to open almost any door. 


However, in view of your recommendation we 
are prepared to authorize the construction of this 
door if you yourself are fully persuaded that the 
door is necessary and that the Principal of the 
school is prepared to accept full responsibility for 
the discipline of the pupils who may be affected. It

The Alberni Residential School was inspected and an 
improvement in the cleanliness was moted, with the exception 
of the boys’ dormitory and storage closets, which were both 
dirty and untidy. 


There were four girls and one boy confined to bed in the infirmary, 
the boy bein suspected of tubercular meningitis and the girls with 
minor ailments. 


The health of the school generally was good, although several were 
suffering from colds and one boy recovering from measles. 


Dining room, ketchens, alleyways and storerooms were tidy and clean. 


Dormitories (except the boys) were very tidy and clean, also bath 
and wash rooms. 


Outhouses were in good order and tidy. 
Pupils in classrooms were attentive and being well taucht. 


There is no boys supervisor, and the appearance of the boys leaves 
very much to be desired, as they were very untidy in dress and 

dirty in appearance, and also showed great lack of ddéspiip discipline 
and courtesy.

I think that the eputy Fire Marshall when making 
his inspection of the main building early this year,mentioned the 
fact that there is only one exit from the top three dormitores.If 
I am not mistaken, Captain Barry also mentioned it. I think we dis- 
cussed it here in the school. 
If there were a fire or a smoke panic which involved either side 
of the school so that exit could not be made down one of the stair- 
ways,the pupils on the middle floor could cross to the side not 
involved,and find exit,but those on the top floor would not able to 
get out at all. 
This does not seem right. I feel sure that a doorway could be cut 
through the linen closet on the boys’ side,to open into the 
dormitory on the Girls' side. This would mean going through a tile 
wall only.Having the closet between the two dormitories would en- 
sure privacy,and Ket a satisfactory exit would be possible quickly 
in case of need. the closet in question is wide and roomy,and any 
clothing supplies would be to one side on shelves leaving the 
middle clear and unobstructed, 
If the doorway were put through a wall giving acess at both sides 
I am sure there would be a disciplinary problem at once for the 
temptation to "tap" out messages would at once present itself to 
the boys and girls. They try it even as it is now, through the 
main dividing wall,but it is so unsatisfactory that the practice is 
not at a11 general. 
The only alternative would be to provide fire escapes down from the 
windows to the top at the roof leading to the assembly hall,and then 
down to the ground,+his would be complicated and unsightly,and would 
present a temptation to climb up in order to gain entrance to dorm- 
itores from the outside. The suggestion above, if approved,would 


make the present staircases available on each side.

I beg to inform you that the walls of the 
residence which were repainted during the late 
suumer, are just as bad with discoloration as 
ever. In fact they weem to be worse. When 
left for a day two the fizzy out -rowth is quite 
heavy and the walls badly discolored. This 
takes place, of course on outside walls, and 
especially on those facing the East ani South. 
There is much less on the west walls. I beg 
also to inform you that a serious leak occurred 
in No. 3 girls' dormitory during the last heavy 
rains just previous to this cold spell. bedding 
was wet, end pails had to be placed here and 
there to catch the drips. 

This is not only trouble at present, but there 
may be damage taking place to the roof.

Further to our conversation with re rad to 
turning the old barn into a Manual Training class 
room, I beg to say that I have had an electrician 
sive me a figure on the cost of bringing the 
electricity from the Boat ghed across to the old 
barn. We assures me that the expenses ourcht not to 
be more than $50.00. 


If we are to carry on our boat building 
programme there is no room for Manual Training in 
the Boat Shed. I feel that it is essential that we 
get our orograrme under way both in the Boat shed 
aad in the Manual Treining Department. It is 
necessary for disciplinary reasons as well as for 
the benefit to come to the boys concerned. The loss 
of our Manual Training quarters in the classroom 
building is a serious set back and I feel that we 
must not allow it to cheek our programme, especially 
in view of the fact that the school is new. I feel 
it would be heartening to the native people as well 
as to ourselves to see a worthwhile prorranme being 
carried out. 


One fundamental need is proper quarters 
for our Manual Training shope I have had the roof 
of the old barn repaired in those places where there 
were small leaks and it will be plenty good enough 
for this year at least. There is a good cerent floor 
and I have plenty of windows which can be installed 
by our senior boys and their instructors. I have 
already put up a partition for a paint and tool roan 
and I have also provided a separate room in one corner 
where the boys may work at hobbies. our Boys! 
Supervisor is an expert with a fret saw and has other 
worthwhile equipment. our boys do totem pole work 
and one of them has made a small loom for weaving 
and another has made an electric lamp stand, using 
Indian design. 


I would appreciate it very much, if you, 
knowing the circumstances, felt that you could 
recommend to the Department that funds be provided 
not to exceed $50.00 for the bri ing in of the 
electricity.

*eferring to our converstion of this monring,when it 
was brought to may attention that the Department would Bike definite 
undertaking in writing that 1 would be responsible for proper 
discipline in connetion with the installation of an extra fire 
door on the upper floor of this school, I beg to say that I shall be 
glad to be responsible. 

I can quite understdnd the fears of the Department on this potnt,and 
generaly speaking they are upon good ground. 

I would like,however, to point out several things in this connection 
and I feel that it may help to allay fears with regard to discipline: 


I. The two dormitories concerned,are those in which the smallest girls 
and boys of the school are quartered. This,in itself means mich 
less risk op difficulty with regard to discipline. 


2. I do not propose to have any lock on this door,but two barrel bolts 
én the inside, As you know,this door will lead out of a clothes 
closet on the boys' side,so that there will be no direct access 
between the two dormitories.It will be no easier for bbys and girls 
to communicate through this doer,than it is at present through the 
separating wall. 


There will be only the one key to the lock on this clothes cupboard, 
and it will be in the hands of the Boys' Matron. 

The lock can,however,be opened by any master key.As the Boys! 
Overseer,and the Girls' Overseer,and myself,each have master keys, 
there ought to be mo difficulty in having this door opened should 
occasion arise, I addition,there is anextra Master Key always 
kept in my office. 


These bolts will make the door secure at all times,and No one is ever 
allowed in that clothes cupboard,except when the matron or myself are 
there in connection with the work of the dormitories or re clothing. 


To make doubly secure,however, I could place this cupboard on the list 
of places to be patrolled by our nightly fire patrol.This would take 
away all possibility of danger,it seems to me. 


While the building is fire proof,and this door may never be needed,still 
in the passing of the years,there is always the possibility that it 
might be necessary to direct traffic from one side to the other on the 
upper floor, As things are now,this would be impossible.With the door in 
access would be immediate and adequate. 
I trust that this will be satisfactory to the Department, and that the 
door may be installed as soon as arrangements can be made. =

This will acknowledge receipt of your circular 
letter uncer date of February 19th, File:150-65, 
enclosing copy of a circular letter with reference 
to precautions against danger of fire. 


I beg to say that this letter was read at the 
staff meeting the day after I received it, and it 
is now posted in a prominent place in my office. 


Fire Drills are practised regularly both from 
the dormitories and from the classrooms, and a patrol 
is made at night with special attention tog all rooms 
where there are electire outlets, stoves, irons, etc. 
Playrooms, classrooms and all areas occupied by pupils 
during th day, and of course kitchens and boiler room 
are all inspected. Our exits having crash handles, 
are always open from the inside. The extra fire door 
provided by the Department has been installed in the 
top floor so that there is access now to the 8 tairway 
on either side should one of them become impassable 
because of smoke or fire. 


Following the suggestion in the second last 
paragraph of the circular letter, I beg to state that 
we neead a large fire extinguisher of the Guardene 
type for our Manual Training classroom which has 
been constructed in the old barn. There is a good 
cement floor in this barn, but the construction is 
of course, wood. I would also like a Pyrene Fire 
Extinguisher for the Junior Classroom which is the 
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Dr.Harold W.McGill March 1 ©th,1942 


old Day School building, and since the loss of our 
classroom building has been used for classes. It is 
heated by astove, and while every precaution is taken 
to prevent fire, still there is a risk there even 
though it does not involve the main building in any 
way. I would like also to ask for another hundred feet 
of fire hose. The two hundred feet already supplied 
does not permit of water being thrown on the boat 
house building except fromthe front. We are not able 
to get ground behind the building. If we had an extra 
hundred feet we could get right around the building, 
and could also reach the reconstructed Manual Training 
room, the farmer's cottage, the Boat Builder's cottage 
and the old Day School building mentioned above, 


Our present two hundred feet was secured through 
Marshall-Wells B.C.Limited, Vancouver in July last 
and is 2¢ inch unlined Linen Fire Hose. 


I would feel very much safer if the above equipment 


could be secured.

I have forwar ed today under separate cover, 
invoices in quadruplicate for the above improvements at 
the school. The amount allowed for the fire door was to 
be"not more than twenty-five dollars", and that for the 
fence was not to exceed $100.00. 


As the work was all done by the school, the cost 
of the fire door has amounted to only 4.97, which leaves 
a substantial part of the twenty-five dollars over and 
above the cost of the materials. The fence however, has 
rum a good deal over the $100.00. As the invoices show, 
the materials for the fence, lumber only, have cost $98.79. 
This leaves the cost of 90 posts and the nails, to be paid 
by the school, 


With prices of food stuffs rising as they have, 
extra expense is very hard to me t, and if it were possible 
I would appreciate it if the Department would altow the 
balance of the $25.00 set aside for the fire door, to go 
against the cost of posts and nails for the fence.

It is lookine very drab and as we are likely to have to use it for 
some time,it really should be painted.The end is much worse than the 
sides. I am having the glass renewed in the front,and the two doors 

at the inner wall of the porchgmoved out to the outer wall so that only 
while school is in session will there be acess to the porch or the 
Cloak room behind it. I feel sure this will be beneficial in every way. 
If the Yepartment would be good enough to authorize the amount needed 
for paint,we shall dothe work ourselves,if only the materials can 
he secured before the weather breaks. 

Meantime,we shall keep on with what materials we have,and get the 
Blayrooms, corridors etc ready for the re-opening of School at the end 
of this month.

The Alberni Residential school is closed for summer 
holidays with twenty-two pupils remaining in residence for 
various reasons. 

At the time of this visit, there were five pupils 
suffering from mumps, and in consequence the school was 
quarantined. No further cases have developed, and it is 
hoped that it is now completely cleared up. 

Girls dormitories, playrooms and classrooms were 
clean and tidy, as also were the g ounds, kitchen, dining room 
and laundry. Boys' dormitories, classrooms and lockers were 
very dirty and untidy. It would seem that the boys' side of 
the building should be under the supervision of a woman 
supervisor or housekeeper, as no improvement is ever noted, 
although repeatedly brought to the attention of the Rev. 
Principal and boys stipervisor,. 


The health of the school is not good.

Dear Mr.Ashbridge: 


I beg to bring to your attention, the fact 
that one of our high tension wires is down todey in 
the field just in front of the school. 


The first time this wire broke, the foreman 
for the National Utilities repair gang, said that the 
break was due to the intermediate pole between the 
transformer pole on the top of the hill and the first 
pole inside of school property, being too short, and this 
had a tendency to put more strain on the wires. 


As there are 2200 volts on this line it ought 
to be attended to. The National Utilities Corporation 
inform me that the cost of a new pole, setting up, 
rewiring and connecting same, would be 453.00 plus tax. 


This gentleman also said that he had informed 
those in charge when the line was first connected to the 
new school, that this pole was too short and that it was 
badly rotted at the base, but that nothing was ever done 
more than to make the temporary connection. 


I would appreciate it very much if this matter 
could be attended to by the Department, as I @eel that 
it is hardly a right charge on the revenue of the school. 
I may say that the National Utilities take the ground 
that they are not responsible for the up keep, as this 
pole is situated on school property.

These matters were looked into by me recently while at Alberni and 
I wish to advise as follows: - 


1. It is doubtful if the linoleum on the boys' side of the 
sround floor should be replaced for, despite the action taken 
to waterproof the cement floor and other protective measures, 
deterioration of the material continues. This is particularly 
marked on the side referred to and appears due to moisture 
coming through the cement floor and water which finds its way 
under the linoleum when the rooms are washed out, so that 
unless these causes can be definitely eliminated it would 

seem to be a waste of public money to replace the present‘ 
floor covering with linoleum or similar material. Some type 
of moissure resisting surfacing should be laid on these floors. 


2. Waterproofing the outside walls as suggested would not, in 
my opinion, eliminate the existing trouble. The white sub- 
stance that appears on the outside face of the upper sections 
of the walls of the building probably comes from the mortar or 
brick, most likely the former as the brick used is regarded 

as being of good quality and resistant to moisture. It is 

not likely that any substantial increase of this substance on 
the walls will develop and what is there may in time drop off 
as part of it is hard and flaky and can be lifted from the 
surface easily.

In the estimates for the fiscal year 1944-45 
submitted by the Indian Agent for the above-mentioned 
school the following items were included: 


Ground floor Lino or resurfacing $600.00

These items were rather disturbing to us and 
we immediately wrote to Indian Commissioner Mac Kay 
for a report. I enclose, for your information, a 
copy of his reply and may I direct your special 
attention to the last paragraph of his letter? [ 
also attach a snapshot which Major MacKay forwarded.

With reference to your notation on Dr. McGill's 
memorendum of November 19th, 1943, with which wes forwarded 
dete from the Indian Affeirs Branch, in connection with eeiling 
leakeres and dempness under baserp nt floor coverings et the 
above, this Service requested Mr. Webb to errenge for en 
inspection, and to submit a complete report. 


We are now in receipt of a report covering two 
visits to the institution carried out by Mr. \/erren on 
Jenuery 6th and January 26th, 1944 which my be summrized 
es follows: - 


(1) Ceiling Leakages 


Our officer wes taken by the Principel through Girls’ 
Dormitories 3, 4 and 5 on the top floor of the building where 
intermittent leaks occur during heavy reinstorms. The leakage 
in Dormitory 3 is apperently active during reins from the south, 
that in Dormitory 4 during reins from the north, while in 
Dormitory 5, one leak is active during re ins from the north, 
and another during reinstorms from eny direction. 


Mr. Warren mede e careful exeminetion of the felt end 
grevel roof covering, the felt roof fleshings, the copper perepet 
flashings end the stone coping. He reports thet there is no 
evidence of leekeges in the felt and gravel roof covering, end 
while the copper perapet fleshings have not been instelled 
according to deteil, and have been loosened by expansion and 
contrection in the perapet, they do not anveer to be admitting 
water except at the flagpole over Dormitory Noe 5. He suggests 
the flagpole should bo removed. 

Mr. Warren has edvenced the opinion thet the stone in 
the copings is absorbent, thet due to the very heavy precipitation 
it hes becom setureted, end is transmitting weter to the walls 
below. M> states thet while the brickwork at Alberni is of 
better quality and better laid then et © number of other British 
Columbia residential schools, some absorption is teking place 
in the weils themselves. Mr. Warren considers thet ell leakeres, 
except under the flegpole, orginste in the coping and upper walls, 
end thet some of the water is being expelled et the upper ceilings. 


Percoletion of dempness from above end e certein smount 
of absorption of surfece water in the lower walls, is ceusing 
discoloretion and efflorescence on the exterior bri ckwork in both 
the school and Principel's residence. While Mr. Warren sew no 
actual moisture on the inside of exterior walls the peinted well 
finish is demaged, and efflorescence is visible.

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To eliminate absorption, Mr. Werren considers that 
after cleaning off efflorescence, ell exterior brickwork should 
be treated with ea colourless waterproofing, similer to the Tremoo, 
or Minwex product. To prevent infiltration throush copings he 
surgests covering the coping stone with a copper flashing. As 
an alternstive, in view of restrictions on the use of copper, he 
succeste thet a plastic compound might be applied to the coping 
stones by sprey gun, to e thickness of 1/8". Mr. Werren states 
thet the majority of brick buildings in Vancouver heave suffered 
from weter infiltration and have been satisfactorily treated by 
the method he sugrests. 


Mr. Werren cstimtes thet to waterproof the brickwork, 
cover the coping with copper flashing, repair existing fleshings, 
apply ceulking at window frames, and w provide for engineering 
expenses, en expenditure of approximtely $5100.00 would be 
required. If plastic compound were epplied to copings, and 
copper omitted, the cost wo 1d be $700.00 less, or a total of 
$4400.00. 


In view of the cost involved, end since in his opinion 
most of the trouble originates in the coping stones and penthouse 
wells, Mr. Werren recommends immdiete consideration be given to 
completely waterproofing the penthouse walls, covering 611 copings 
@ither with copper or plestic Compound, removing the flagpole, 
and covering over the recessin which it stands. He states thet 
the work sho ld be carried out in midsummer when the walls have 
hed a chance to dry out. His estimte of cost for this work is 
$2200.00, or $1500.00 if plestic °°mpound is used on the copings 
instead of copper. He considers the remsinder of the work could 
weit until results were observed, end additionel funds were aveil- 
able. 


(2) Basement Dempness 


ir. Warren inspected the basement eccommodation where 
moisture is reported to be causing damage to the linoleum floor 
covering end reports thet trouble is occurring in the Boys’ Locker 
and Recreation Rooms, the Pupils’ Dining Room end Kitchens. In 
spite of waterproofing treatment applied three years aro to these 
areas, moisture is apparent when the linoleum covering is lifted. 
Where the cement floor finish has not been covered and where 
linoleum has been removed the cement ¢ives no evidence of dempnesse 
Mr. Warren is of the opinion that water is finding its wey under 
the basem nt slab from sloping higher g¢round to the north end west 
of the building, but states he can give no assurance thet con- 
ditions can be improved. 


He suggests however that an intercepting ditch be dug 
and revetted et the toe of the slope, and thet four catch basins 
connected to the existing drainage system be constructed north of 
the school to provide surfece dreinage. These works with attend- 
ant grading end engineer's expenses Mr. Warren estimates will cost 
approximately $930.00. He stetes that if this work was undertaken 
tests to establish the necessity of sub-soil drainsge could be 
carried out at the same tim. 


Regerdin floor finish for rooms affected by dampness 
Mr. Warren has investigated and supplied costs for ea number of proe 
ducts. He suggests however thet no decision be mde in this con- 
nection until exterior surface dreinege has been carvried out and 
results observed. Meantime he suggests the linoleum be removed 
end stored for possible future use, the floors cleaned snd left 
et: Mr. Werren extimetes thet to clesn the floors, it would 
st 2) cents per square foot plus $50.00 for moving furniture, 
amounting in ell to approximately $162.00. 
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On the basis of the foregoing, the minimum total 
estimated cost for operations thet Mr. Warren recommends should 
be carried out this summer would be: <- 


(a) Application of waterproofing to penthouse walls, 
repeirs to existing fleshings and treatment of 
Copings with Copper COVETING..cscccccscceseseree 8200.00 


(b) Surface drainage Works cccccsecscccsccsscccscee 830.00 


(c) Removing linoleum, cleaning flo.rs etc., in

(4) Engineer's expenses end contingenciese.s....ssees 300.00

If a plastic coumpound were used on copings the 
total estimated cost would be $700.00 less, or..... $2792.00 


Mr. Webb has concurred in Mr. Werren'’s suggestions 
end recommendations. 


Upon consideration of Mr. Werren's report, we mey say 
thet it confirms our opinion thet weter is being admitted at the 
top of the walls, and thet in all coastel arees copings should 
be of copper in the future. 


Regarding the demp areas in the besement, it is possible 
thet installation of surface dreinage works would improve con~ 
ditions; but in view of the cost involved without assurance of 
satisfaction, the expenditure is not considered justifiable. It 
is felt thet until the results of leaving the cement finish 
exposed, have been observed, this portion of the work should be 
deferred. 


In view of all the ciroumstences, it is felt that 
during the coming summer, when the walls have thoroughly dried 
out work covering i tems le), (¢) and (d) in the above list of 
operations should be cerried out omitting item (b). 


It is felt thet if receulking of window and door 
frames is necessary, it should be included in work carried out 
this summer. Mr. Werren's estimate for this item is $220.00 


On this besis the total cost including supervision, 
would be approximately $2882.00, and it is considered advisable 
thet this emount be mde aveilable to this Service by the Indien 
Affeirs Brench. If wertime restrictions prevant the use of 
Sakbo. in the work the actual expenditure would be spproximately 

200.00 


If work is to be carried out, w@ should be authorized 
to purchase materiels and engage labour to the best advantage 
locally.

After consideration of this report the 
Chief Engineer, Mr. Mills, has embodied his recommendations 
in a memorandum, dated April 8rd, 1944, copy of which is 
enclosed for your information. 


Mr. Mills' recommendations are concurred in. 
In brief they are that the following work items should be 
carried out during the coming summer,- 
(1) Application of waterproofing to penthouse walls, 
repairs to existing flashings and treatment of 
coping with copper covering  cecesceeeveeeeees $2,200.

DEPUTY MINISTER. 


In resvonse to a request received by the 
Superintendent of Yelfare and Training from the Chief 
Executive Acsistant, I am sending forward herewith 
copies of memoranda relating to certain repairs which 
appear to be urgently needed at the Alberni Indian 
Residential School. 


Pr. Dorey, in a letter dated April 20, 1944, 
expressed a desire to discuss with the Minister ways and 
means of dealing with the deficit thet hos accumulated 
at this school. Hr. “. R. Butehart, in his last audit 
report on this school, states that the net overdraft at 
the bank at that time amounted to $3,653, 56 and that, 
in addition, there were other liabilities, including 
unpaid salaries for December, maxing & total of $5,951.74. 
The authorized enrolment at the Alberni School is °25 and 
per capita grant is at the rate of $170.90. 


I have reviewed, somewhat hurriedly, the audit 
reports on @ number of our residential schools. T an 
disposed to think that a substantial number of our schools 
do not differ to any appreciable extent, so far as 
deficits are concerned, from the Alberni institution. In 
this connection may I refer to my memorandum to you dated 
November £5, 1943, and particularly to a letter received 
by the Chief of the Training Division from the Principal 
of the St. Mary's Indian Residential Sehool, Mission, 
British Columbia, sent forward therewith. 


The Principal of the St. George's Residential 
School, Lytton, 3. C., where # per capita grant of $190.00 
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4s paid, stated in a letter dated December £6, 1948:- 


"T feel sure the Department realize that the 
present financial assistance we receive is cvite 
inadequate to meet the needs of present dey demands. 

The only way I know of to make that financial assistance 
suffice is to eut down on the food and clothing received 
by the pupils and put more boys to work instesd of hiring 
extra lebour. But ve should not do these things; at 
least I would rather leave than do them. The SO¢ a day 
which we receive as our per capita allowance seens 2lto- 
gether too small, compared with £2.00 per day or more 
allowed at hospitals". 


Mr.%. Re Butchart, in his last audit report on 
the Sandy Bay Residential Behool, dated October 25, 1942, 
statest- 


"The cost of operation per -upil per year works 
out at $206.85, an inerease of #26,.03 over the operating 
costs for the preceding yerr. The rate of increase is 
even larger than this figure would indicate, as the average 
pupilage of 98.8 is up 9.2, The only apparent liabilities, 
other than August accounts, were arrears in saleries. At 
the end of August $1,750 was owing to the Oblate fathers 
on account of the principal's and assistant principal's 
fo peta There was also an amount of $440 owing to the 

sters. 


The per capita grant at this sehool is $165. 


In his report on the Peigan R.C. Residential 
Sehool, dated May 7, 194%, Mr. Butehart states:~- 


"The cost of operation per day "as up $4.38. 
The cost of operation per pupil per year was quite high 
at $224.20, an increase of £28.55. This increase mey be 
traced to {nereased farm costs, clothing, ete. Per capita 
grant allowed at this school is #155." 


There has been a substantial increase in the cost 
of providing food, clothing, educetion end shelter for 
Indian pupils at residential schools during the last 
couple of years. A rough estimete would place this cost 
at approximately $29.90 per pupil. I should point out 
that these deficits have been accruing despite the fact 
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that an additional #10.90 per pupil has been paid during 
the last two years. The records indicate that the Nepart- 
ment has never at any time during the last 30 years 

assumed responsibility for a deficit at a residential 
sehool, and I am not at all sure that re should accept 
responsibility in the case of Alberni. It 1s just possible 
that the churches may be able to reduce these deficits 
somewhat when they receive the $15.99 per pupil cost-of- 
‘iving bonus during the present calendar year. Wovwever, 
repairs are urgently needed at a number of our schools. 

The non-Catholic schools have experienced difficulty in 
securing the staff necessary to carry on. A very disturb- 
ing feature of our residential school work is the number 
of principals that have recently resigned:- Rev, Father i. 
de Bretagne, Cu'Appelle Sehool, Lebret, Sask.; ev. Father 
J. °. Mackey, Shubenacadie esidential School, Nova Scotia; 
Rev. C. N. Middleton, Elkhorn Resifential Sehool, Fl«horn, 
Manitoba; Rev. R. T. Chapin, Brandon Residential Sehool, 
Brandon, Manitoba; and Rev, R. C. Scott, Alberni Residen- 
tial Sehool, Alberni, British Colunbia. 


The suegestion has been made from time to time 
and emphasized in a memorandim dated Yay 351, 1940, prep~ 
ared by the Superintendent of Welfare and Trsining, that 
an attempt should be made to maintain a number of residen- 
tiel schools where these schools are most urgently needed, 
even thouch we had to close a number of the older and 
more dilapidated schools in order to do so, This is a 
matter that might well be discussed with representatives 
of the churches at a conference called for this purpose, 


In respect to conditions at Alberni, we have not, 
as you are no doubt aware, an inspector of Indian schools 
in British Columbia at this time. In view of ell the 
circumstances, however, it might be advisable to have Mr. 
F. E. Anfielé, Indian feent at Bella Coole, who hes had 
years of experience eas a teacher and as principsl of a 
residentiel school, make a thorough investigation of the 
school, ih associstion with [ndian Commissioner MacXay. 
Sach investigation should undoubtedly be made and certain 
recommendetions, with respect to the future, considered 
before a final decision is reached with respect to the 


best ways of dealing with the deficit. pu"

As you are aware, work is now being carried out at 
the above, to prevent water infiltration through the copings 
and parapet walls. When operations conneoted with resetting 
of copper flashings were started under the supervision of 
Mr. Warren, it was discovered that decomposition had begun in 
several areas of the wooden roof deck. Mr. Webb reported this 
matter, and was authorized by this office to carry out repairs 
to the roof deck to an amount of $185.00 which was possible 
from funds transferred to us for the project by Indian Affairs. 
He was requested to advise this office if this amount would 
be sufficient. 


When the known areas were opened up, Mr. Warren was 
able to inspect the underside of the whole roof deck, and found 
that extensive deterioration has occurred, adjacent to the 
parapets and pent house. Evidence of dampness is visible in 
other areas; but Mr. Warren is taking measures to prevent 
decay of the deck in these places by the installation of roof 
vents. While the felt and gravel roof was reported to be 
sound, repairs to the deck have necessitated lifting a consider- 
able amount of the covering. Most of the needed replacement ‘ 
of deck timber has already been carried out, and the felt and 
gravel roof restored where affected. On the 29th ultimo, one 
area had still to be investigated. To cover the cost of all 
repairs required, Mr. Webb estimates an additional amount of 
$800.00 will be necessary. 


It is recommended that this amount be made available 
by the Indian Affairs Branch for the work. 


We expect to be advised shortly that all work on 
the roof and copings at the school has been completed.

In a discussion with Mr. Mills this morning he 
advises me that further details have now been received and 
that an additional amount of $600 will be sufficient to pay 
for the extra work. It will be appreciated, therefore, if this 
additional amount could be made available which would bring

Mr. Mills states that the construction details 
of the roof seeing have been fully discussed’ with our Architect, 
Mr. Buck, and in future metal flashing work will be extended 
to prevent any similar occurrence. Our Architeot feels that 
the original construction details were Sound if first-class 
workmanship is obtained, but at the present time there is 
always the possibility of some defect in the stone coping work 
that may result in leaks and damages later on.

There has recently been considerable corres- 
pondence between this Office, Mr. Indian Agent Ashbridge and 
the Rev. A. E. Caldwell, Principal of the Alberni Indian 
Residential School, regarding requirements in the way of desks, 
beds, and mattresses at the School. 


From information received, it would appear 
that the authorized pupilage at the School is 225 and the 
presént enrollment is 228. Beds in good order at the School 
number 201 and additional desks required total 24, 


Mr. Ashbridge's letter of September 19th in 
this connection is attached hereto and, although it is stated 
that 23 mattresses are required for replacements, Mr. Caldwell 
recently informed me that it will be possible to do without 
these for another year. It will be noted that these require- 
ments are based on a probable increase in the authorized 
pupilage but, aside from this, it would appear that there are 
not suffiéient beds at the School to provide sleeping accommoda- 
tion for the present enrollment. 


Quotations on beds and mattresses from 
Simmons Ltd. and the Restmore Manufacturing Co. are attached 
hereto, together with a quotation from the Clarke & Stuart Co.

You will remember that sume time ago I discussed 
with you the situation at Alberni, following on my discovery of the 
fact that during the period covered by the Auditor's statements 
for the years1941 and 1943, $2,313.52 was paid out of the School 
account for Building and Repairs, and in the next eleven months, 
$217.90. Mr. Hoey can no doubt give you the Auditor's statements. 


Dear Mr. Jackson: 


I beg to enclose herewith - 


1.- Statement showing these items, and then those 
which are properly chargeable to Building and Repairs.~- According to 
our figures, there was expended \$2,214.53,) covered by invoices and 
receipts, for Building and Repairs, properly should not have 
come out of the funds of the School. 


2.- A similar set of figures for the second period,- 


3.- Vouchers covering these expenditures (under 
separate cover).=- 


You will note that the bookkeeper has very carefully 
noted the full amount of the statement or invoice and the amount which 
is properly chargeable to Building and Repairs, and the purpose for 
wich the money was spent. I am leaving these accounts in the original 
file. 


I am also sending you copy of the letter which we have 
received from Mr, Woollard, the bookkeeper of the School. 


We trust that you will fina these vouchers in order, 
and that we shall in due course be hearing from you.

Dear Dr. Dorey: 


The Invoices and Statements, with cheques showing payment, 
which are going forward today are the ones which meke up the $2313.52 
spent on Building and Repairs from March lst, 1941 to Feb. 26th, 1943, 
and the $217.90 spent under the same heading from March Ist, 1943 to 
January 3lst, 1944. Though you suggested we send invoices and receipts 
for building and repsirs for the rest of this year, we cannot do this 
unless we secure duplicates from the firms, as we need the originels 
and the cheques for the Auditor. We shall be digging into them to 
see just whet the expenditures were for a little iater. 


As Mr. Caldwell has mentioned in his letter, we have deducted 
some amounts 9s not really Building and Repair expenditures. This is 
particularly so witn our accounts with hardware companies, and we have 
deducted such tnings as electric light bulbs. Also, the expenditures 
on the "Dewn" have been deducted, in so far as we could locate them. 

In other instances we have cherged to Building and Repairs amounts which 
were put under Household Equipment on these invoices. This was partly 
necessary becs e an invoice would be marked a certain amount for B.& R. 
with no check marks showing which came into the amount. We have therefore 
marked what we now think is chargeable, and it has often made a larger 
figure, and often a smaller one. Therefore, though the Cash Book entries 
for this period (March lst, 1941 - Jan. 3lst, 1944) total $2531.42, the 
revised total is $2214.53. These deductions have #11 been indicated on 
the covering page for each invoice. 


We have extracted from the cash book the name of the firm; 
the amount for Building and Repsirs; and the House Equipment Manual 
Training and other expense if all paid by the same cheque and on the 
same invoice; and put the cheque number, its full amount, and the date 
it was issued. This is being sent in quadruplicate, and is an accurate 
statement of 911 expenses for Bb. & R. as checked by the Auditor. 
Because there were two audits, the extracts are in two sections. 


We could have left #11 the invoices in this order, i.e. as in 
the extracts. But it would have scattered tne invoices for each firm all 
over the place. Mr. Scott felt it would be better to do the final job 
with each firm invoices together, and it has proven the best system. May 
I say here that Mr. Scott did a great deal to nail down invoices to parti- 
cular jobs, and remark invoices where the B.& R. amounts were indefinite. 


I trust that these invoices are now in shape for the Department 
to consider 4 claim for a refund. Should there be other information 
required, I shall do all I can to supply it.

I have yours of February 8th, which, in spite of any 
desire which I might have to argue with you or with the Treasury 
Board, I must say is reasonable. 


We are grateful to you for pointing out to the 
Official concerned that the conditions at Alberni were somewhat 
unusual; but I can assure you that the point of view of the Treasury 
Department is one that we have arain and again brought to the 
attention of many a minister and official on an aid-receiving charge. 
It is to us a matter of some satisfaction to note that the Depart- 
ments of the Government have the same problems that face the Board 
of Home Missions and that they try to solve them in about the same 
way, with, I should judge, about the same decree of success. 


I can assure you that we shall try to do all inour 
power to co-operate with you and the Department of the Treasury in 
the matters to which you refer. We should like you to know that we 
appreciate the fact that even Government officials believe that the 
reign of law does not always and inevitably supersede the operation 
of grace!

May I refer to your letter dated October 
15, 1944, addressed by you to Mr. C. W. Jackson. 


You may remember that itemized statements 
of expenditures made by the Principal of the Alberni Sehool 
during the years 1941 - 42 - 43, were sent forward with that 
letter. 


In view of the difficulty we have experienced 
since the receipt of that letter in obtaining the authority 
necessary before payments could be made, I have been wonder ing 
if you would care to euphasize when writing to the Principals 
of your Residential Schools the desirability of having all 
vouchers for expenditures at their schools submitted prior to 
March 3lst in each fiscal year, The representative of the 
Treasury Board with whom I have discussed this matter expressed 
the hope that all such expenditures would, in future, be paid 
in full during the fiscal year in which they were actually in- 
curred. He pointed out that it was exceedingly difficult, ir 
not impossible, to disburse Parliamentary appropriations at all 
equitably if the practice which appears to have been adopted 
during the last two or three years at Alberni became at all com- 
mon. 


In this connection, I pointed out to the official 
that conditions at Alberni have been somewhat unusual and that the

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destruction of the classroom building by fire had caused 
the Principal a great deal of annoyance end inconvenience. 
However, I promised him that the matter would be brought 
to the attention of the Chureh officials co-operating with 
us in the operation of our Residential Schools.

Dear Dr. Dorey: 


I am enclosing copies of four letters regarding the water 
supply to the school. As you will see, we were paying a flat rate of 
$27.50 per month. The Town of Alberni, our source of supply, apparently 
passed a bye-law basing the rate on meter reading. Mr. Warren, from the 
Engineering Branch, spent a great deal of time here last fall trying to 
locate a water supply for the school and the adjacent reserve. It is 
apperent that the change in rate was known to him then, yet nothing what- 
ever was said to me about it. The account for January, amounting to 
$100.40, was the first intimation I received of the advance. 


If this matter is entirely in the hands of the Engineering 
Branch....that is, the matter of water supply for the school, is it 
reasonable for this Branch to obligate the school to such an item of 
expenditure without at least notifying us, or even to so obligate us 
with notification? Further, if the water supply for the school is one 
of the functions of this Branch, and if it alone is responsible to the 
Department of Indian Affairs for such supply, (as appears from the fact 
that the school was ignored in any negotiation) why was not a definite 
agreement made by this Branch with the source of supply at the time the 
school was built? My. Warren advises me that he knows of no such agree~ 
ment. This places us at the comple te mercy of our source of supply as 
to both the supply of water and the expense of such supply, and also places 
the school under the necessity of assuming, out of revenue funds, any 
obligation the Engineering Branch sees fit to burden us with. ‘The whole 
thing looks “screwy” to mB. 


The local engineer for the Town water supply told me today 
that Mr. Warren told him that his investigations last fall into 4 separate 
source of water supply for the school and the reserve showed it would 
cost about $32,000.00 to put one in. Who was going to stand this expense? 
Certainly not the school. If, therefore, it was the intention of the 
Government to assume such expense to provide us with 4 water supply, why 
should not the Government assume the cost of the present water supply, 
at least over and above a reasonable cost which the school can afford 
to pay?

Dear Mr. Warren: 


I wonder if you have any record of any agreement 
entered into between the school and the Town of Alberni regarding 
water rates. We have apparently been paying a flat rate of $27.50 
per month. Without notifying us (until they sent the January account) 
apparently a bye-law was passed establishing a charge by meter read~ 
ing which puts our charge up to $100.40 for the month of January. 
Probably our summer consumption would be higher than the present, but 
we can figure on an expense of $1200.00 a year for water alone. This 
would be prohibitive to school finances. 


I scarcely think that the Department would make 4 
definite hook-up to any utility without some agreement as to con~- 
tinuity and cost of supply, otherwise we are completely at the 
mercy of the vendor. 


Will you please advise me re this and whether it 
comes within the scope of your Department?

Dear Sir: 


Regarding the new water rates of the Town of Alberni, we 
had some correspondence with the town a few months ago in which they 
advised us that there would be 4 new rate structure commencing the 
first of January this year, From that we gathered that your rate would 
be somewhat higher than you were peying last year. However, it was not 
realised that the increase now in effect would be as high as the account 
you have enclosed shows. 


We have no information as to any agreement in effect 
between the Town and the Indian Affairs Branch. If there is such an 
agreement, most likely the Indian Agent or the Indian Commissioner 
would be in possession of & Copye I understand the school has been 
taking water from the Town of Alberni for at least 25 years so that 
any agreement would have been entered into prior to that time. Pos- 
sibly if you would take up the matter direct with the Council, you 
might secure some alleviation owing to the fact that you convey the 
water from their pipeline to your property. 


The consumption of water amounts to about 20,000 gallons 
per day or approximately 100 gallons per head. This would appear to 
be rather @ high rate for & single building. Possibly it would be 
desirable to investigate the pipelines at the institution in order 
to determine if this high rate is due to leaks. A very small leak 
would run away with several thousand gallons per day and in the soil 
around the school such a leak would not be in evidence on the surface.

Dear Mr. Warren: Re File 33615-1_ Water Supply 


I have your letter of Feb. 6th, replying to my advice to 
you re s@ in the water rates of the school in January - 
from $27.5 ter rate for the month of Jan- 
uarye I have been trying to ge ith some responsible party in 
connection with the water supply from the Town of Alberni and just today 
succeeded in talking to Mr. Me Gillivray, who &ppears to be in charge of 
the water system. 


Mr. McGillivray tells me that your computation of 20,000 
galls a day, which seemed to me to be impossible (and which you said was 
*rather high") is not an excessive rate of gonsumption.e In fact, he tells 
that the minimum consumption allowed on the system is 60 galls per day 
per capita. fhe consumption runs from tnat rate up to 500 galls pr capita. 
Our rate is about 77 galls per capita, not including thefarm stocks 


Mr. McGillivray #1so tells me that he has been reading the 
meter attached just off the Town main pipe line, leading to the school, 
for the past six months, and that he had discussed the school water con- 
sumption with you. In your letter you say that there has been corres~ 
pondence between your Department and the Town regarding the new rate 
structure commencing the lst of January. As the school is apparently 
expected to discharge the expense of water supply out of the maintenance 
revenue, I cannot understand why we were not advised about the change, 
and the probable enormous increase in cost, until we received the January 
rate account. 


It is the opinion of the town engineer that there is no 
pipe leak on school property and thet the water consumption is not excessive. 
We may reasonably expect @ somewhat larger consumption during the summer 
months. Therefore we can estimate a water expense of from $1200.00 to 
$1400.00 per years With our present revenue this expense is prohibitive. 
If no agreement was entered into between your Department and the Town of 
Alberni when this present school was built and connected to the town water 
supply the school can have no guarantee of 4 continuous supply or & sustaaned 
rate. I do not know what department would have the function of establishing 
a utility agreement, but it seems to me that when we have & known and set 
income for maintenance purposes, we should also have 4& known and set rate 
on utilities. 


I mentioned the matter of some possible alleviation to Mr. 
McGillivray, as you suggested, by reason of the fact that we convey the 
water from the Town pipeline to our property, @ fact of which I was not 
aware and which further obligates the school to the upkeep of this intake 
line, and responsibility for any leakages therein, but he said the rate 
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struck was by the Utilities Commission and approved by the W.P.T. Board. 
How this increase in rate can be reconciled with the war-time principle 
of tne stabilization of prices, I do not know. 


I would be glad to have any suggestions you may be able 
to offer re the whole situation.

classrooms. It is considered thet « similar change would be desir- 
able in the Alberni School Classroom Building. It is not thought 
that any other changes are necessary: 


The original drawings can be used therefore, with only the 
small revisions in plans and elevations necessitated in the changed 
position of the cloak rooms. 


The specifications however, must be re-written, as the original 
specifications cover the combined construction of both the Residen- 
tial Building and Classroom Building. 


In connection with the decision by Indian Affairs to proceed 
with work on the building this year, we mey say that very little 
progress will have been made by March Slst next, and it is a cere 
tainty that practically all funds made available will have to be 
re-voted next year.

I have to report that I today inspected the 
site of the former classroom building at the Alberni 
Sesidentiel School and find the concrete walls cracked 
in several places; and the corner posts crumbled. 

The inside faceings are badly crumbled and burned, but 
appear to be quite solid and firm.

At the time of inspection it was Training tee 
and it had been reining for several days, but there was 
little or no water on the floor, which is completely open to 
to the weather and which would indicate good drainage.

Following your instructions of January 4, an 
inspection was made of the residential sohool building and 
the remaining foundations of the classroom building at the 
above mentioned sohool on January 7 to January 10. 

Mr. J. D. Nicol, Chief Engineer of the Marwell 
Construction Company Limited, and Mr. W. Watt, President 
of the Acme Plumbing and Heating Service, were also at the 
inspection and their reports are submitted as appendices to 


this memorandum, 


Seesoneen Basleme - Indian Residential School, 
Ce SS 


This building was erected in 1939-1940 by the 
Marwell Construction Company Limited of Vancouver, at the 
same time as the Residential School on the reserve whioh 
lies along the river approximately three miles from Alberni, 
as shown on Plan No. 1. The Glassroom building of frame 
construction was completely destroyed by fire in 191, shortly 
after it had been completed. The only remaining parts of the 
building are the concrete walls, conorete basement floor and 
concrete footings. 

This report will answer the questions asked in 
the letter from Mr. Mills, dated November 23, 1945. 


"will it be peek ic to re-use any of the existing concrete 
8 or fi safety?" 


Concrete Walls 


The walls were constructed 12 inches thick without 
any reinforcement being used. From the ground level to the 
top of the walls they are very badly cracked, especially 
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near the corners of the building, where some have opened up 
to one-half inoh in places. In one place between window 
openings, the wall has crumbled so badly that it has 
completely disappeared, 

Below the sill level of the windows to the level 
of the floor numerous cracks can be seen in the walls and 
they have been very badly pitted in large areas from the 
excessive heat of the fire to a maximum depth of four and 
one-quarter inches. 

From the above I have come to the conclusion the 
walls should be cut off at floor level, which is approx- 
imately two and one-half feet below ground level. 

Attached, as Appendix I, is the report of Mr. 
Nicol of the Marwell Construction Company, which agrees with 
the above conclusion. 

Footings 

The conorete footings have not been harmed in any 
way by the fire; therefore, if the same type of frame 
building is to be reconstructed, they may be used with safety 
as before. 

Concrete Floor 

The half of the floor which is nearest to the 
residential building is in quite good shape. The surface of 
the other half has spalled badly in quite large areas. It is 
believed that a new floor surface should be laid over the 
entire original floor. 


"What demolition work, removal of debris, eto. will be 
necessary?" are 
Tne basement has already been completely cleared 


of debris under the direction of the School authorities. 
The only work necessary now is the removal of the conorete 


walls as mentioned in Paragraph "a" above.

Since it is suggested that the present existing 
walls should not be used again, this question has not been 
dealt with.

As previously suggested, a new floor surface should 
be placed over the existing basement floor. No additional 
work is required on the footings. The balance of the concrete 
work should be removed, 

Conolusions on Concrete 

Conorete walls to be cut off at the present basement 
floor level. 
New walls poured on top of cut-off, doweled to footing to 
increase strength. 
Present basement floor to be well cleaned with water and 
wire brush before new covering poured. Suggest a two- 
inch floor surface which would cover the new cold water 
supply pipes, which may be laid over existing concrete 
floor, 
The existing floor could be grooved to hold these pipes, 
It is believed that it would be quicker to lay new pipes 
than to test and repair the ones now buried in the exist- 
ing floor. 
Some water-proofing material should be placed on top of 
present floor and around the bottom of the new walls.

During the inspection of the classroom building it 


was raining especially hard and all drains were working with

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the exception of one. It is believed this one, which ts 
the floor drain nearest the residential school, could be 
Gleared very easily with a proper clean-out rod. It was 
tried by using a piece of pipe, but the block must be past 
the first turn as the pipe wouldn't reaoh it. 

It is believed all the soil drains do work as the 
surface of the ground around the building was kept 
comparatively dry, although there was quite a downpour at 
the time, 

All the toilet sewers are completely open and work 
well, 


“Provide a detailed sketch of the flow and return piping at 
the bollers and circulating pumps in the Residential 


Building, showing all valves, air vents and piping sizes." 


Shown on attached Plan No. 2. 
"Make a careful examination of all existing cast-iron 
radiators, If any of these appear fit for re-use, prepare 


a list showing the number of columns, number of sections 
and their height. This will be necessary in replucing any 


old units in new positions." 
At the time of the inspection the radiators had 


been removed from the site of the classroom building and 

had been stored under a shelter ina field approximately 

300 yards distant. This fact made it very difficult to test 
them as they had to be carried to a water line by hand, Mr, 
Watt of the Aome Plumbing and Heating Service suggested 
testing one of them with 30 lbs. water pressure and then 
having the rest tested by a man on the site who was familiar 
with boiler work. 

The above was done, The radiator which was tested 
on the day of the inspection was found to be in good con- 
dition, A few of the radiators were found to have broken 
or cracked columns caused probably when the classroom 


building collapsed, 
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Attached at Appendix [I is a report from Mr. A, EB, 
Caldwell, Principal of the Indian Residential Sehool, 
indicating the results of the tests on the radiators, 

Those radiators, which are to be used again in the 
proposed new building, will require a complete scrubbing 
with wire brushes and sprayed with paint. At the present 
time they are in a very rusty condition, 

"Provide a detailed sketch of the boxed trench or conduit 
through which supply and return hot water heating lines were 
carried to the Classroom Building. Give Sizes, and type of 
insulation as used in construction, and state what amount of 
the boxed trench can be re-used, also state what additional 
piping, such us hot and cold water, electrical conduit, ete., 
was installed therein," 

The conduit which contains the pipes running from 
the residential building to the Classroom building is of a 
concrete box construction with 4-inch walls and floor, and 
with a 2=inch cedar plank cover, The attached Plan No, 3 
shows the construction of this conduit, The only insulation 
used in the construction appears to be a lining of #-ineh 
boards with a bituminous paper between them and the concrete, 
This information was furnished by the Marwell Construction 
Company, and it is born out by inspection of either end of 
the trenoh, 

The conduit appears to be in g004 condition, except 
for the six feet of it adjoining the remains of the Class- 
room building. The lining of the trench for this six-foot 
distance has been charred badly from the heat of the fire, 
also the insulation on the pipes for some six feet requires 
replacement, 


"Obtain pipe sizes for hot and cold water lines carried to 
Classroom Building, and show by sketch where they have been 


disconnected from system."

One - #-inch hot water supply to classroom building, 
insulated with 3-ply asbestos air cell Covering. This 
supply is shut off by a valve situated over the hot 
water boiler in the residential building, 
Two - 2}-inch return and supply for radiators in the 
Classroom building. These two pipes are also insulated 
with 3-ply asbestos air cell covering. Both these 
pipes are shut off by valves in the boiler room of the 
residential school and are shown on the attached plan. 
One - 1+ inoh cold water supply to classroom building, 
This pipe is turned off by means of a valve situated at 
end of conduit in the basement floor of classroom 
building, 
One - 2 inch cold water supply which it is reported by 
the contractors was the fire protection supply for the 
building and is at maximum town pressure. This pipe 
also supplies water to the barn on the property, and is 
connected to the 2 inch main at some point between the 
two school buildings. There is a valve which can shut 
off this supply at the entrance of the conduit in the 
residential building, but it is left open so that water 
may be supplied to the barn, At the present time thé 
2 inch pipe has been "plugged" at the classroom end of 
the conduit, which allows a water supply to the barn to 
be maintained. 

Neither of the cold water pipes have any insulation 
on them through the length of the Conduit. They are 
buried about one and one-half feet which gives sufficient 


frost protection in this district. 
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“Obtain from a reliable source, what boiler water temperatures 

should be carried under cold weather conditions, and upon 

what bases the heating piping ecizees were determined, so that a 

proper balance may be established between the two buildings in 
e ro-ds of wo ° w _Classroo . 

The attached letter from Mr. William Watt of the 
Aome Plumbing and Heating Service as Appendix III answers 
this question. 

ba @ ormat on Boilers 

The hot water heating system is supplied by two 
"Supreme Two Pass Steel Tubular Type Boilers”, size 42 inches 
by 84 inches by 67 inches, Nos. 8960 and 8961. Each has 4 
horsepower rating of 31. These boilers are authorized for a 
pressure of 20 lbs. per square inch. 

The engineer in charge of the boiler room at the 
school reports that the highest temperature at which the 
boilers were ever kept was 145 degrees during one very cold 
week. 

Generally the boilers are kept at temperatures of 
130 degrees inwinter and 125 degrees during summer, 

The hot water supply for the building is a steam 
boiler No. 44912, size 36 inches by 10 feet by 68 inches, 


with a horsepower rating of 35.5.

On January ninth, the writer made an 
inspection of the foundation walls and slab of the 
Classroom block that had been Gestroyed by fire at 
the Port Alberni Indian School, 


These walls are in poor condition, 
being badly damaged by the fire. The inner faces 
are spalled in many places to a depth of four inches. 
There are a considerable number of bad cracks and 
the re-use of these walls would not be deemed 
advisable, It is suggested that they be removed to 
the present slab level and re-built from there as 
the footing does not appear to be damaged, 


The present slab is damaged in spots 

but by covering this with a two and one half inch 
concrete slab, making provision for waterproofing 

a first-olass repair can be affected. Waterproofing 
would be best carried out by the use of Sternson's 
Ferrotite No, 600 in combination with No, 610, one 
yoerts ae the waterproofing and the other the bond- 
ng agent,

carried around 130% under cold weather, 


The steam main was originally carried 
across basement ceiling and no doubt this would 
be done in the new building, and the hot and cold 
water piping for the plumbing fixtures which will 
have to be renewed could be carried alongside of 
the heating main in ceiling of busement to partition 
where fixtures are located. 


We have put one of the radiators under a 
water test of 30 tos. pressure and have found same 
0.k., We have recommended that the rest of the 
radiators be tested with water and if they stand 
up under the water test, they will be all right to 
use in the new building.

I am enclosing a copy of a letter to the Encineering 
Branch which is self-explanatory. 


I may say that I knew nothine about the proposed 
increase in water rates by resorting to the meter readine system 
until I received the January account. The Town engineer informs me 
that the whole matter was discussed with Mr. Warren while he was here 
a few months ago, that Mr. Warren had been told what the meter reading 
of consumption was for the past six months, and Mr. Warren admits in 
his letter to me of Feb. 6th that the Town of Alberni had some corres- 
»ondence with the Engineering Department advising of the proposed increase 
in rates. 


I certainly feel that the school should have had some 
intimation of this negotiation and correspondence when, presumably, the 
cost is expected to come out of school revenue. I do not know what 
Department is responsible for the water sunply to the school, but I 
certainly think that some avreement, of some permamency should have been 
entered into by that Department with the Town of Alberni, or with 
whatever source our water supply came from, at the time of the building of 
this school. 


I would be glad if you would take this matter up with the 
Department of Indian Affairs. Obviously, there can be little hope 
of the recovery of the school from its present financial difficulties 
if we are to be confronted with unforeseen permanent increase in 
operational expenditure such as this. If the school is compelled 
to assume this expense, our only prospect, as long as war-tive conditions 
continue, is of increasing deficit.

The question of the increase in cost of water to 
the school has been referred to the Provincial Public Utilities 
Commission for review. 


The Commission accepted the rate as set by the 
Ceoporation of the City of Alberni for filing.

I have your letter of the 15th instant, enclosing copy 
of communication received from Mr. Caldwell, with regard to the 
new classroom at the Alberni Residential school. 


I discussed the contents of both letters with the 
Director yesterday afternoon. 


There is considerable merit in many of the suggestions 
contained in Mr. Caldwell's letter, but some of these would have 
very far-reaching effects and would involve increased expenditure 
and consequent increases in the per capita allowance. Possibly 
such increase will have to receive careful consideration in the 
near future, but at the present time we are not in a position to 
make any decision in the matter. 


With reference to the request for e larger classroom 
building than the Department proposes to erect, we can see that 
such a building is probably necessary, However, we might just 
as well be frank between ourselves on the matter, and if such 
@ radical change in plans and specifications were made at the 
present time, it is extremely doubtful if we would even have 
the building started this year. After all, four new classrooms 
should improve conditions, when it is taken into account that 
there is no classroom building available now. 


From Government decisions published in the news- 
papers, you are aware of the intention to push the erection of 
private homes and to curtail on the erection of publid buildings. 
As a matter of fact, we only hope to obtain this year one third 
of the number of buildings that we had expected to erect on 
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reserves throughout Canada during the summer of 1946. one 
of the buildings we did obtain is the classroom building 
at Alberni. As intimated above, the situation is that we 
either obtain four classrooms or we obtain nothing.

If we are to provide for full school day instruction, 
which I should say is desirable, instead of the half-day 
system now in operation, the new building should have six or 
seven classrooms.

Dear Mr. Phelan: Re; Water Leakage, Alberni School 


I should like to put in writing some of the facts which 
I discussed with you last week, 


On January 19th, 1945, the Town of Alberni put the School 
on ameter. Up to that time they had been paying a flat rate of $27.50 
per month, When the Principal received the bill for January, he found 
that he was asked to pay $100.40. On February 30th, he communicated 
with Mr, Warren, 744 W. Hastings Street, Vancouver, of the Surveys and 
Engineering Branch of your Department, asking if he had any record of any 
agreement entered into between the School and the Town of Alberni regard- 
ing water rates; so that he certainly exercised due diligence in advising 
your Department about this matter after getting his bill. Mr. C.E. Webb, 
District Engeineer, replied, stating: 


"Regarding the new water rates of the town of Alberni, we had 
some correspondence with the town a few months ago in which they 
advised us that there would be a new rate structure commenc ing 
the first of January this year. From that we gathered that your 
rate would be somewhat higher than you were paying last year. 
However, it was not realized that the increase now in effect would 
be as high as the account you have enclosed shows." 

"The consumption of water amounts to about 20,000 gallons per 
day or approximately 100 gallons per head. This would appear to 
be rather a high rate of consumption for a Single building. Pos- 
sibly it would be desirable to investigate the pipelines at the 
institution in order to determine if this high rate of consumption 
is due to leaks. A very small leak would run awey with several 


thousand gallons per day and in the soil around the school such a 
leak would not be in evidence on the surface," 


My first observation is that it seems a strange way of pro- 
ceeding that the Town of Alberni should have discussed with the Department 
the 
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Indian Affairs Branch- oe 2 


@. setting up of a new rate structure, which the Engineer could see 
would mean an increased cost to the School, without the School being in 
any way notified... It would seem to me that we might expect that your 
Department would refund the difference between the $27.50 which they 

had been paying and the rate which the Department agreed to pay - or 
agreed that the Town of Alberni should charge. It is the Department 
which made the agreement with the Town, and consequently I cannot see 
why the School should be asked to pay. I think it is high time that 
such a method of proceeding should be stopped. Either the Department is 
going to assume the responsibility which it incurred by making arrange- 
ments, by which the School is supposed to abide, or the Department should 
confer with the School before it makes such arrangements, 


In any case, the Department's Engineer was not marly 
as much exercised as the Principal - which was natural. They had agreed 
lightheartedly that the School should be charged more, but they did not 
have to pay it, so why should they worry! 


Mr. Caldwell wrote on February 14th to the Engineer and 
to Major MacKay. In his letter to the Engineer, Mr. Caldwell said that 
it was the opinion of the Town Engineer that there wes no pipe leakage 
on the school property and that the water consumption was not excessive. 
I enclose copy of the letter which Mr. Caldwell wrote to Major MacKay 
and a copy of Major MacKay's reply, written in March. 


On the lst May, Mr. Webb of the Surveys and Engineering 
Branch wrote to Mr, Caldwell, suggesting that a check over a period of 
three months would be desirable and asking him to furnish copies of the 
accounts for the past four months - which was done, On May 14th, Mr, 
Webb wrote to Mr. Caldwell, asking that he be kept informed in connection 
with tracing down a probable leak, and it was found at that time that 
they had a leakage of approximately a cubic foot a minute - or to be 
exact ten cubic feet each nine and a half minutes. I understand that 
the leak has been found and the matter corrected, 


May I point out that the water is conveyed from the 
town pipe line to the school by a pipe which has been put in at the ex- 
pense of the Department, and consequently the town is not responsible 
for this. In the second place, may I point out that the Church cannot 
be held responsible for keeping this pipe in good repair -- that is one 
of the obligations of the Department. 


Thirdly, it follows that the pipe, not having been in 
good repair and the Principal having advised the Department immediately 
he found that he was using an excessive amount of water, and the Depart- 
ment not having exercised very much diligence in the matter, we have a 
ae to expect that we shall get a refund of a certain amount, to which 
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: Affairs Branch- 


I shall refer later, 


Finally, I want again to point out that the Department, 
through its Surveys and Engineering Branch, made the agreement with the. 
Town of Alberni for the new rates, without any consultation with the Prin- 
Cipal of the School. 


The amount which we claim is $362.78 and is arrived at 
according to the following table submitted by Mr. Caldwell:

On receipt of your memorandum of 
February 15th, immediate inquiries were made in — to any 
lans that might exist showing cold water pipes under the 
feooneat floor. 


Mr. Mills, Chief Engineer of the 
Engineering and Construction Service, advised that no plans 
showing any mains under the basement slab were ever prepared, 
since ft was not the intention of this Service that water 
lines should be so located. However, to confirm this opinion, 
contact was made with Mr. C.ReCornish, who was Resident Engineer 
when the new building was erected. 


Attached hereto is a copy of a 
memorandum from Mr. Mills, dated February 28th, which indicates 
that in the absence of cold water pipes under the basement slab, 
the leakage must be from sub-surface water under the basement. 

If this is the case, it would be necessary to install the drainage 
system for the site suggested by Mr. Warren about a year ago. 


Before making a definite recommendation 
in this yospect, however, Mr. Mills is getting a further opinion 
from Mr. Webb, District Chief Engineer at Vancouvere

Further to our memorandum of February 26th last regarding water 
penetration in the basement of the above school, which the Principal 
thought was resulting from corroded water lines laid under the base- 
ment slab, additional information is supplied as follows. 


Under date of the 5th instant, lire ‘ebb was requested to arrange 
an inspection and obtein deta which would establish whether, contrary 
so our opinion, water lines had been installed below the basement floor 
slav, or if the trouble was being caused by a seepage of sub-surface 
water. Mr. Webb was requested to supply an estimate for the work he 
considered necessary to rectify the condition. 


However, before \r. Webb received our letter we were advised by 
the Indian Affairs Branch that under cover of a letter to them dated 
February 23rd, Commissioner acKay had forwar v 
school Principal stating that repairs had been carried out. 
the Principal's report the following is quoted: 


"On Mondey Feb. llth, a leakage appeared from the cement wall 

of the students kitchen, behind 4 puilt-in cupboard. The 
cup-board was removed and water leakage discovered from 

broken hollow bricks forming part of the side wall. This 

was traced to the cold water lead-in to the kitchen sinke 

A £" galvanized pipe evidently led from the wetcr main and 

was laid about one foot under the cement floor. No plans 

were obtainable showing the cold water system. re. oshbridge, 
the Indian Agent, was notified and he came to exemine the leak 

on Tuesday afternoon. in the meantime a plumber hed been called 
in, at Mr. Ashbridge's suggestion, to investigate the leak. The 
water appeared to be coming from under the floor and ir. shbridge 
instructed, that if the leak was not found on Tuesday, no further 
work was to be done until instructions were received from the 
Engineer's Branch. 


The kitchen floor was dug up and the § inch galvanized pipe 
uncovered. Several leaks were found, the pipe in question, 
about 15 feet in extent to the main, was found to be com- 
pletely corroded from the outside, with a number of holes 
through which there was considerable leakage under pressure. 
The opinion of the plumber was that the nature of the ground 
which the leaking pipe traversed was responsible for the corr- 
osion, although a similer pipe, leading from the main to the 
staff kitchen in the opposite direction (about one foot of 
which wes uncovered) did not appeer to be similerly corroded. 


. copper pipe was instelled to replace the one corroded and 
leaking, and the trench across the kitehen floor re-filled 
with cement.

QUARTERLY AGENCY REPORT FOR PERTOD ENDING JUNE 30.1946. 


SCHOOLS 


Alberni Res. Sohool was inspected (with Mr. Inspector 
Coleman on April 4th. when conditions were found to be good, 
except for poor conditions of walls on all Northern sides of 
the building, and the Prinoipal's quarters. The School was 
akso inspeoted on June 24th. the day after the earthquake 
which caused considetable damage in the vicinity. The building 
of the school itself appeared to have suffered no ill effeets, 
except for one crack in the ceiling of the junior girls' 
dormitory, which I believe was noticable before, but a small 
amount of dust was shaken out of this and possibly ehlarged 
to a slight extent: also dust was shaken out of other cracks 
which wewe previously noticed. The quarters of the Principal 
suffered several large cracks in most of the rooms, and also 
over doorways. The chimneys amd machinery in both dwellings 
and school do not appear to be damaged. 

The condition of the School on this last inspection 
was the same as on April 4th. still troubled with plaster 
falling off and decaying on all northern walls.

I went over this school on the 4th ult. with 
the Principal and Acting Agent Garrard and would report 
that: 


Floors- A considerable portion of the besement concrete 
floor was sithout covering, the linoleum heving been taken 
up as it hed Lifted in many places owing to the presense 

of moisture. i have seen this floor severs1 times since 
the school was constructed and am fully convinced, contrery 
opinion notwithstanding, thet the moisture found its way 
underneath the covering from the sur/ace end nov from 
underneath the concrete floor end foundation, this also 
being the opinion of the Principal, staff and former Agent. 


Under these conditions I do not consider replace=- 
ment or relaying the linoleum will be sny more satisfactory 
than in the past, but tht consideration should be given to 
an impervious covering applied and »ondaed direct to the 
concrete, the least expensive of which would probably be a 
Mulsomatic surfacing or the more expensive composition, 
‘til s" set in esiphalt. 


Walls- Considerable damace has been done to the surface 

of the inside esst walls, the south wall of the Principal's 
cffice where the plaster and undereost heve s»alled off the 
wall over @ considerable area, and also in the Principal's 
residence on the south well, from moisture penetrating 

from the outside. In the upper floors this is due either 

to the recently instelled copper fleshing over the porous 
artificial stone coping, feiling to reach to the outside 
lower edge of the coping by about 14", consequently shedding 
the rain on this unprotected strip, or ot the imperfect brick 
mortar joint’s, pointing em—weth, or a combination of these. 
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& The inespensive remedy would be waterproofing the exposed 
strip of coping and caulkine its exposed joints. Pointing 
the brickwork will be a Jou of some megnitude and could per- 
haps be deferred until we are able to determine the results 
of tre tment of the coping, or alternetively point only over 
the trouble spots, in addition to the coping treatment. The 
trouble in the Principal's quarters is also, in my opinion, 
due to the porosity of the artificial stone window sills and 
lintels and requires waterproofing with a suitable material 
such as Tremco No. 121 Waterproofing, end joints Ccaulked with 
their compound or similar. As the inside plester affected has 
considerable efflorescence, despite frequent brushing off, it 
may be found necessary to @pply @ seal-cont, a variety of which 
is also put out by the Tremeo people, after the walis ary out 
and before refinishing, Sufficient of these materials, outside 
of pointing the brick joints, should not be expensive. 


The spelling of the Plester in the Principal's 
office, as elsewhere, can Only be remedied, in wy Opinion, b) 
removal of the loose material ana refinishing arter ensuring 
@ proper key for the undercoat. 


Dreinage 


While in Alberni on this Occasion Chief -hewish of 
Shesheht reserve, whose village adjoins the school, complained 
vicorously ageinst the drainage of the school's untreated sewage 
into en open drain through the villege, Creating at times an 
intolerable nuisance and a quégmire deng:rous to small children, 
epart from the health aspects. 


I examined this with the Principal and Agent and 
found the Chief was fully justified in his complaint and it is 
hard to understand Why this drain was located in its present 
position in the first place and why the former Indien Agent, 
as Nealth Officer for the resorve did not order its removal, 
Apparently the sewage is mostly soapy water but it is certain 
that it hes been very offensive, The Principal stated that he 
sank almost to the waist on the reserve in ground softened by 
this discharge. There wes absolutely no need to carry the drain 
to the edge of the village in the first place as it could have 
been taken in @ direct line towards the river. Needless to say, 
this is a matter thet should be remedied without delay regardless

Dear Sir: Repairs to sehool building. 


The following repairs are urgently required:- 

1. BASEME"T FLOORS, including kitchens and students’ dining 

rrom, also pous'@# playrpoms. 
The Tinoleum on the above mentioned floors had 

deterior teddue to dampness, and was renoved in 1944. 
Estimates h»d been submitted for the re-covering of the 
floors in the summer of 1944 snd again in the summer of 
1945. It was decided by the Power end Water Bureau to 
delay the regovering until 1945 to determine whether the 
moisture which had spoilt the linoleum was caused by seepage 
up through the floor. 


To date it has not appeeara@i thet any moisture is 
seeping through the floor. It would appear that the prime 
cause of the deterioration was the foulty cementing or the 
lincleum to the cement floor, permitting water to get under 
the liroleum when the floor is being scrubbed or when leakage 
occured in water pipes. It is requested that the floors be 
recovered, preferably with some mastic substance, during the 
vacetion months of July or August of this year, for the 
following reasons: 


(a) The amount of lapour involved in keeping the 
cement floors clean in the kitchens and dining 
room. 

(bo) The unsuitability of cement floors for the indeor 
playing of children, the playrooms requiring to 
be used extensively during the wet winter period. 

(c) The contirusl compleint of staff members who must 
work on these floors as to the tiring, and general 
bad effect on the feet and legs, so uwuch so that 
it is difficult to find permafent staff for the 
worke 


RESIDENCE: Cracks in wails, and seepage of moisture through 
walls. 
Due either to the settling of the building, or to the vibgation 
in the building caused by heavy logcing trains passing just 
below the building, cracks sre showing in the wall, in the 
dining room. 
All along the outside wells, above the baseboard on the ground 
floor, moisture has seeped in, in some places taking the plaster 
completely off the wells. YThis is undoubtedly due to atsorption 
of meisture either by the briak or stone structure of the walls 
or by absorption through the pressed coping stone running along 
the wall about three feet from the ground. 


MOISTURE through walls of Dormitories on top floors:- 

This condition was to a great extent remedied in the fell of 
1945 by the covering of the roof coping with sheet copper. As 
no further moisture appeared the inside walls of the dormitories 
were painted last summer. ‘hen the present wet winter season 
was weil advanced, however, moisture again appesred insive all 
walls with a North exposure (on the top floor only) and a white 
"flufi" formed on the plaster, I1t may be thet moisture sveps 
through the brick wall. 


May I request that these matters be investigated with 
& view to repair and remedy during the summer vacation.

An item of $1500 included in the West Coast Indian 
Agency estimates for the fiscal year 1947-48 for the 
purchase of and installation of a three burner oil unit 
for the Alberni Indian Residential School was allowed to 
stand pending investigation by the Surveys and Engineering 
Branch. A copy of Mr. Webb's letter of September 28th in 
this connection is enclosed, theinformation contained 
therein indicating that the use of stoker coal at Port 
Alberni is more economical and the use of oil wuld not 
result in any saving in labour. This information has been 
conveyed to Mr. Acting Agent Garrard and to Reverend 
Caldwell and it is not intended to recommend the installation 
of an oil burning unit. 


I would suggest, however, that the amount entered 
in the estimates be allowed to stand and if the Department 
has funds available next year a separate hot water heater 
with an automatic coal stoker similar to the Iron Fireman 
D.L. 30 be installed in accordance with Mr. Webb's suggestion 
which would likely reduce the cost of heating the domestic 
hot water.

May I again attract your attention to the condition of 
the basement floors in this school. As you know the lineaéun 
was removed from the floors of the kitchens, the dining rooms and 
the boys playrooms more than two years ago. The two small 
playrooms, accommodating some 115 boys, all of whom are necessarily 
gathered there d&@ring the wet weather of the Coast winter, are, by 
reasong of dust, a menace to the Walth of the boys. It is impossible 
to keep these floors clean. 


The cemert floors of the kitchens ami the dining room 
are particularly hard on staff members who are compelled to work 
on these floors from six o'clock in the morning to seven at night. 
I have had a turn-over of seven or eight stafff members in this 
Bepartment since the beginning of the term, because of the 
physical strain of working on coment floors. This has been pointed out 
to Department and Power and Weter Branch officials a number of times. 


I note that an estimate of $3400.00 has boen made on the 
recovering of these floors. ‘This item was not placed in the 
estimates for the surrent year as it was thought it would w taken 
care of out of last year's ap;ropriation. 


May I therefore request thet a special estimate be 
pkaced before the Department for this workees.+-+.« which is actually 
q building replacemsrt project and, in my opinion, should not 
be classed asf maintonance.s.e so that appropriation can be made 
and the work done during the months of July and August 1947.

‘The dining room nad kitehen are 
in the basement. 

Original Yloor Coverings 

At the time the school was built (1940) 
the basement floors were covered with Linoleum and 
vy Setober 1944 much of this linoleum was removed 
decause of deterioration of the bona und linoleum. 
This was due to Leaks which developed in water mains 
under the floor and also to the inherent characteristic 
of conerete to pass a very slight amount of moisture 
when laid on the ground. 

Sketeh 1, taken from Mr. Warren's Memorandum 
to Mr. webb, re "Hopairs carried out at slberni Indian 
Residential Uehool and xeport on Inspections” shows 
the condition of floor coverings in October, 1944, 

uketeh 2 shows the condition of the floor 


coverings August 1946. fhough the Linoleum in the 
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staff dining room is still in place, it is bulged, 
torn and rotten and should be removed. ‘The 
linoleum in the girls' reer» 1tion room is still 
fairly good and needs only re-ceaenting in a few 
places. 

A layer of Linoleum canent isstill on 
much of the floor in partioular as indieated in 
sketoh 2. 

The uncovered floor in the boys’ lavatory 
ic very uneven and does not slope towerd drains. 
The conerete floor in the poys' play room is 
slichtly worn «nd tends to be very dusty.

The Sanitary Inspector has drawn my attention to 
the fact that the sewage effluent from the septic tank at 
the Indian Residential school is being poured into the river 
at a point were it is used as a public swimming hole. 


This condition does not seem to be in the public 
interest and we would like to suggest that the effluent 
from the tank be disposed of in tile drainage beds on the 
school property. Mr. Benham, Sanitary Inspector, informs 
me that there is plenty of good gravelly soil for sufficient 
disposal which could be utilized. He would be willing to 
meet with you or the school officials to lay out a proper 
drainage system which would meet our requirements. 


We would appreciate your early attention to this 
matter as with warm weather approaching, the swimming 
season will soon be upon us.

As you are probably aware, 
the new sewer has been coustructed with manhole 
and grease trap from the boiler room to the oute- 
let from the septic tank. This was supplied 
at a cost of $1,028.08, 


On May 3lst, we transferred an amount of 
$3,300. to the Surveys and Engineering Branch 
in order that they might carry out the following 
work: 


1. Provide a new set of cold water mains and 
branch mains suspended from Basement ceiling. 


2. Connect existing cold water risers to the 
new cold water main breaking into partitions 
where necessary and valving branch con- 
nections, 


3. Connect hot water risers to existing hot 
water main at basement ceiling and provide 
valves for branch connections, 


4. Provide new stoker for existing high pres- 
sure boiler and replace fire brick where 
necessary. The use of a stoker would permit 
the use of similar fuel for all boilers in- 
stead of two varieties as at present. 


5. Provide new indirect steam fed heater in 
storage tank, Giving capacity to heat water 
at the rate of 1000 gallons per hour,

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6. Connect high pressure steam line through 
existing pressure reducing valve to this 
heater. 


7. Connect existing temperature regulating 
valve to this hook-up. 


8. Move stairs in Boiler Room to permit in- 
stallation of stoker,.

‘rom caveful observation and frominoviriers it 4a 
lesrned that all hovses adjoining the Somaga River from Port 
Alberni to the westenn limite of Alberni are either esulipped with 
outside latrines or saptic tanks, Almost without excention the 
effluent fron the ptic tanks is discharge@ into tne domans 
River without any other trestment. Several houses built on floats 
are anchored alor the north bank and these flont-houses are 
served with outsile latrines which empty directly into the Somags 
River. 

The District Health Department Sanitary Officer has deca

O. Brown in the matter of the construction of the above noted 
school. Our file record in thie transaction is as follows: 


(1) Under date of the 29th August, 1947, the Canadian Western Woodworkers 
limited of Victorie advised Indian Affairs that they had supplied the 
contrector with millwork, etc., to the amount of $3,463 and to date 
hed been uneble to receive payment. 


The Surveys and Engineering Branch discussed the matter with Mr. K. 
R. Daly on September 25th who advised that the Department had no 
strictly legal responsibility. 


That the Surveys and Engineering Branch requested their local re- 
presentative to investigate and suggest to the unpaid sub-contractors 
that they get together and submit a statement giving the status of 
their accounts. 


We discussed this matter over the telephone with Mr. C. H, 
Buck, Chief Architect, on the 2lst instant who informed us that the 
creditors have been organized and appointed a Receiver and that Mr. W. 0. 
Brown is to be declared “in bankruptcy". We also understand that Senior 
Departmental Solicitor, Mr. K. R. Daly, is dealing with the matter on 
behalf of the Department.

20th last wher in it was recommended that on completion 
of changes to the plumbing installation a period of one 
year ve allowed during which it could be determined 
whether the buried piplne was responsible for dampness 

in the basement areas formerly covered by linoleum, this 
recommendation did not originate in the local office of 
the Lominion Water and Power Sureau but apparently in the 
Ottawa office of that Branch. As % matter of fact Mr. 
ebb's office had no knowledge of the memorandum until I 
wrote to them under date of November 25th last. The most 
recent recommendation from Mr. «ebb's office is contained 
in a report by Mr. Unsworth dated Sept. 19th,1946, to the 
effect that certesin floor coverings be laid. Since that 
time the matter has apparently been entirely out of the 
hands of the local Dominion Water and Power Bureau office 
who, as far as I can see, have done everything possible to

When the Day School was removed from its original location in 

front of the Residential Sehool the cement wall of the basement 
which was left was found to he in such a poor condition that it 
was considered unsafe for the children; .190, 4t was detrimental 
to the appearance of the Residential Seheol. In view of these 
circumstances and the fact that the bulldozer was being used in 
the vicinity at that time, I took it upon myself to have the 

bulldozer knock down the cement wall and fill in the hole. This 
work required the use of the bulldozer for four hours at $10.00 
and the foreman's time for the same period at $1.50 per hour. 


If this work had been done at a later date the cost of conveying 
the bulldozer to and from tiie job would have increased this 
amount by an additional $20.00.

With reference to the memorandum of the 29th ultimo 
signed by Mr, D.J. Allan, with which was enclosed a copy of 
correspondence from Mr. A.E, Caldwell, School Principal, and 
Indian Commissioner MacKay, on the Sub ject of the above; our 
Chief Architect states as follows: 


"It has not yet been definitely determined, not- 
withstanding the contrary opinion of laymen, whether 
tho leakage of sub-floor water supply lines at the 
Alberni Residential Schoo » which has now been stopped, 
was the sole cause of the dampness that appeared in the 
concrete basement floor slabs. 


It is therefore recommended that no action be 
taken to permanently finish the floors, from which lino- 
leum was removed, until the spring run-off has shown 
conclusively whether or not any moisture is liable to 
penetrate beneath the floor slabs through or under the 
concrete footings of the external walls. 


if upon examination during that period no damp- 
ness is apparent in the concrete floor slabs, it is 
proposed that the slabs be prepared to receive flexible 
asbestos-asphalt floor tile laid in accordance with a 
specification which will be furnished by our Architectural 
Section.

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If, on the other hand, it is found during the 
spring run-off that the fioor slabs are again showing 
signs of moisture, it will be evident that there is an 
infiltration of water from the outside of the building 
and precautions would have to be taken to prevent such 
ingress before work in connection with the re-surfacing 
of basement floors is undertaken. 


It is our intention to request Mr. Webb of the 
Dominion Water and Power Bureau, Vancouver, to keep 
himself informed in regard to the condition of the 
basement floor area and to assign one of his engineers 
to make inspections as necessary during the coming 
spring and to report to this office in order that we 
may issue instructions for whatever action is indicated 
to be carried out as soon as possible thereafter."

Upon leaving the Alberni school, Miss McCready wrote and 
asked if it would be possible for an increase grant to be given 
to this school to cover the salary of a second cook in the main 
kitchen, as one cook is doing the cooking for 240 children and 
finds it difficult to keep the necessary food records needed in 
the survey because of lack of time. It is almost impossible for 
one cook to prepare the food for this number of people without 
any extra duties, 


There is a bread slicer in the school but it is antiquated 
and unsatisfactory; thus it is not used and the bread is sliced by 
hand, The slices are not uniform in size and therefore it is 
ilfficult to keep proper records of size of serving of bread eaten, 


An electric mixer for a school this size is very desirable 
for mixing cakes, cookies, mashing vegetables, etc. It is imposs- 
ible for women or children to mix or beat the quantity of food 
that is required for 240 children, 


I believe Miss Lock spoke to you about these requirerents 
on the telephone last week. No doubt you have siven them con- 
sideration and will be writing us regarding them shortly.

T have yours of the 20th Inst re the 
manner in which the work of renovation of the barn 
for the -urpose of providing a gymnasium can be carried 
out. 


I have discussed this matter with lir.John Loewen, 
who, I may say, is a first class man and takes a great 
interest in the school, and he says that, in our own 
interest, 1t would be better to have the work done by 
contract as he estimated, as that would ensure the work 
being done as quickly as possible, 


I went over his figures with him when he made 
the estimate ( which you have with the plans) and, in 
my own opinion, his estimate of the cost of labour was 
a bare minimum of the time necessary to do both the 
breaking down of the floors, etc, and the rebuilding. 


However, if you think it is preferable to have 
the work done by day labour, with the materials supplied, 
it should not make much difference, except that there is 
the prospect that the estimate made may not cover the 
job. 


You will recall that the extra {500.00 placed 
in the estimates is for a fernace and lighting, not 
ineluded in Mr.Loewen's estimate.

Dear Mr.Garrard, 


The attached bill from Irvine and Reeves, 
Plumbers, Port Alberni was an emergency repair job 
made necessary by the plugging of a drain pipe from the 
roof of the Staff kitchen, caused by an accumulation of 
gravel packing into a straight elbow in the pipe, which 
ran down inside the wall between the staff and the student 
kitchens. 


Every effort was made by our en:ineer and the 
plumbers to dislodge the block, but the structure of the 
original pipe mage this impossible. In the meantime there 
was a considerable leakage through the ceiling of the 
kitchen. The pipe had to be exposed by cutting through 
the cement wall between the kitchens,*the installation 
of a new pipe with a -reater than right angle bend to 
prevent further blocking. A "Y" outlet was alsdé installed 
to make the pipe enclosed in the wall easy of access,

In reply to your letter of December llth, last, and previous 
correspondence re the above noted, I wish to advise that the parents of this 
pupil, Mr. and Mre. Elmer Campbell, called at this office, recently, and gave me 
the following information, which I will try and give you in the order of your ob- 
servations in your communication mentioned. 


(1) Robert Richard Campbell originally Baptized a Roman Catholic on December 
lst, 1939. 


(2) Later Baptized into the United Church on October 4th, 1946. 


(3) Elmer Campbell originally Baptized in Washington, U.S.A., a Methodist in 
1915. Later rebaptized a Roman Catholic at Kuper Island on June 24th, 1926, 
when he was sent to the Kuper Island School by Mr. Lomas, in error. 


(4) Mrs. Elmer Campbell was Baptized a Roman Catholic on August 25th, 1918. 


The error was made by Father LeClair in his communication of 
November Sth, last, when he stated that Elmer was Baptized at Kuper Island in 
June, 1946, it should have been June 1926. Campbell was quite incensed over this 
affair and particularly the way in which he--as he puts it--"has been kicked 
around by the Department officials". In the first place, when he was sent to 
Kuper Island by Mr. Lomas when his religion was not a Catholic, hence his Baptizm 
as a Roman Catholic at Kuper Island. He also states that he does not attend the 
Roman Catholic Church, here, nor has done for several years, and then only on 
very rare occasions. His wife also stated that she has not attended the Roman 
Catholic Church for years. 


All these statements are made as given by the Campbells and 
the truth of some of them depends on how gullible one wishes to be.

I have for answer your letter of November 9. 
Having been present for practically all of the briefs presented 
to the Parliamentary Committee, I feel that the men selected 
for the Committee are really very industrious and sincere in 
their efforts to improve the lot of these native people. Some 
of the presentations, of course, have been rather radical and 
some indeed very impracticable. However, I feel confident that 
the members of the Committee will be able to sift the grain 
from the chaff and arrive at a suitable revision for the 
Indian Act. Insofar as Indian Education is concerned, a creat 
deal has transpired that of course does not appear in the 
published proceedings. This Sub-committee has yet to make its 
report to the Committee, and I hope that their deliberations 
will prove satisfactory to those most interested in Indian 
educetion, 


The delay in answering your letter has been due 
to the fact that we have had to dig back into our files con- 
cerning the Tait children. ‘There has also been som confusion 
because we have a family of Tate children also attending the 
Alberni Kesidential School, The application form for Josephine 
Tate states that she is the daughter of Henry Tate and Jene Bob; 
that she was born on Octobe» 15, 1938; and that the religion is 
United Church of Canada. 


Therefore she was admitted to the Alberni residen- 
tial school, As you are probably aware from previous rulings, 
the Department of Justice has decided that the father of the child 
is the one who wili decide the religion in which the child should 
be reared. This has led to many controversies with regard to the

The greater proportion of the pupils of this 
schoo¥ require to be transported to their homes by steamer; 
to Bella Bella, Bella Coola, liitimaat, the Skeena and the 
Naas Rivers and Prince Rupert and inland points to Hazleton 
by bhe Union Steamships, Ltd, and to the jest Coast of Vancouver 
Island by C.P.R.Steamships. 


The Steamship Companies have always been very 
considerate in providing accommodation, but, owing to the 
heavy passenger traffic at the end of June caused by staff 
going out to the coast canneries and the fisheries, there 
is great difficulty in fixing dates that coincide with the 
regulation closing of the school. Trans ortation of the 
Alert Bay pupils by the Union Steamships also complicates 
the arrangements. 


I have had the a»plication for transport with 
the Union Steamships this year since llarch lst, and have just 
received the sailing dates on which the pupils can be 
accommodated. There will be two trips on the inner coast, 
one on June 23rd, from Campbell River ( on Vancouver Island) 
to Prince Ruvert, and the other on June 25th, from Campbell 
River to Bella Coola. This will necessitate concluding our 
classes a few days earlier than the scheduled date of June 
25th. Last year, owing to particular congestion of traffic 
on the Union Steamships line, accommodation had to be taken 
on June llth, with the alternative of transportating the pupils 
in small partées during July and August. This caused an 
enquiry from the Kakawis School, which school has not the 
same transportation difficulties, as to whether Kakawis could 
get permission to ay early also. I am glad to say that 
this was enphedned! nd the explanation accented by the 
Principal of the Kakawis School at that time. 


May I request the sanction of the Department in 


accepting the above dates for the trangportation of the pupils
